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CHAPTER I. 

GENERAL. 

M. E. 1182 (17th August 194-6—16th August 1947 ) 

Travancore (Malayalam—■ Tirwvitamhw) is the southern¬ 
most Indian State and occupies the south-west portion of the 
Indian peninsula. It forms an irregular 
Situation and triangle, with its apex at Cape Comorin, be- 
area. tween 8° 4' and 10° 22' North Latitude and 

between 76° 18/ and 77 J 38' East Longitude. 
Travancore is bounded on the north by the State of Ooohin and, 
■ the Coimbatore District of the Madras Province. The District 
of Madura, Ramnad and Tinnevelly in the Madras Province 
constitute its eastern boundary and on the west and south lie the 
Arabian Sea and the Indian Ocean. Travancore has an area of 
7661*75 square miles, its extreme length from north to south 
being 174 miles and its extreme width, 75 miles. 

■The Western Ghats form a continuous mountain chain of 
varying altitude from north to south, isolating Travancore from 
the Madras Presidency on the east and oonfer- 
Physical ring a distinotiveness on its history and culture. 
featwes. From the mountain heights walling in the 

State on the eastern boundary the country 
undulates to the west over hills of dense vegetation till it reaches 
the cultivated plains whioh shirt the backwaters and the Arabian 
Sea. Extensive tea and Cardamom plantations have sprung up 
on most of the higher elevations; pepper, rubber, ginger and 
turmerio flourish in the lesser uplands; and in both regions, there 
are reserved forests of valuable timber, both of virgin growth 
and of scientific planting. There are stretches of paddy culti¬ 
vation terraced along the valleys, and paddy cultivation is also 
extensively carried on in the irrigated areas towards the south in 
Nanjinad and Edanad and in the fens and backwater reclamations 
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in the north. The broad ooast belt and the.shores of the back-' 
waters are covered with dense cocoanut plantations, while all ovei 
the plains are grown in addition, around homesteads, a variety of 
trees snoh as the areca, the jack, the mango, the tamarind and 
the oashewnnt.. Tapioca is cultivated almost everywhere in the 
lower levels and the raising of yams, beans and gram is considera¬ 
ble. The State reserved forests cover an extent of slightly less 
than a third of the entire area and are well timbered with teak, 
blackwood, ebony, jack, anjiU. eto. The elephant, the leopard, 
the tiger, the bison, the bear, the sambur and a variety of small 
game are plentiful in the forests. Among the characteristic ! 
features of the country are the broad lagoons or backwaters 
forming a cheap highway for traffic from the extreme north to 
as far south as Trivandrum, connected by navigable canals along 
the entire littoral and numerous streams and rivers flowing 
westward to the sea. Extremes of temperature are unknown in 
the low country, the prevailing characteristic of which is a warm 
humidity. But the country cools as it olimbs to the bracing 
heights of Peermade, the Cardamom Hills, the i 1 igh Ranges and 
the Ponmudi Hills. Travancore receives a share of both the ... 
south-west and the north-east monsoons, the former in a larger 
measure than the latter. The south-west monsoon begins about 
the middle of Edavam (May-June) and the north-east monsoon 
commences in the month of Thulam (Ootober-November). The' 
rainfall is generally heavy, averaging about S9 inches per annum . 
Rice, fish and tapioca form the staple food of the people. 

The population of the State, according to the decennial census 
of 1941 is 6,070,018 03,045,102 males, and 3,024,916 females), the 
increase in population for the decennial period 
Population. (1931-41) being 974,045 or 19‘1 per cent. The 
average density of population in 1931 was 666 
per sq. mile and’ifc rose to 792 per sq. mile in 1941; if calculated 
on the area of land available for cultivation, the density of popu¬ 
lation rises to 1,463 per sq. mile. Trivandrum,. 

. Distribution. the capital City, has a population of 128,365. 

The principal towns are. Alleppey, Nagercoil, 
Quilon, Kottayam/Changanacherry, Tiruvalla, Attiiigal, Maveli- 
kara, and Parur. Villages and village life as prevalent on the East 
Coast are praotically unknown except in parts of South Travancore.. 
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Elsewhere, the conditions are rural or semi-rural and the people 
live in detached* homesteads, eaoh nest-ling in its own tree-planted 
and walled-in garden. Hinduism, the religion 
Religion.. of the Ruling Family, is the' predominant. 

religion and its followers, divided into various 
caste groups constitute nearly three-fifths (3,671,480) of the entire 
population while the denominations of Christians, including the 
Syrian Christians, represent nearly one-third (1,963,808), and the 
Mahomedans nearly one-fourteen (434,150). There has long 
existed in the State a small body of European and Amerioan 
residents. The number of literates per 100 of 
j Literacy. the population, is 47*1. The percentage of 

literacy for males la 58*1 and for females 36‘0. 
Except among a small section of the population, the Pwrdah 
system is unknown in Travanoore. W omen generally enjoy great 
freedom in the State, .and this 'fact coupled. 
Position of with their general education has brought about 
Women. their aotivo participation in affairs. 

From the point of view of progressive administration and of 
literacy, Travanoore yields to no State or Province in India. 

In point of population and revenue Travanoore 
Travanoore is next-only to Hyderabad and Mysore among 
compared with Indian States. Mysore, Gwalior and the neigh - 
other States. bouring. colony of Ceylon are nearly four times. 

as. extensive, but their population is, respec¬ 
tively, about one and one-third and three- fourths of and the 
same as that of Travanoore. Ba'roda, though‘nearly of the same 
area, has only less than one-half of the population of Travanoore. 

The early history of Travanoore is' in great part shrouded in , 
tradition; but there is little doubt that the Maharaja is the. 

representative of the Chera dynasty, one of the 
Historical three great Hindu dynasties whioh exeroised 
Sketch. sovereignty at one time in South India. The 

English first settled at Anjengo whioh 1 they 
obtained in 1684 on a grant from the Queen of Attingal whioh 
was subsequently ratified by the King of Travanoore. Marthanda. 
Yarma, the son of the Queen of Attingal, beoame iu 1729 the 
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Adhipathi of Venad. He succeeded in crushing the Ettiweetil 
Pillama/rs, the feudal chieftains of eight desams, who had striven 
against the power of the Rajas for over a century. Thereafter, 
he grew in strength and power and, having amalgamated Attingal 
with Yenad on a treaty engagement that none but the offspring 
of the Ranis of Attingal shall succeed to the. rulership of Travan¬ 
core, proceeded on a oampaign of conquest with his minister 
Ramayyan Dalawa and the Yenad Valia Capittan, Eustachius 
Benediotus De Lannoy, a Blemish soldimr who had been captured 
in a. fight with the Dutch and whom the Raja had befriended and 
raised to that high position. By the time of Marthanda Varma’s 
death in 1758, practically the whole of modern Travanoore had 
been brought under his sway. He established order, settled the 
oountry and dedicated it to Sri Padmanabhaswami, and he and 
his successors. Rajas or Ranis of Travancore, have ' sinoe ruled as 
the Dasas or SevimAs of the Deity. In thgr wars in which the 
East India Company were engaged in the Cafhatic and in Mysore 
in the eighteenth century, the Travancore State rendered military, 
assistance to the Company. Travanoore ■ was reckoned as one of 
the staunohest allies of the British Power and was inolnded in 
the treaty made in 1784 between the East India Company and the 
Sultan of Mysore. In view of the protection of the State from 
possible inroads by Tippu Sultan, an arrangement was oome to in 
1788 with the East India Company, and in 1795 a formal treaty 
was concluded by which the Company agreed to proteoi Travan¬ 
oore from all foreign enemies. In 1805 a new treaty was signed 
and an annual contribution Rs. 7,98,480—8 as was fixed mainly 
in lieu of the obligation assumed by the State towards the cost 
of maintaining a force by tne Honourable Company .for" the 
defence of Travancore from foreign aggression and of the obligation 
under the Treaty of 1795 to provide an army for effective servioe 
in British India jn times of war. The history of the State has 
been one of steady development and well ordered ■ progress under 
a succession of able and enlightened rulers. His Highness Sri ? 
Chitra Thirunal, the present Maharaja, has adhered to tlie tradi- ' 
tions of his Houss; and has signalised his reign by a Proclamation 
throwing open the temple of Sri Padmanabhaswami and all the 
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temples under his control and the temples under Government 
control to all Hindus-including those who were commonly descri¬ 
bed as untouchable and backward classes a reform whioh has 
evoked universal appreciation. 

The official year in Travanoore is reckoned according to the 
Malabar Era or the Kollam Era said to date from the rebuilding 
of Kollam or Quilon 1122 years ago- The 
The Ckdendar. year begins about the middle of August. The 
twelve months are named after the zodiacal 
signs, the longest month having 32 days and the shortest 29 days. 

Travanoore has its own coinage of the silver fanam (2'25 
annas), the copper chuo&ram (6'74 pies) and the cash (0'42 pie). 

It has been issuing also its own silver coin 
The Gwrency. formerly called half rupee but now called the 
“Cbitra’’ (14 Ohuehrams') and a coin formerly 
called quarter-rupee (7 chucfcrams). The Indian silver'and nickel 
coins and currency notes are also in free circulation. The 
“Chitra” coins and the Indian half-rupee are legal tender for an 
unlimited amount- * 

The State has its own -postal service known as the Anchal 
and issues'its own stamps. Its Anchal offices 
The Anchal. also transact savings bank business and issue 
hundies or money orders. 

The Ruling Family. 

Major General His Highness Sri Padmanabha Dasa Vanchi 
Pala Sir Bala Rama Varma Kulasekhara Kiritapati Manney 
Sultan Maharaja Raja .Ramaraja Bahadur Shamsher Jang, Knight 
Grand Commander of the Most Exalted Order of the Star of 
India, Knight Grand Commander of the Most Eminent Order of 
the Indian Empire, 0. Litt., Maharaja of Travanoore, was born 
on the 7th November 1912 and his succession to the Musnad was 
recognised by the British Government on the 1st September 1924. 
His Highness was invested with ruling powers on the 6th Novem¬ 
ber 1931 (20th Thulam 1107). His Highness the Maharaja is 
entitled to a salute of nineteen guns, and to twenty-one guns 
within the State. The MarumaMathayam law governs the 




succession to the Mmnad which, further, is' confined to the 
offspring of the Attingal Ranis- Her Highness the Senior Mtaha- 
rani (born on the 19th November 1895) and Her Highness. Maha- 
rani Setu. Parvati Bayi (born on the 8th November 1896) were 
adopted into the Ruling Family on the 31st August 1900. His 
Highness the Maharaja is the eldest son of Her Highness Maha' 
rani Setu Parvati Bayi- A daughter, the First Princess, 
(Kartika Tiranal) was born to Her Highness on the 17th Septem¬ 
ber 1916 and a second, son, the Elaya Raja, on the 22nd March 
1922. A daughter, the second Princess (Uthram Tirunal) was 
born to Her Highness the Senior Maharani on the 30th Decem¬ 
ber 1923 and a second daughter ths Third Princess (Kartika 
Tirunal) was bom to Her Highness on the 23rd October 1926.' 
A daughter (Bharani Tirunal) was born to the Second Princess 
(Uthram Tirunal) on the 15tn February 1940, and a second 
daughter (Bharani Tirunal) was'born to the Second Princess 
(Uthram Tirunal) on the 29th December 1941. A daughter 
(Pooyam Tirunal) was born to the .First Princess (Kartika* 
Tirunal) on the 7th September 1942 and a daughter (Rohini 
. Tirunal) was born to the Second Princess- (Uthram Tirunal) on the 
13th February 1943. A daughter (Aswati Tirunal) was born to 
the First Princess (Kartika Tirunal) on the 4th July 1945 and 
a daughter (Makam Tirunal) was born to the Second Princess 
(Uthram Tirunal) on the 12th April 1946..

The Tours oe His Highness The Maharaja- 

His Highness the Maharaja accompanied by Her Highness 
Maharani Setu Parvati Bayi and personal staff proceeded on tour ' 



-to Madias on the 2nd January 1047 and stayed at the Travan- 
core House, Madras. Their Highnesses 'the. First, Sixth and 
Eighth Princesses and Lieut. Col. Goda Varma Raja left Trivan¬ 
drum by train on the. above date and arrived at Madras the next 
morning, His Highness the Elaya Raja also went to Madras on 
the 6th January and stayed at the Royal Camp. 

Their Highnesses the Maharaja, the Mabarani and the 
Elaya Raja left Madras on the 13th March 1947 and returned to 
the Capital the same day by air while Their Highnesses the 
First Princess, Sixth and Eighth Princesses and Lieut. Col. Goda 
Varma Raja travelled by train and reached Trivandrum on the 
evening of the 14th March 1947. 

The tour was private. 

On the 19th April 1947 His Highness the Maharaja accom¬ 
panied by Their Highnesses the Maharani, the First, Sixth and 
Eighth Princesses and Lieut. Col. Goda Varma Raja proceeded on 
tour to Kotagiri and reached Kotagiri the same day. 

Leaving Kotagiri on the morning of the 16th June 1947 
Their Highnesses the Maharaja and the Maharani arrived at the 
Capital the ; same noon while Their Highnesses the Princesses 
and Lieut- Col. Goda Varma Raja travelling by train, reached. 
Trivandrum the next evening.

The British Representative. 

in the year 1800 A. D., the first British Resident accredited 
to the Court of Travancore took up his residence in the. State. 
British Residents continued until October 1923 when Travancore 
came into direct relations with the Government of India and the 
British Resident’s'title was altered to that of “Agent to the 
Governor-General, Madras States.” From April 1937, the desi¬ 
gnation of the Agent was changed to the “Resident for the 
Madras States.’’ Lieut. Col. C. G. N- Edwards c. i. e„ was the 
Resident for the Madras States from the 2nd May 1946 and -con¬ 
tinued to be the Resident till the 14th August 1947 when the 
Resident ceased to-function-owing to the lapse of paramonntcy 
on the 15th August 1947. * 



Communist Uprising in the State, 

The Travaneore Communist Party under the inspiration of 
the communist party of India tried to foment trouble wherever and 
whenever possible in the State. The leaders of the party were un¬ 
scrupulous political adventurers who wanted to use other organi¬ 
sations too for propaganda, in a bid for political power. Having 
tried in vain to'persuade the State Congress, Muslims, Christians^ 
students etc., they drugged the labourers with ideas of millennium 
to oome with 13 cents of land-for every worker, the liquidation of 
capitalists and the inauguration of a Workers’ Raj. Thus they 
captured nearly a lakh of labourers well organised by Trade Unions, 
especially in Shertalai and Alleppey, under the All-Travanoore' 
Trade Union Congress. 

Apprehending that action would be taken against their un¬ 
desirable activities, the leaders went out of the State to Cochin 
and Calicut from where they published objectionable leaflets, 
pamphlets and booklets to attract the sympathy of the labourers 
and to excite disaffection against the Government. Strikes and 
sympathetic strikes were organised and increasing demands were 
made. Though Government were reallj sympathetic towards, 
labour’s legitimate demands, the communists tried to organise a 
general strike including labourers engaged in the transport of 
essential foodgraims by backwater and also resorted to violent' 
pioketings, jathas and processions, whioh were a challenge to the 
Administration. An Action Counoil was formed at Vayalar with 
headquarters in an island which was not easily accessible to de 
oide upon the future course of action and the decisions taken there 
resulted in acts of violence and terrorism. 

On the 14th October 1948 an armed communist mob gather¬ 
ed at Ponnanveli and marched to Kadakkarapally with, the idea: 
of establishing their rule in that area and denying the validity of 
the existing administration of the State. They brutally attacked 
the innocent people at many places as a penalty for having inform¬ 
ed the Police about their programme. Many fishermen had to 
suffer on aooount of this at Pnnnapra. The rioters committed 



organised looting and other aots of violence including destruction 
of property. Uniformed ex-military-men were got down from' 
■ Malabar to help and train them for offence and defenoe. With a 
definite motive of exploiting the situation during the Birthday 
Week of His Highness the Maharaja, they planned simultaneous 
attaoks at different places. The Police strained every nerfe and 
maintained peace and order. But on the Birthday of His Highness 
the Reserve Police camp at Punnapra was attacked by an armed 
mob who murdered the Sub-Inspector in charge of the camp, a 
head constable and two constables. The others in the oamp had 
to immediately open fire in self defenoe whioh resulted in certain 
casualties. Between Shertalai and Alleppey means of transport 
and communication were out off by the oommtmists. Roads 
were breaohed and bridges damaged. Telephone and telegraphio 
lines were out off. In spite of the utmost care, oaution and 
patienoe displayed by the oustodians of law and order, they re¬ 
peated all these rebellious activities on the 25th October also 
Government were therefore constrained to declare Martial Law in 
Alleppey and .Shertalai. All the communist organisations and 
those, connected therewith Were declared unlawful. On the 26th 
Ootober 1946, the Inspector General of Polioe, the General 
Ottcer^ Commanding, .Travanoore State Forces and a military de. 
taohment readied the spot. The military was'attacked by these 
armed rebels from different sides and fire had to be opened, re¬ 
sulting, in a few casualties. Finding that there was no change in 
the tense- situation, another military detaohment was sent on the 
27th, whioh landed in the island by means of motor boats. There 
were guorilla attacks on the military by the rioters and the 
miKtary had in turn to” open fire to bring the situation under 
control. The situation was brought under complete oontrol and. 
peace restored by the 28lsh October. The Martial Law was with¬ 
drawn on the 10th'November. 



CHAPTER II. . 

SYSTEM OF GOVERNMENT. 

The Ruler is the source of all authority in Travancore. Eor 
more than half a century, the Maharajas of Travancore have 
treated the revenues of the State as public 
The Ruler. funds in the strict sense of the term, appro¬ 
priating to their own use only a modest 
portion which bears a very small proportion to the total revenue. 
The percentage was 8 76 in 1062) 6 86 in 1072, 6 57 in 1082, 
4'04 in 1092, 3'83 in 1102, 3'68 in 1112 and 1'70 in 1122. 

The Government of the country was, for a long time past, 
being conducted in the name and under the control of His . 

Highness the Maharaja by the Dewan, assisted " 
The Chief Roue- by an organised Secretariat and a public 
eutwe Officer, service constituted generally on the Indian 
model. 

, The entire administration is carried on through several well- 
organised departments. The activities of these departments are 
' separately and briefly described in the follow- 

Administration. ing'chapters. Every, administrative head add¬ 
resses his proposals to the Government, and 
these recommendations are considered in the Secretariat and, 
where necessary, are scrutinised by the Finance Department. ; 
The decisions of the Government, which, in olden times, were 
issued over the signature of the head of the administration in the 
form of ChaltavcM‘iolas t on palm leaves and later on in Malayalam 
and Tamil communications on paper have for many years past 
been issued in English by the'Chief Secretary to Government in 
the form of orders, proceedings or letters* The post of the. Chief 
Secretary was kept in abeyance-in 1120 and the Secretaries to 
Government were authorised.to issue all communications pertain¬ 
ing to their respective subjects, on behalf of Government. The 
commands of the Ruler are always issued in the form of Procla¬ 
mations or Neets under Sign Manual. Except for purposes of 
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legislation and the conduct of important ceremonies of State the 
Euler rarely issues such direct commands in matters affecting the 
public administration. All notifications? proceedings , and other 
matters to be made known generally are published in the Govern¬ 
ment Gazette which is issued every Tuesday in English and in 
Malayalam and Tamil. The Gazette is now in its eighty-fifth year. 
The history of Travail core for nearly a century without interrup¬ 
tion reveals the fact that the administration, adapting itself 
~ from time to time to modern forms of government, without 
abandoning its pristine characteristics and ideals has been con¬ 
ducted with a view to the progressive wellbeing of the country. 
A oode of enactments for Travancofe was first promulgated in 
1835 A. D. Of these? Acts l to VII of 1010 M. E., provided for 
the working, powers and jnrisdiotion of law oourts. Parts of 
Acts I and IV survive on the Statute Book." Both relate to in¬ 
terest awardable under decrees. As the years have gone by the 
volume of legislation has become large and comprehensive. 

The revenue of the State is derived mainly from a system of 
(a) direct taxation, (b) indirect taxation, (c) commercial services 
and (d) levies in connection with specific 
Taxation. services. Taxation is covered by authority 
oonferred by various statutory enactments; 
the tax-payer’s obligations are defined and known; and collection 
is made on an established system- There are only two sources of 
revenue: by direct taxation, viz., land revenue and income-tax. 

The Travanoore Land Tax Proclamation, which was promul¬ 
gated by His Highness the Maharaja towards the close of 1121 
m. e.? came into effect from the 1st Chingom 1122. This Pro¬ 
clamation introduced the basic tax system'according to which a 
uniform basic tax. at the rate of 4 .cash for a cent of land per 
annum was levied in lieu of the then existing rate of tax. The 
basic tax is pay able on all kinds of lands excepting ‘ Sreepandm-a- 
vaka , KandukrisM, Sreepadam, the Edavakais and other lands 
specifically exempted under Section 6.(2) of the Proclamation, 
This to a large extent, has relieved the. burden of tax paid by 
small land holders* Income Tax was also levied on incomes above 
R@. 2,000 a year derived from land of any kind. Taxes falling 
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within the category of indirect taxation-are for the most part* 
duties ’ on raw products or manufactured goods exported from 
Travancore, such as tea, coir, fibre, yarn and other products-: of 
the coeoanut palm, pepper, salted fish, turmeric, vegetable oils 
etc.,'and tax on agricultural income- There is also a system of 
import duties based mainly off the Indian tariff. The general 
stamp revenue is also appreciable. Next come indirect taxes, 
both fiscal and regulatory in character such as import duty on 
foreign liquor and excise duty on country liquor- The income 
derived from salt and tobacco is considerable. The commercial 
. and quasi-commercial departments yielding revenue are Forest, 
Anchal, Transport and Bailways- Under class (d) is an apprecia¬ 
ble income derived from suoh specific services as registration of 
documents and court fees. 

The budget is framed annually and assigns most of the' 
income of the year to the well-being of the people- The bulk of 
. the revenue is set. apart for education, public 
Application health, medical relief, the protection of person 
of Jtevenue. . and property, the administration of justice 
and the provision of communications and irri- 

i-gation-facilities. 


- The Legislature. 

Travancore was the first Indian State to have a Legislative 
- Council ;s a Council with a minimum of five members having been 
brought ieto existence as early as 1888 A.-. D- 
- Early O.onsti- : The strength- and: ihe- powers of the.- Council 
tvMon. grew steadily with the passing of years until 

as a result of the promulgation of the Legisla¬ 
tive Keforms Act, II of 1108 M. E. (1932 A. D.), the legislature 
was reconstituted and made to consist of two houses, vie .,the 
Sri Mulam Assembly which was the Lower House and the Sri 
Chitra Stat e Council which was the Upper House. The Assembl 
consisted of 72 members of whom 62 were non-officials' and 10 
officials- The Sri Chitra State Council was oomposed .of.37 
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members of whom 27 were non-officials and 10 officials. The 
Dewan was the President of both the Houses of the Legislature. 

The Legislative Reforms Act, II of 1108 was repealed by 
the Travancore Constitution Act, 1122 (XII of 1122) promul¬ 
gated by His Highness the Maharaja on the 
Constitutional 24th Meenom 1122/7th April 1947, with a 
. Reforms. . view to reconstitute the two Houses of the 

Legislature on the basis of adult franchise, 
and- composed wholly of elected members with elected Presidents.

The total revenue for 1 the year 1122 —vide statement A— , 
amounted to Rs. 880*03 lakhs, a figure never attained before, as 
against Rs. 730*51 lakhs during the previous 
Revenue. year, thus showing improvement to the extent 
of Rs. 149*52 lakhs. The major heads, whioh 
have mainly contributed to the above increase are Customs 
(Rs. 9*27 lakhs). Excise (Rs. 63*08 lakhs). Forest (Rs. 13*40 lakhs), 
Taxes on Inoome (Rs. 54*72 lakhs) and Mining Receipts (Rs. 7*66 
lakhs). 

Better reoeipts under the items ‘Land and Sea Customs- 
Exports as well as Imports’ explain the improvement noticed under 
the major head ‘Customs’. Under the major head ‘Exoise’ the in. 
orease is conspicuous-tender the head ‘Arraok, Toddy, and Opium 
and Ganja’ but this is set off to some extent by fall under ‘Betel 
nut. Coffee and Tea’ and larger refunds of revenue as compared 
to the previous year. The improvement noticed under ‘Timber 
and other produce removed from the Forests by Government 
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&genoy as well as by Consumers or Purchasers’ accounts mainly 
for the -variation under ‘Forests’- The collections under' the 
items—Inoome tax (ordinary collections). Deductions from 
salaries and pensions eto., and Supertax in 1122 were much better 
than those in 1121 but there was considerable fall also under ‘Tax 
on Agricultural Income’ and ‘Excess Profit Tax’. These factors 
explain the net improvement noticed under the major'head ‘Taxes 
on Inoome.’ It is also noteworthy that the Mining receipts in 
11-22 amounted to Rs. 13/95 lakhs against Es. 6*30 lakhs in 1121 
showing betterment to the extent of Es. 7*65 lakhs. 

* The two major heads which showed appreciable fall in 
revenue were ‘Land Revenue’ and ‘Salt’. The introduction of 
Basic tax system accounts for the fall under the former and the 
abolition of the duty on Salt for the fall under the latter. 

The expenditure charged to revenue during the year under 
report —vide Statement B—excluding contribution to the Post¬ 
war Reconstruction Fund (Rs. 69*36 lakhs) 
. Expenditwe. contribution to the Revenue Reserve Fund 
(Ks. 3*00 lakhs) and contribution to the Village 
Uplift Fun<i (Rs. 100*00 lakhs) amounted to Rs. 707*67 lakhs as 
against Rs. 561*02 lakhs during the previous year, thereby show¬ 
ing increase to the extent of Rs. 146*65 lakhs. The increase was 
prominent under the major heads—Forests (Es. 6*97 lakhs). Police 
(Rs. 8*20 lakhs), Education (Rs. 26 *11 lakhs), Buildings, Com¬ 
munications etc. (Rs. 7'00 lakhs), Army (Rs. 7*58 lakhs),. Miscel¬ 
laneous Political Expenditure (Rs. 26*74 lakhs). Food and other 
Control Measures (Rs. 8*13 lakhs) and Postwar Reconstruction 
Sohemes (Rs. 39*59 lakhs). . - 

. The variation noticed under the major head ‘Forests’ is due 
to increased expenditure mainly under‘Conservanoy and Works’ 
while‘that observed under‘Police’ is alround, the increase being 
spread over almost ,all the minor heads. Under the major head 
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‘Education’ the inorease is spread over all the minor heads but is ; 
very conspicuous under the head ‘Grants to the Travaneore Univer¬ 
sity’, and ‘Primary Eduoation’. Enhanced provision under ‘Work®’ , 1 
and the consequent increased expenditure thereon account mainly, 
for the difference noticed under the head ‘Buildings, Communi- . 
cation etc.’ The ro-organ'isation of the State Forces together with 
the revision of the rates of pay of certain officers explains the 
increased expenditure observed under the head ‘Army’. As re- ' 
gards the variation noticed between the figures of 1121 and 1122'" 
in respect of the major head ‘Miscellaneous Political Expenditure,’ 
it may be stated that it is mainly under the head ‘Special Politicals 
Expenditure’- The Food and other Control Measures adopted by 
Government and the consequent expanded activities of the Food 
Department account for the inorease noticed under the major .”

CHAPTER IV. . 

MAIN HEADS OF REVENUE-. 

.Land Revenue. 

The lands in the State are broadly classified into two kinds 
from the 'point of view of ownership, tenure and incidence of 
taxation, one being pandaravaha (literally 
J3asis and belonging to the Sirhafj and the other jen- 
' fixity of land mom (belonging to a jenmi or landlord). In 

rights. both cases the rights of the ryots are fixed 

and secure and are governed by statutes and 
custom, the ryots deriving their title from the Sirhar or a jenmi 
as the case may be. The Proclamation dated the 21st Edavam 
1040 m. e., corresponding to the 2nd June 1865 a. d., enfranchis¬ 
ed the Sirhar pattom lands and declared “that the ryots holding 
these lands may regard them fully as private, heritable, saleable 
and otherwise transferable property’’. . The Jenmi and Kudiyan 
Act,'V of 1071, defined the law relating to the respective rights 
of landlord and ; tenant in regard to jenmom lands. This Act was 
amended in 1108 enabling the jenmi to receive the jenmtkarum 
(his dues from the ryot) in money through the Sirhar. The 
kudiyan (ryot) was declared the full owner of the lands with all 
the rights of ownership in. the same way as the holders of Pan¬ 
daravaha lands were declared owners by the Proclamation of 
1040 M- E- ' 

Towards the close of 1121 h- e., the Travancore Land-Tax 
Proclamation was promulgated by His Highness the Maharaja 

introducing the present basic tax system under 
Land Tam which a low and uniform rate of tax leviable 
System-Agrieul -on all lands came to be substituted for the old 
i'/wad Income-tarn, unequal levy based on classes, tenures and 
productivity of lands. It came into force on 
1st Chingom 1122 and according to it'the basic tax was levied on 
all lands irrespective of their classes and tenures other than Sri- 
pandaravaha, Sripadam, Kanduhrishy and Edavaha lands, at 
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the rate of 4 oash per cent of land per annum. The minimum 
tax payable by a land holder in a pakuthy was fixed by Section 
6 (3) of the Proclamation at 4 chuckrams per annum irrespective 
of the extent of the land he holds in that pakuthy. To exempt 
any land or class of lands either wholly or partially from the 
provisions of this enactment, there is provision also in Section 
6 (2) thereof. 

The Agricultural Income Tax Act whereby tax on agricul¬ 
tural income beyond a certain limit was leviable became merged 
in the Travancore Income -Tax Act, XXIII of 1121 which also 
came into force on 1st Chingom 1122. The tax on agricultural 
income during the year under report was also levied and collected 
by the Income Tax Department as in 1121. 

For purposes of land revenue administration, the State is 
divided into three Divisions. The general control of the depart¬ 
ment, was with the Land Revenue Commis- 
Land Revenue sioner till the post was abolished towards the 
Administration. close of 1116 m. e., and was with the Govern¬ 
ment thereafter. The statutory and adminis¬ 
trative powers vested in him before became exercisable thereafter 
partly by Government and partly by the Division Peiahkars and 
Assistant Peishkars. Each Division is composed of taluks under 
the charge of Tahsildars- and each taluk is in turn subdivided 
into pakuthies under the charge of Proverthioars. These paku‘ 
tMes constitute the unit of land revenue administration. There 
are now 30 taluks and 422 pakuthies? The Tahsildars and the 
pakuthy officials have training in survey. 

In recent years cultivation has been steadily extending into 
the interior. This is the result of the operation of three sets of 
rules which regulate the assignment of Govern- 
: Extent of ment lands for cultivation. These are— 
cultivation. 


(1) the Puduval Rules for the assignment of land for the 
older and more general forms of agriculture devoted to the rais¬ 
ing of grains, vegetables; fruits, etc. 
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(2) the rules for the assignment of lands on the Travan- 
core hills for tho cultivation of coffee and tea, aud 

(8) the rules for the assignment of lands for the cultiva- 
. tion of cardamoms. 

While it is the policy of Government to open up for 
cultivation new areas and to encourage maximum production' it 
was considered inexpedient at the present juncture to alienate 
permanently extensive' areas of land. It was therefore ordered 
that all registries of land should be kept in abeyance and that 
only leases should be granted-

The average price fetched per- 
acre was Rs- 54 in the case of wet lands and Rs- 28 in the case 
of dry lands against Rs. 86 and Rs- 36 respectively during 1121. 
Pattadars paid 66.3 per cent- of the ayacut revenue on or before 
the due date against 51.9 per cent in 1121. 

The number of revenue cases for disposal during the year 
was 238,337 of which 77,560 cases were disposed of, the per¬ 
centage of disposal being 32 - 4 against 76'8 in 
Bevenue 1121.

Kottayam Division, 93 in the Quilon Division 
and 72 in the Trivandrum Division. Of the total number of 
public mefi'kets 214 were combined fish and vegetable markets, 
17 cattle markets, 12 vegetable markets, one meat market and 
12 fish markets- A sum of Es. 1,65,291 was secured during the 
year by the lease of public markets against Rs. 1,28,722 in 1121. 
There were 420 private markets at the end of the year as against 
415 at the end of the previous year. The license fees realised 
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amounted to Rs. 5,305 against Rs- 4,605 in 1121. ' The total 
expenditure incurred during the year on account of improvements, 
wages to menials etc,, was Rs. 15,542 against Rs. 10,364 in 1121. 

The taluks in which inspection of State boundaries has to 
be conducted are Tovala, Agastiswaram, Ohirayinkil, Shenootta, 
Quilon, Shertala, Vaikom, Muvattupuzha,. 
Inspection of Kunnathunad, Parur, Devicolam and Peer- 
State Bounda- made. The Tahsildars of the taluks concerned 
ries. inspected either the entire length of the 

boundary or a portion thereof in their res¬ 
pective taluks. The Division Peishkars of all the three Divisions 
inspected parts of the State boundary within their respeotive 
jurisdictions. 

The land records maintenance staff surveyed 2,558 poram- 
bokes comprising an area of 1,053 acres and 6,825 puduval and 
other sub-divisions measuring . 4,553 acres 
Zand Records during the year under report, against 2,620 
Maintenance. porambokes having an area of 913 acres and 

* 6,488.puduval and other sub-divisions measur¬ 

ing 5,164 acres in 1121. 

Revenue Supervisors cheeked and inspected the field and the 
office work of the Accountants and refixed theodolite stations, 
enquired into land complaints, pointed out boundaries, of regis¬ 
tered holdings, surveyed and demarcated sub-divisions on the 
application of parties and inspected the sites involved in huthaka- 
pattam and eviction cases. On the whole, the Revenue Super- 
visors.verified 4,558 porambokes; 4,875 puduval and other sub.- 
divisiens and 2,456 encroachments on Government lands. 

The Tahsildars inspected 1,801 poramboke numbers, 1,220 
puduval and other sub-divisions add 1,178 encroachments, on 
Government lands. - 

There were 4,839 applications for pointing out the bounda¬ 
ries of the registered holdings and for the demarcation and sur¬ 
vey of sub-divisions and of these 2,345 applications were dis¬ 
posed of- ■ ' , 
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The Division Peishkars controlled the administration of jthe 
State treasuries in their respective jurisdictions. The Tahsildars 
of, most of the taluks held charge of the sub' 
Miscellaneous, treasuries for the prescribed minimum number 
of days every month. 

There are 370 pakuthies in the State where there are 
Jenmom lands coming under Section 3 (1) of the Jenmi and 
Kudiyan Act. The Jenmi karam registers of 
Jenmikaram all the above pakuthies, have been completed 
Settlement and finally approved and the collection of 

Work. jenmikaram in'raspect of all the pakuthies 

have already been assumed by Government. 

The total demand for the year under jenmikaram was 
Rs. 13,23,068 of which a sum of Rs. 10,98,698 was collected and 
Rs. 15,702 remitted, leaving a balance of Rs. 2,08,668 at the end 
of the year- 

The total Land Revenue receipts during the year amounted 
to Rs; 30,83,403 and the total expenditure 
Receipts and of the department including that of Survey 
Expenditure s Department was Rs. 16,98,049.

The main functions of the department during the year under 
report were the oonduob of speoial and miscellaneous cadastral 
survey, the training of candidates in the Central 
General. Survey School, lithography of village and other 

' maps and verification of the State boundary. 
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An extent of 199*84 aores of tea and rubber lands, 620*49 
acres of cardamom lands and 2,18 9*10 acres of puduval lands 
were surveyed during the year under speoial 
Special and cadastral survey. . Computation and mapping 
Miscellaneous in respect of 59‘93 acres of tea and rubber 
Cadastral lands, 1,818’22 acres of' cardamom lands and 

Survey. 3,762*71 acres of puduval lands were also . 

carried out. Under miscellaneous oadastral 
survey an area of 6,661*49 acres of miscellaneous lands was 
surveyed. Area computation and mapping were also oonduoted ’ 
in respect of 1,905*65 aores of land in the Kannan Devan Hills 
pakuthi of the Devicolam taluk. 

A portion of the State boundary between ■ Travancore and 
Cochin in the taluks of Parur and Shertalai was jointly verified 
during the year. Joint verification with British representatives 
of the repairs and renewals in the Travaneore-Tinnevelly boundary 
in Mekkara, Achanputhur and Elathur pakuthies in the Shenootta 
taluk and in the Ananthapuram pakuthi in the Thovala taluk 
was carried out. A joint inspection with the British representative

INCOME TAX.

The Income Tax Act, XXIII of 1121, came into force from 
the beginning of the year under report. This enactment consoli¬ 
dates and amends the law relating to income tax, super tax and 
agricultural income tax, and it has brought 
General. the Travaneore lasv.on the subject generally in 
conformity with the present Income Tax. Act 
in the Indian Dominion, Under this Act, the machinery and 
procedure have been made similar to those of the Indian Dominion 
so that it is easier for mutual adjustments and exemptions. ■ One 
distinguishing feature of the Travaneore Act, however, is that 
agricultural income has. been assimilated to the ordinary income 
for-the purpose of taxation and the same machinery collects the 
tax both on the agricultural income and other incomes. Another 
important feature of the new Act is that -provisions have been 
made for encouraging consolidation of holdings by giving con¬ 
cessions to people who consolidate them. The rate of tax im¬ 
posed is also lower than that in the Indian Dominion- 
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The post of the Deputy Commissioner of Income Tax was 
abolished and the posts of one Inspecting and one (Appellate' 
Assistant Commissioner of Income Tax each 
Administration, for the Southern and the Northern Ranges 
were created- Another Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner of Income Tax was appointed as Personal Assistant to the 
Commissioner. The designation of the 1 Income Tax Collector’ 
was changed to ‘ Income Tax Officer- ’ At the end of the year 
there were eleven Income Tax Officers and five Additional 
Income Tax Officers in the department. 

The Board of Revenue was the Chief Authority under the 
Income Tax Act and the Apellate Assistant Commissioners were 
under the direct control of the Board of Revenue. The Appellate 
Tribunal also began functioning in the year under report. 

The total number of assessments made in 1122 was 9,170, 
as against 8,006 in 1121. These consisted of 
Assessments. 8,740 individuals, 410 companies and 20 re¬ 
gistered firms as against 7,478 individuals, 
606 companies and 21 registered firms in 1121 p,nd 6,376 indi¬ 
viduals, .401 companies and 23 registered firms in 1120. 

Under the Excess Profits Tax Act, 209 assessments consis¬ 
ting of 106 individuals and 103 companies were made during the 
year as against 202 assessments in 1121 which consisted of 109 
individuals and 93 companies. 

Including the arrears of Rs. 30,77,209 under Income Tax 
and Rs. 5,96,448 under Excess Profits Tax, 

Demand.' the aggregate demand for the year 1122 
amounted to Rs. 2,67,33,433. The demand 
under Income Tax was Rs. 2,15,16,350 as against Rs. 1,09,20,686 
in 1121, and Rs- 95,00,423 in 1120. The current demand under 
Income Tax during the year amounted to Rs. 1,84,39,141 as 
against Rs- 89,71,961 during 1121. There has been during the 
.year an increase of Rs. 76,21,803 in- car-rent demand under 
Income Tax. The total' demand under Excess Profits Tax for 
the year was Rs. 42,17,084 made up of- Rs. 5,96,448 under 
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arrears and Rs. 36,20,636 under current revenue. The total 
current demand for the year under the two heads amounted to 
Rs. 2,20,59,776. 

The total collection for the year amounted to Rs. 1,99,48,267 
consisting of Rs. 11,86,536 under arrears and Rs. 1,87,61,731 
under current revenue. The corresponding fig- 
Collection. ures for the previous year were Rs. 1,39,67,441, 
Rs. 10,16,312 and Rs'. 1,29,51,129. The col¬ 
lections under Income Tax and Excess Profits Tax were 
Rs. 1,61,79,079 and Rs-37,69,1 88-respectively. A total sum of 
Rs. 20,43,604 was either written off or remitted during the year 
as against Rs- 7,12,084 in 1121 and Rs. 1,12,251 in 1120. 

The total balance pending collection at the end of the year 
was Rs. 37,41,562 as against Rs. 36,22,535 at the close of 1121 
and .Rs. 23,58,141 at the end of 1120. The 
Balance, balance was made up of Rs. 35,53,301 

(Rs. 9,61,310 under arrears, and Rs. 25,91,991 
under current revenue) under Income Tax and Rs, 1,88,262 
(Rs. 58,076 under arrears and Rs. 1,30,186 under current revenue) 
under Exoess Profits Tax. 

The total amount refunded in 1122 under Income Tax and 
Exoess Profits Tax was Rs. 10,41,948 as against Rs. 9,11,156 
in 1121 and Rs. 2,41,007 in 1120. A sum of 
Beftmds. Rs. 58,280 was refunded during the year under 

Section 68 of the Income Tax Act as against 
Rs. 85,741 in 1121 and Rs. 89,194 in 1120. 

During the year under report, the Assistant Commissioners 
of Income Tax at Trivandrum and Kott-ayam 
Appeals. ‘heard and disposed of appeals. The Appellate 

• Tribunal also began functioning-in the year 

under review. 

■ . There were in. all 2,223 appeals for disposal daring the year.. 
Of these* 2,191 cases Were under the Income Tax Act and .32 
cases u'ndei the Excess Profits Tax Aot. 
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The Commissioner of Income Tax had for disposal 112 appeals 
of which 108 were under the Repealed Act and 4 over the decisions 
of the Inspecting Assistant Commissioner of Income Tax who 
functioned as an Income Tax Officer nnder Section 7 (5) of the 
Income Tax Act of 1121. Fifty-five appeals including the four 
werj disposed of by the Commissioner of Income Tax. The 
remaining 57 oases were transferred to the Appellate Assistant 
Commissioners under the Income Tax Proceedings (Validating) 
Act of 1122. There were also 32 appeals for disposal by the 
Commissioner of Income Tax under the Excess Profits Tax Act, 
of which 17 were disposed of during ^the year leaving a balance 
of 15. 

The Appellate Assistant Commissioners at Trivandrum and 
Kottayam had 615 and 1,390 appeals respectively for disposal 
during the year. Of these, 317 and 449 respectively were 
disposed of. 

The Commissioners of Inoorne Tax and Chief Revenue 
Authority, and the Advocate General and Chief 
Revisims. Revenue Authority had 47., and 17 • revision 

petitions respectively during the year nnder 
review. Of these, 41 and 16 respectively were disposed of by 
them. 

The total receipts nnder Taxes on Income for the year 
amounted to Rs. 1,99,48,267. The net receipts after deducting 
. a sum of Rs. 10,41,948 refunded during the 

Receipts and year, was Rs. 1,89,06,319. The corresponding 
Expenditure. figures under total receipts and net receipts for 
1121 were Rs. 1,39,67,441 and Rs. 1,30,56,285, 
while those for 1120 were Rs. 1,15,00,772 and Rs. 1,12,59,765 
respectively. 

The total expenditure during the year under report .was

Salt Revenue. 

Tile supervision and control of the manufacture of; salt in 
the factories [in South Travaneore and the 

■ Control. administration of salt revenue in the State 

■ z rest with the Excise Department. 

Salt is a Government monopoly as in the Indian Dominion 
and one of the primary industrial concerns of the State. The 
expansion of the salt industry during the last 

System. few years has made the State self-sufficient. 
The manufacture of salt in the factories is 
entrusted to' licensees. These licensees, who have- to 'deliver to 
Government a stipulated quantity of salt every year, are paid 
hudivila varying from 2| to 2t annas per maund on the quanti¬ 
ties so delivered. They have themselves to construct and main¬ 
tain the necessary works in the factories. Salt for consumption 
was sold by Government agencies in bankshalls, depots and 
factories except in the Devioolam Excise Division. In that 
Division the consumers themselves are - permitted to import the 
salt required by them from the adjoining districts of the Madras 
Province, on payment of duty at the chmoheys. 

There were 19 salt factories’ {atoms) in the State, all situat¬ 
ed.in South Travaneore and they were working under the Modi- 
- fied Excise System. The total extent of pan 
- Home Salt. are available for salt manufacture was 689'87 
acres against 592*54 acres in 1121. Of this 
manufacture was carried on only in 670*04 acres during thejyear 
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against 57673 acres, in the preceding year. The total quantity 
of salt manufactured in all the factories together decreased from 
1,667,017 maunds in 1121 to 1,076,618 maunds in 1122. Inclu¬ 
ding the excess found at the time of storage and sale, the output 
during the year was 1,209,823 maunds against 1,801,388 maunds 
in 1121. The decrease was due to the unfavourable seasonal 
conditions for salt manufacture. The average yield per acre 
■was 2,082*88 maunds against 3,123*45 maunds in 1121. The 
total quantity of salt borne in the accounts including stock at 
the beginning of the year was 4,914,846 maunds and 6 seers 
against 5,308,858 maunds and 6 seers in 1121. The quantity 
expended during the year was 1,856,525 maunds, the closing 
balance, being 3,058,321 maunds and'6 seers.

Deducting 1,036 maunds of salt issued for industrial and manurial 
purposes the total consumption per head of population during 
the year was 26*08 lbs- against 20'18 lbs. in the previous year.

The vend of arrack and toddy was conducted on the ‘ Inde¬ 
pendent Shop System ’ as in the previous year. Under this 
system'the privilege of vend is auctioned shop 
Excise System, by shop and given to the highest desirable 
- - bidder- In regard to the supply of arrack the 

‘ Contract Distillery System ’ under which a contractor engaged 
for the purpose, manufactures and supplies arrack to independent 
shop keepers, was prevailing throughout the State except in the 
Devicolam .taluk. In the Devicolam taluk the ‘Farming System’ 
under which th9 right of manufacture and the sale of arrack is 
entrusted to one and the same contractor was continued during 
the year. In regard to toddy, the ‘ Independent Shop System ’ 
,with its accompaniment of tree-tax was in vogue except in 
Devicolam and Peermade taluks where there is no manufacture 
or sale of toddy- Under this system the independent shop-holder 
enjoys the privilege of both the manufacture of toddy from the 
trees licensed to him on payment of the prescribed tree-tax and 
also the sale of toddy in the shops licensed to him. 

The biennial contracts in respect of toddy shops entered into 
for a period of two years from 1st Chingom 1120 having ex¬ 
pired by the end of 1121, fresh contracts for 
Abkari Qon- the year 1122 were entered into from the 
tract . 1st Chingom 1122 on the basis of an annual 

contract. In regard to arrack shops the 
annual contracts entered into from 1st Chingom 1121 having 
expired by the end of that year, fresh contracts were entered 
into from 1st Chingom’1122. The contract for the manufacture 
and supply of jaggery arrack to the independent shops given to 
Messrs. Travancore Sugars and Chemicals Ltd., was renewed for 
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a further period of one year from the beginning of 1122. The 
number of toddy shops and arraok shops working during the year 
was 1,522. 

The arrack required for the State was manufactured by 
Messrs Travancore Sugars and Chemicals Ltd, in their distillery 
at Nagercoil. Coco-brandy was manufactured 
Arraok. . by Messrs. Devioolam Distilleries Ltd., in the 

distillery at Vaikom. The supply price and 
duty of .arrack were I. Rs. 3-5-0 and I. Rs. 7 respectively per 
proof gallon as in the previous year. The strength of jaggery 
arrack and coco-brandy supplied to the ’ licensees remained the 
same as in 1121 via., 25° U. P. and 35° U. P. respectively. The 
spirits manufactured were subjeeted to chemical examination 
every .quarter and certified to by the Industrial Chemist that they 
were free from poisonous or other deleterious substances and that 
they were quite fit for human consumption. The total number 
of arrack shops excluding those in the Devioolam taluk was 433. 

The quantities of jaggery arraok and eooo-brandy consumed 
during the year were 232,381 proof gallons and 8,16P5 proof 
gallons respectively as against 238,495'4 proof 
Consumption gallons and 6,6-09‘3 proof gallons respectively 
of Arrack. . in the preceding year. The average incidence 
of vend rent per proof gallon for the whole 
State was Rs. 18-26-3 against Rs. 10-5-3 in 1121. The incidence 
of taxation on country spirits per head of population was 21 
chuckrams 3 cash against 19 chuokrams 12 cash in the previous 
year. 

The number af toddy shops working during the year was 
1,089 as against 1,085 in 1121, The average 
Toddy- . area and population-per shop were 6*39 square 
miles and 5,515 inhabitants respectively.

As in the previous year, the contractors experienced great 
difficulty in commanding sufficient number of tappers. 

The total quantity of all varieties of fo reign liquor imported 
into the State in 1122 was 17,962 gallons as against 5,521 gallons 
in 1121 and this consisted mainly -of spirits 
Foreign . wine, ale, beer, porter, etc. Forty'three per. 
Biqmr, . niits were issued to persons other than licensed 

vendors for the import of foreign liquor. The 
Travancoro Sugars and 'Chemicals Ltd., manufactured a total 
quantity of 13,3.13 gallons of whisky, brandj, gin and rnm dur- 
ing the year. A quantity of 8*1 proof gallons of locally made 
foreign liquor was exported to the Cochin State during ,tbe year 
as against 264*1 proof gallons in 1J.21. 

The ‘Independent Shop System’ continued to be in force in 
regard to the vend of opium and ganja. The procedure that was 
adopted in the previous years to have the pri- 
System of sale vilege of sale of, opium aiid ganja auctioned 
of Opium and separately and. to grant separate lioenses for 
Ganja. opium and ganja shops was adhered to in 1122 

'■ , also. The issue price of opium and ganja was 

raised from ’ I. Rs. 152 and I. Rs. 60 per seer respectively to 
I. Rs. 177 and I. Rs. 70 per seer respectively with effect from 1st 
April 1947. 
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As in 1121, there were 133 shops each of opium and ganja 
functioning in 1122. The quantities of opium and ganja issued 
for sale during the. year were 2,058 seers and 
Ccmumption 10'93 tolas and 7,170 seers 63'5 tolas respeoti- 
of Opium and vely, against 1,936 seers 16’5 tolas and 7,16-5 
lJanja . seers 23‘29 tolas respectively in 1121. The 

average consumption per head of population 
during the year under report was 0'027 tola of opium and 0"094 
tola of ganja. . 

The tobaooo revenue of the State is derived by the imposition 
of an import duty as well as by a system of control over sales by 
, the issue of licenses for wholesale and retail 

Tobacco-System sale of tobacco. The wholesale and retail 
of Supply ami license system for the vend of tobacco includ- 
Sale. ing beedi and beedi tobacco was prevalent 

throughout the State during the year. An 
import duty of I. Rs- 150 per candy was levied for Coimbatore 
and Tinnevelly tobacco during the year. The rate of import 
duty for Jaffna, tobacco was I. Rs. 300 per candy- The fee for 
each license for.the wholesale vend of tobacco was I. Rs. 40. 
The fee charged for an occasional license for the retail vend of 
the ‘A’ class was I. Re. 1 and that of the ‘B’ class was 21 
chuckrams. Provision was also made for- altering the limits and 
boundaries of the licensed premises under certain conditions and 
circumstances and also for levying a fee of Rs. 5 in the case of 
wholesale license and Rs- 2 in the oase of retail license. 

. The consumption of duty paid tobacco in the State rose from 
17,971 candies in 1121 to 18,702 candies in 
Tobacco Gmi- 1122. Leaving out a third of the population 
gumption. as children and non-chow.ers of tobacco, the 

average consumption per head of population 
during the year was 2'8 lbs. approximately as against 2’7 lbs* in 
the preceding year. ' 

Under excise laws, 1,238 cases were reported during the year, 
as'against 1,559 in 1121. Apart from these, 81 cages wero also 
pending at- the close of the previous year for 
Eascise Offences, disposal. Of the. total number of.eases handled 
by the department during the year, 1,20.6 cases 
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wore charged before the Magistracy, 51 oases were disposed of 
departmen tally and 62 cases were pending investigation at the 
end of the year under report. Including 47 cases pending with 
the Magistracy at the beginning of; the year, 1,253 cases were 
handled by the Magistracy during the year and of these 1,192 
eases were disposed of, 1,184 ending in conviction and 8 in 
acquittal- When the year closed 61 oases were pending in the 
Magistracy,- 

Customs Revenue. 

The State’s right to levy customs duties is governed by the 
Commercial. Treaty of 1040 M. E. (1865 A. D.) called the 
Interportal Trade Convention, Though the 
Import Duty, obligations under the Interportal Convention 
ware terminated with the lapse of paramountey 
on the 16th August 1947, the Travancore Government have 
entered into a stand-still agreement with the Indian Dominion 
in pursuance of which the existing customs policy is being con¬ 
tinued. The main commodities of dutiable imports by land 
under the convention are snuff, cigars, cigarettes, beedies and’ 
beedi leaves and tobacco- Imports through sea customs are 
mainly ale, beer and other liquors, wine, cement, chemicals and 
apparatus, iron and steel and other metals, textile' products etc- 
There was practically no import, through the sea customs 
houses during the year- 

The total receipts under imports during 1122 were Es- 22’86 
lakhs against; Es; 16'48 lakhs in 1121. 

In regard to exports, the State is free to levy duty on any 
commodity. Under the Interportal. Convention, however, the 
rate of duty, on tariff valuation shall- not. 
Ewport Duty, exceed 6 per cent- on all ordinary exports, 

. 10 per cent on timber and Es-15 a candy on 
pepper and arecanut. The main commodities of export through 
land and sea customs houses were, arecanufs, coconuts, coir, 
copra, cocoannt oil, coooanut punnac , ginger, pepper, tea, carda- 
piom, rubber, prawn and hides, . 
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The total export duty eolleoted during the year was Rs- 53'98 
lakhs against Rs. 50'90 lakhs in 1121- As in the previous 
years, the bulk of the export duty was realised from the 
commodities produced from the cocoanut palm. The amount 
realised by the export of such commodities, was I. Rs. 22*40 
lakhs or 42'3 per cent, of the total revenue from exports. ■ 

The levy of excise duty on matches effected by the Travan* 
core Government along with the Government 
Duty on Matches, of India and some of the Indian States was 
continued in 1122 also. The pooling system 
followed in previous years was adopted. 

There were, during the year under report, 17 match factories 
working in the State. Of these, 10 factories were manufacturing 
matches on cottage industry basis, 6 were concerned with the ma¬ 
nufacture of splints and veneers only and the remaining one was 
an ordinary type of match factory. To oonserve manufactured 
splint and veneers for local consumption, the export of these arti¬ 
cles was not allowed exoept with the permission of the Exoise 
Commissioner. 

The total receipts under.. duty on matches in 1122 deducting 
refunds in the form of rebate allowed to the oottage type of matoh 
factories amounted to Rs. 10*72 lakhs against Rs. 11*31 lakhs in 
1121. The amount reoeived from the Government of India as 
contribution from the pool was Rs. 5 laxhs against Rs, 5139 lakhs 
in the previous year. The exoise duty on matohes realised in the 
State deducting refunds during the yea'r was Rs. 5.70 lakhs against 
Rs. 5.91'lakhs in 1121. The, decrease in local collection was due 
to the reduction in price of 50’s type of matoh exoise banderols. 

The Sugar Control Scheme as laid down in the Sugar Con* 
trol Order,'1117 and as amplified by the Sugar and Sugar Pro¬ 
ducts Control Order, 1119 continued to be in 
Sugar Control, force. In the Working of the soheme the ge¬ 
neral principles adopted and rules and notifioa. 
tdons published in the Indian Dominion were generally adopted 
With Suitable modifications. 
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Tie Thuckalai Sugar Factory, the only sugar refinery in the 
State worked, from the 2nd Vrischikam to the 16th. Dhanu 1122 
during which period the faotory produced 361.55 tons of sugar. 
The supply of sugar from the Indian Dominion was fairly regular 
though the quota allotted was insufficient for the demands of the 
State A uniform system of distribution by which all bonafide 
consumers got their requirements consistent with the supplies was 
in force during the year under review. The total quantity of 
sugar distributed during the year was 87,785 bags against 93,964 
bags in 1121. 

Government introduced control over the price and export of 
oocoanut and cocoannt -products, in pursuance of the policy adopt¬ 
ed by the Government of India. The ceiling 
Copra and oo - prices at which oopra and ooooanut oil could 
coanut products be sold were fixed at Rs. 884 and Rs. 1,390 per 
ton respectively and the floor prioes were fixed 
at Rs. 800 per ton of oopra and Rs. 1,200 per ton of oocoanut oil. 
The maximum and floor prices of 1,000 coooannts were fixed at 
Rs. 16 and Bs. 13-8-0 respectively. The ceiling and floor prioes 
of cocoannt oil cake were fixed at Rs. 72-8-0 and Rs. 75 respecti¬ 
vely. Arrangements were made for requisitioning of stocks and 
for the issue of export permits for these artioles. 

The export quota of 21,300 tons of cocoannt oil allocated by 
the Government of India for the period January to June 1947 
was distributed to State exporters on the basis of their export 
trade in the years 1119,1120 and 1121. In order to ensure that 
the article readied the destination to which it was permitted, ex¬ 
port permits were issued only to persons nominated by the Pro, 
vincial Governments to take their quota. ' Their slackness to take- 
■ over the quota considerably affected the oocoanut oil export trade 
of the State and consequently many mills had to 'stop work. 
'Owing to the difficulties experienced by the exporters the ■ Govern¬ 
ment of India were urged to lift the control over oocoanut and-its; 
' produols and 'the control was accordingly lifted in June 1947. 1 

■ The export of cashew kernels Was prohibited for a period o£j 
Six',months in order to keep up the price of the commodity in-

and Tea (Excise Duties) (Emergency) (Amendment) Aot, 1122 
(III of 1122) was promulgated for the purpose of amending sub 
section (3) of Section 1 and sub section (1) of Section 3 of Aot IX 
of 1120 so as to give effect to the latter Act from the date of its 
publication viz,, 29th Thulam 1120. The period of operation of 
Act IX of 1120 was further extended to 31st Chingom 1123. 

The levy of excise duty on kerosene at the rate of fpur annas 
sk pies per imperial gallon was continued during the year.

Government have laid it down as their definite policy that the 
denudation of forests and the wholesale registration'and fragment¬ 
ation of forest areas should be. rigorously 
Forest policy, checked. In recent years there has been a 
phenomenal rise in the demand for teak, black- 
wood and various kinds of soft wood from Travanoore industrial 
purposes. While every attempt is made by the Government to 
meet the demands to the fullest possible extent, systematic action 
is taken at the same time to conserve judiciously the existing re¬ 
sources and to regenerate the available forests. 

The area of reserved forests remained the same as in the 
previous year, viz, 2,405 sq. miles and 560 acres. There was no 
change either in the area of reserved lands and 
^ Extent'\of proposed fuel and fodder reserves during the 
Forest Lands. year these being 76 sq. miles and 64. acres and 
404 acres respectively. Eight proposed regular 
reserves, and two fuel and fodder reserves pending settlement at the 
end of the previous year continued as suoh till the close of the year 
under review. ^193’15 miles of forest boundary and 141 aores of 
forest land were surveyed as against 16S’o8 miles and 318 aores 
respectively in the previous year. A total length of 1,460’18 
miles of demarcated forest boundary was recleared during the 
year - under, report. 

The scheme for leasing out suitable swampy and dry areas 
from reserved forests for cultivation of food crops, was continued 
during the year under report. An extent of 
Lease of Lands 3,912 aores of reserved forest was cultivated 
for Food Pro* under the scheme in 1122 as against 2,769 
dwition. ■ acres in the previous year 
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Forest exploitation is regulated, by certain working plans and 
schemes, so as to bring all important forests under systematic 
management to ensure continuity of treatment 
WorMng Plans, and orderly and economic working on an 
organised basis as also to ensure forest re¬ 
generation. Out of a total area of 2,405 sq. miles and 560 aores, 
working plans were sanctioned for an area of 1,072 aq. miles and 
352 acres. Working plans or schemes have been taken up for 273 
sq. miles and 41.1 aores, and no working plans are needed for an 
area of 926 sq. miles and 155 aores. There remained an area of 
133 sq. miles and 282 aores of forest land for which, regular work¬ 
ing plans or schemes had to be taken up. 

During the year, under report, 1,364 cases of breaches of 
forest laws were detected as against 1,009 in the year 1121. 

Including the 496 cases pending disposal at the 
Forest Proteo- close of the previous year, there were 1,860 
lion. cases for disposal. Of these, ,253 oases were 

disposed of by the magistracy, 765 oases com¬ 
pounded, and 17 cases,withdrawn, and the rest were pending at the 
end of the year. Out of the cases disposed of by the magistracy,, 
245 ended in conviction and 8 in acquittal. A sum of Es. 26,463 
was realised by the ; Department by way of compensation in 
respect .of the’ oases compounded as against Es. 19,729 in 1121, 

In the Shencotta Division an area of 30 q,cres in the Vellakal- 
theri reserve was set fire to by a herdsman from Tonkasi who was 
charged for the offence and convicted. There were also two minor 
oases of forest fire in the Quilon and-Southern Divisions. 

Grazing in the Government forests is regulated by speoial 
rules issued in that behalf. An extent of 2,217 
Regulation of. sq'. miles and 297 aores was kept open for 
Grazing, grazing and a revenue of Rs. 28,149 was 

realised thereby during the year.. 

Natural regeneration of valuable species of forest growth was 
quite normal during the year. The area under teak plantation 
- at the commencement of the year was 20,220 
- Sylviculture, aores. An area of 458 acres was added thereto 
and 5 acres excluded therefrom during the. 
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year. The average cost of planting per aore was Bs. 4 as against 
Rs. 3 in the previous year. The revenue realised during the year 
from the teak plantations by the. sale of logs and saplings amount¬ 
ed to Rs. 5*50 lakhs as against Rs. 12*18 laShs in 1121. The 
condition of teak plantations in general was satisfactory. 


The area under principal plantations other than teak at the end 
of the year was as follows : 



A small area of 5 acres in the High Range Division was 
planted with jungle wood. An extent of 328 acres, was brought 
under mixed plantations during the year. The cultivation of 
pyrethrnm, oinchona, mahogany, sandal, lao and beedi leaves 
continued to receive the attention of the department. 

As in the past, the extraction of timber from the forests was 
entrusted mostly on contract basis ekcept in the High Ranges 
where timbers were extracted under the mel 
Exploitation labhorn * system. The quantity of timber 
of Timber. extracted and removed from forests during the 
year was 1,990,828 c. ft. against 1,987,229 
o. ft in the previous year. Of the Umber extracted, royalties 
formed 700,040 c. ft. and junglewood 1,290,788 c. ft. Inclusive of 
the stock at the commencement-of the year the quantity of timber 
available for disposal was 3,406,019 c- ft. of which 1,828,848 <S ft. 
were disposed of during the year. The balance stock at the end 
of, tjhe year oonsiste&of 666,302 c. ft. of royalties and 910,869 o.ft. 
of jungle wood. Tho receipts from the sale of royalties and jungle 
wopa to Rs. 78*99 lakhs against Rs. 68*27 lakhs °in 
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Firewood, charcoal, cardamom, sandal, bamboos and ivory 
are among the most important items of minor forest produce. 

The reoeipts from the disposal of minor .forest 
Minor Forest produce during the year amounted to Eg. 3T5 
Produce. lakhs. Articles such as reeds, rattans, honey, 

wax, rubber, etc., were also sources of revenue 

from the forests. 

At the beginning of the year .under report, the' department 
owned 23 elephants (nine tuskers and 14 cows). During the year* 
11 elephants, (nine tuskers and two cows) Were 
Elephants. captured and two (one tusker and one cow) were 
received from the Stables of H. H. The 
Maharaja. ■ Of the total number of 36 elephants fopr tuskers and 
six cow elephants were sold in auction and one tusker and one cow 
elephant sold to the Stables of H. H. The Maharaja. One tusker, 
and one cow elephant died, during the year. Out of the balance of 
22 elephants, one belonged to the Royal Stables, Thus at the 
olose of the year, the department was in possession of 21 elephants 
of which 12 were tuskers and nine cows. 

The net receipts of the department amounted to Rs. 86'75 
lakhs against Rs. 7316 ' lakhs in the previous 
Receipts and. year. The expenditure of the department rose 
Expenditure. from Rs. 21'39 lakhs to Rs. 28'36 lakhs. The 
inorease, in the receipts is primarily due to the 
high prices realised from the sale of ^timber. 

Stamps. 

The administrative control of the Stamps Department con¬ 
tinued to be vested in the Financial Secretary , to Govermnent'ad 
Ex-officio Superintendent of Stamps. There 
General. are two institutions in the department, via., 

the Stamp Manufactory where stamps, stamp 
papers, etc., are printed and the Central Stamp Depot where 
the printed stamp papers, stamps eio., are stocked for issue to 
the various .treasuries in the State. These institutions are under 
two separate officers, the former pnder a Superintendent and the 
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latter tinder tie Divisional Treasury Ofiioer, Trivandrum func¬ 
tioning as the officer in charge.

. .‘Tie Judioial administration of the State rests with the High 
Court except in the matter of offences committed by European 
British subjects for which there is special pro- 
Judicial. cedure prescribed by Law. The High Court 

System. • is the highest oivil and 'oriminal court in the 

land and has the power of adjudication over 
suits of the highest value, and criminal oases of the roost serious 
nature. Decisions in some important civil and oriminal cases, 
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snoh as decrees in suits to the value of five thousand rupees and 
above and capital and life sentences, are subject to confirmation 
by the Ruler, application for which is transmitted through the. 
Dewan (now through the Prime Minister), such confirmation 
being a matter of course. Until 1894, there was a “ Royal Court 
of Final Appeal” corresponding, more or less, to the judicial 
committee of the Privy Council in England. Ihis Court has 
since been abolished, but the functions of such a committee are 
to some extent exercised by a Full Bench of the High Court 
which, when so acting, passes judgments in the form of advioe 
to the Ruler. Below the High Court are the District and Sessions 
Conrts and below them are tne courts of the Munsiffs and the 
Village Panchayat Conrts for the trial of civil cases and the conrts 
of the Magistrates including benches of honorary magistrates for 
the trial of criminal cases. Mnnsiff's Conrts and Village 
Panchayat Courts have only original jurisdiction; and generally 
speaking, -the jurisdiction of the Munsiff extends up to suits to 
iie .value of two thousand rnpees, and that of the Village 
Panchayat Court up to fifty rupees. Suits tried by the Village 
’Panchayat Courts are of a small cause nature and the decisions 
are- not subject to appeal, although the District Courts have the 
power to, revise them to a limited extent. Munsiffs also try 
some classes of suits as, small cause suits, the decisions being 
subject only to revision by the High Court. . The deoisions -of 
the Munsiffs in other suits are subject to regular appeals which 
lie either to the High Court or to the District Court according as, 
the value of the suit is above one thousand rnpees or not. For 
the administration of criminal justice, there are below the 
.Sessions Conrts, magistrates of three olass^s, some of whom 
are honorary. The chief magistrate of a district is the District 
Magistrate who is a magistrate of the first olass and under him 
are other magistrates of the first olass and those of the second 
and third olasses. The later have only original jurisdiction 
while magistrates of the first class, including District Magistrates, 
have original as well as appellate .jurisdiction. The appellate 
authority over magistrates of the seoond and third olasses is the 
District Magistrate -and, if specially authorised, any other First 
Class. Magistrate. The appellate authority over First Class 
Magistrate, including the Distriot Magistrates, is the Sessions 
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Court. District and oertain 'First Class Magistrates are Land 
Revenue Officers as well but except in a few cases where the 
Tahsildars are empowered to exercise magisterial functions in 
their respective taluks, all magistrates of the seoond or third class 
and some of the First Class Magistrates are magistrates exclusive¬ 
ly and have no revenue functions. The stipendiary magistrates , 
are mostly graduates-in-law. The criminal judioiary in the State 
in respect of offences committed by European British subjects 
consists of Special Magistrates and a special Appellate Judge 
appointed under Sign Manual by virtue of certain Proclamations. 
Special Magistrates exeroise original j urisdiotion ; and the Special 
Appellate Judge exercises appellate and re visional powers over 
them. None of them can, however, award any punishment 
higher than imprisonment extending up to three months or fine 
up to one thousand rupees or both. If, in the opinion 1 of the 
Special Magistrate taking cognisance of a case, the offenoe is 
one that cannot be tried by him or be adequately punished'by 
him, he has to oommit the offender for trial to the Hi^h ! %fcrt 
of Madras. 

The entire judioiary is recruited from the ranks of duly 
qualified members of the service or the bar. Judges of the 
High Court are appointed by His Highness the 
Recruitment. Maharaja and they are ordinarily selected 
from among the District Judges or leading 
members of the bar. District Judges are appointed by Govern¬ 
ment in consultation with the High Court. Munsiffs are likewise 
appointed by Government on the recommenda- 
Seewrity of tion of the High Court. District Judges and 
Service. - Munsiffs are removable for misconduct only 

after a formal enquiry by a commission duly 
appointed by the High Court, with the sanction of His Highness 
the Maharaja. The Judges and Munsiffs are, without exception, 
graduates-in-law or barristers-at-law. The oourts are free from 
interference on the part of the executive authorities. Suits' 
against Government are a common feature ; and they have always 
rdgarded the decisions as binding on them, the oourts being 
authorised by law to issue execution against Government. 
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The penalty of death in Travanoore except for oertain offences 
against the State was abolished by His High- 
Abolition of ness the Maharaja by a Proclamation dated 
Capital Pwnish- the 26th Thnlam 1120. 
merit.

Miscellaneous , The percentage of oases in whioh the sentenoe 
or order was confirmed, modified -or quashed 
were 65*52, 6‘03 and 28*45 respectively against 65*65, 5'37 and 
28*98 respectively in the previous year.

The strength of the permanent police force at ‘the end of the 
year under report was 3,176 officers and men as against 2,730 in 
the .previous year. The strength of the temporary foroe was 
reduced from 1,748 in 1121 to 1,282 in,1122, 
Strength of the which after reduction, consisted of two Assistant 
Police Foroe. Superintendents of Police; seven Inspectors, 23 
Sub Inspectors, 171 Head Constables and 1,079 
Constables. On account of post-war conditions, the staff sanc¬ 
tioned for Rioe Esoort purposes had to -be continued throughout 
the year. 

The strength of the women police was 21 consisting of" one 
Bead Constable and 20 Constables: ‘ This unit continued to form 
part of the Armed Reserve and is drilled and disciplined on the 
lines of the Reserve. The services of the women police were made 
use of in various parts of the State in providing guards and. 
escorts to women prisoners, searching women accused, and pro¬ 
viding special guards at functions attended by women, and special 
guards of honour on special occasions. 

The standard of efficiency of the police force was high and 
discipline was well maintained. The percentage of officers and 
men who were departmentally punished to the 
Discipline. aotual strength was 18 against 16'7 in the previ¬ 
ous year. The number of men dismissed from 
the force, during the year under report'was 65 against 38 in 1121.

During the year the total number of oonvicted prisoners 
admitted was 891 of which 881'were males and 10 females. Of 
the 881 males, 694 were convicted for offences under the Penal 
Code and 287 under other laws. Of the females, 9 were con¬ 
victed for offences under the Penal Code, and one under other 
laws. Of the males, 664 were Hindus, 237' Christians 80 
Muslims; 12.were above sixty years of age, 137 between forty- 
one and sixty years and 732 between sixteen and forty years of 
age. The number Of illiterates was 331 against 404 in 1121. Of. 
£ha female convicts, 4 were Hindus and 6 Christians ; three were 
between' forty-one and sixty years of age and seven between 
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sixteen and forty years of age. The majority of the female pri¬ 
soners were illiterate. Of the convicts admitted during the 
year under report 13 were sentenced' to rigorous imprisonment for 
life against eight in the previous year. Six hundred and sixty- 
two prisoners including five females were sentenced to varying 
terms of rigorous imprisonment; 144 prisoners including 3 
females were sentenced to simple imprisonment and 25 males 
were committed to custody in default of payment of fine, Dur¬ 
ing the year under report 6 prisoners were sentenced to rigorous 
imprisonment and solitary confinement of whom one, who was a 
leper, was transferred to the Leper Colony.

AGRICULTURE.

The Department of Agriculture was organised in 1083 M-'E. 

- (j. 908 A. D.). The State is divided into three agricultural divi-, 
sions, vie., the Southern, the Central and the 
General. Northern, which are further sub-divided into 

ranges and sections, each section constituting 
the unit of administration in respect of agricultural propaganda. 
Each division is placed under a Divisional Agricultural Officer 
who is entrusted with the work of planning, guiding and control¬ 
ling all agricultural experiments, demonstration and propaganda 
in the division. 

During the year the weather conditions were generally not 
quite favourable to the growth of agricultural crops. Heavy 
* damage was caused to paddy crops both in 
General Agri - Central and North Txavancore owing to unex- 
cultural Condi- pected floods.' ' Excessive rains during the 
tions. early stages , of the paddy crop' and prolonged 

drought when the crop was about to mature 
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caused serious damage to the crops in South Travancore. The 
total rainfall during the year was more than that of the previous 
year- There was a rise in the price-of all commodities except 
those of controlled articles- The price of cocoanut was on the 
increase till the month of Vrischigom when government introduc¬ 
ed control over cocoanut and ooooanut products. When the con¬ 
trol on these commodities was lifted towards the close of the 
year, the prices began to rise onca again. 

• The scheme for the investigation of the diseases of the coooa- 
nut palm and the possible methods of combating them continued 
to be in operation under the auspices of the 
Plant Patho- Indian Council of Agricultural Research and 
logy Research- the Indian Central Cocoanut Committee. Ob¬ 
servations at different stages of the diseases 
were made on twenty-five trees at the experimental station at 
Kayamkulam. The manurial and cultural experiments conduct¬ 
ed at the experimental stations at Kayamkulam and Oaehira were 
continued. During the year His Highness the Elaya Raja laid 
the foundation stone of the laboratory for the' Central Research 
Station for pests and diseases at Krishnapuram, near Kayam¬ 
kulam. Demonstrations on cocoanut trees were carried on with 
good results, on lands belonging to ryots, at 38 localities in the 
State. 

The paddy breeding stations at Moncompu and Adoor were 
continued during the year. A total quantity of 10,270 pounds of 
seeds was distributed among the ryots. Paddy .seeds were pro¬ 
duced in the paddy farm at Nagereoil. The seed multiplication 
scheme introduced in the previous year was continued during the 
year with satisfactory results. 

The Village Project Scheme started at Thazhakudy conti¬ 
nued to function satisfactorily.

imports. The Bhupathy Pencil Factory, Quilon 
produced about 50 gross 'a day. The Krirfmarayan Pencil Fac¬ 
tory, Quilon- manufactured 5000 gross of pencils of different 
varieties. 

At the close of the year 1122 there were 92 aided and 70 
unaided technical institutions and 83 approved oommeroial 
sohools. Instruction in' weaving, carpentry, 
Industrial smithery, mat and ooir weaving,' drawing and 
and Commer- painting, was being given in these institutions. 
dal Schools Instruction in working power looms was given 
in .the Sri Mula Rama Varma Technical Insti¬ 
tute at Nagercoil. , \ 

Besides the thirty-three approved commercial sohools, the 
H overament Sohool of Cdmmeroe, Qnilon continued to impart 
instruction in oommeroial subjects suoh as book-keeping, banking, 
shorthand and typewriting. 




The itinerant weaving party oontinued its work by camping 
in select centres for giving instruction. to the pupils of the back¬ 
ward communities. .Till the end of 1122 the 
The Itinerant party camped at Navalkad in Thovala taluk. 
Weaving Party. An examination was oondnoted at the end of 
the period and free gifts of looms with all 
accessories were made to two of the students* 

The Direotor of Industries oontinued to be the controlling 
authority of all the centres in the State conducting examinations 
of London Chamber of Commerce. The opti- 
Miscellaneous. oal seotion opened under the Department of 
Industries manufactured speotacle lenses, land 
magnifiers and other general optioal pieoes. There has been 
increasing demand for these arfdoles from various educational 
institutions and laboratories both in and outside the State. The 
repair seotion oontinued to do good work under the oontrol of 
the Direotor of Industries. 

The total reoeipts and expenditure of the Department during 
the year under report were Rs. 13,784 and 
Receipts and Rs. 1,41,721 respectively.

GEOLOGICAL DEPARTMENT. 

Director of Geology. Mr. V. Mahadevan, M. A, 

The Geological Department was formed into separate "depart* 
ment in Edavorn 1121. During the year under review intensive 
exploration for radio-active minerals, containing Uranium and 
Thorium was conducted in Kalkulam. The department also 
took up the investigation of precious stone deposits in the taluks 
of Nedumangad and Chirayinkil. The gems collected were of the 
‘•oat’s-eye” class. Forty-five fragments of gem stones of saleable 
size were collected. Another important item- of work that was 
taken up by the department during the year was ‘the working of 
the pegmatite occurrence at Oathara’, in Tkiruvalla taluk for 
quartz, and also for the valuable by-product mineral beryl, a raw 
material so essential for tire ptoduotioa of copier-beryllium ,al!o^ 
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Investigation regarding the. limestone deposits near Cape Comorin 
was also conducted. During t|e year, 71 tons of white sand were 
exported from Sliertallai on permits issued -by the department for 
wbioh a sum of Ks. 361-9 8 was realised as royalty. The Travan- 
core Ogale Glass Manufacturing Co., Ltd., used 240 tons of sand 
for glass manufacture during the year under report.

in view of the polioy of extensive industrialisation whioh the 
State has adopted and the many labour problems whioh have to 
be tackled during the post-war period, the Labour Department 
was separated from the Department of Industries and organised 
on an independent footing in 1121. The State was divided into 
two zones-North and South, and each was plaoed under the oharg* 
of an Assistant Labour Commissioner. In view of the inadequacy 
in the number of executive offioers to meet the rapidly growing 
demand on the services of the department, the welfare staff which 
consisted of only three Labour Welfare Officers in 112], was 
strengthened during the year under report, by-the appointment 
of six Labour Inspectors, 12 Labour Supervisors and 90 Labour 
Welfare Offioers for the six industrial centres of Trivandrum, 
Quilon, Alleppey, Shertaliai, Kottayam and Alwaye. The Faotory 
Inspectorate, was also strengthened by the appointment of a Lady 
Inspector of Factories and a Medical Inspector of Factories both 
haring jurisdiction throughout the State, 
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Daring the year under report, 125 new faotories were regis¬ 
tered, and 42 faotories were removed' from the operation of-the 
Aot. The number of faotories thus rose from 
The Faotories 563 to 646 of whioh 96 were seasonal and the 
Aot- . rest non-seasonal. On an average about 95,500 

persons (42,500 men, 37,500 women and 15,500 
ohildren) were employed daily in all these faotories together. 313 
aooidents were reported during the. year as against 505 in the 
previous year. Two of these proved fatal. There were threo out¬ 
breaks of fire in three ooir faotories, which were housed in 
thatohed sheds. Due to the interventio n of the Lady Inspector of 
Faotories 108 women were able to get maternity benefits. All 
the cashew factories and one fibre factory oontinued to have the 
benefit of the exemption granted to them with regard to the em¬ 
ployment of ohildren and creches and rest rooms were providedin 
some faotories. A speoial oommittee was appointed to frame 
rules regarding ‘ Hazardous Operations in oashew faotories ’. 
Legal proceedings were instituted against the managers and. ooqu- 
piers of seven faotories for contravening the provisions of the 
Faotories Aot. Out of these seven cases, five ended in oonviotion 
while the remaining two were pending deoision of the oourt at 
the end of the year. Another case filed during the previous year 
was also pending deoision of the oourt. 

Nineteen cases of fata] accidents were reported, besides 38 
Oases pending disposal at the dose of the previous year. The 
olaims in respeot of 40 cases were deoided and 
Workmen's Com • a sum of Rs. 38,287-7-1 was paid as oompen- 
. pensatioa Aot. sation to the dependants of the deceased work¬ 
men. in four (non-fatal) cases of aooidents, a 
total sum of Rs. 2,478-6-5 was'paid as lump sum ’compensation to 
the injured workmen. There were 34 oases of fnon-fatal 
aooidents of whioh 26 were settled by payment of Rs. 8,001-11-9 as 
■fonnp sum compensation by the employers to the workmen, and 
the remaining eight by making half-monthly payments of compen¬ 
sation to t-he'injnred. ! ":A 
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Eighteen new Trade Unions were registered during the year, 
making the total number 118 at the end of the year. Thirty-five 
registered Trade Unions were declared unlaw- 
Trade Unions ful by Government on aooount of the wrongful 
and Trade dis- activities carried on by.them. The general 
j puies. wave of industrial unrest throughout the 

world affected Travanoore also,, and strikes 
became a regular feature of trade union activity in the State. 
With a view to effecting an amicable settlement between the 
employers and the employees a tripartite conference of the re¬ 
presentatives of all labour interests of- employers and of the 
Government was convened at which, a general agreement was 
arrived at on all important-labour questions. These decisions 
oonld nqt however be implemented, on account of the unhappy 
incidents at Alleppey and Shertallai, as a result of which the trade 
unions under communist control were declared unlawful. ’ To 
enable trade disputes being settled easily the department intro¬ 
duced an alternative organisation, namely, Factory Committees- 
one for each factory. These committees were found very useful. 
Two Industrial Relations Committees which were functioning in 
the Coir Mats and Matting Industry during the periods of . the war 
were reconstituted, the labour representatives on it being elected 
by all the Faotory Committee members. In settling trade dis¬ 
putes and establishing proper understanding between the workers 
and tb 4 employers, these committees proved very useful. 

As there were no trade union activities during the major 
portion of the year the department had to shoulder the oauSe of 
labour in several matters whioh ordinarily used to be settled by 
the employers and the trade union representatives. When the 
factories resumed work after the general strike in Thulam 1122, 
the question cf reinstatement of the workers who had played a 
prominent part in the general strike became a problem. The 
managements however showed a generous attitude to the striker® 
most of whom Were readmitted. The department Spared no : 
pains to establish good will between the employers and labour. 
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Agricultural labour lias been organised to some extent only 
in the Knttanad area. Daring the year under report, there was 
an agitation among the agricultural workers of 
Agricultural and Knttanad for fixing the wage rates, working 
Estate Labour . hours and other amenities. A conference of • 
landholders and agricultural labourers was 
therefore convened by the department at Alleppey, and an agree¬ 
ment was reached regarding the wage rates and other conditions 
of-employment of the permanent workers. 

During the year, estate labour also began to agitate for 
higher wages and better, conditions of employment. A conference 
of the representatives of the Association of Planters of Travancore 
was held in Trivandrum, and it was decided that works com¬ 
mittees comprising of the representatives of the workers and of 
the managements should be set up and that a 1 labour offioer ’ 
should be appointed by every estate management to look after 
the welfare of their .workers. These decisions were implemented. 
by many of the managements. Representatives of the Travan¬ 
core Government and the estate workers attended the conference 
on labour conditions in tea plantations, covened by the Govern¬ 
ment of India at New Delhi on the 8th and 9th January 1947. 

The newly recruited officers of the welfare staff were given a 
oourse of departmental training, and. were posted to different 
centres. They maintained close contact with the workers and 
endeavoured to promote their general well 
Labour Welfare, being. Due to the, efforts of the welfare staff 
about 32 oanteens were opened throughout the 
State. • . 

Due to exohange difficulties and the restriction on the import 
of coir goods in foreign countries there was a slump in the coir 
mats and matting industry in Alleppey and 
Unemployment Shertallai. ■ owing to the. Government control 
and Relief' .of copra and ooooanut oil and the increasing 
Work. . demand for those commodities elsewhere, .the 

oil mills at the above places found it difficult 
to procure sufficient copra to meet their requirements. As a 
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result, unemployment among the workers of 90 ir faotories and 
oil-mills became pronounoed. • To afford relief to the unemployed; 
Government started relief works in Ambalapuzha and Shertallai 
taluks under the control of the Labour Department. The work 
continued till the end of the yoar’under report giving employment 
to about 3-500 workers daily. An amount of Rs. 2,02,049-4-5 
was spent for these relief works during the year. 

The total receipts of the department amounted to Rs. 241-6-8 
by way of registration fees of trade unions aiM 
Meceip'ta and other items under the Trade Unions Aot. The 
. Expenditure . total expenditure of the department amounted 

to Rs. 1,07,215-8-0 as against Rs. 27,843-14-0 , 
in 1121 . ' 

The Economic Development Board. • 

The Sconomio Development Board was constituted mainly 
to advise Government on the best methods of developing the 
agricultural, industrial and economic resonrees of the’ State. - The 
Board, as usual, functioned through its three sub-committees^ 
viz , (lithe Agricultural sub-oommittee, (ii) the Industries and 
Commerce sub-committee, and (iii) the Co-operative and Rural-- 
Development sub-oommittee. 

Mr. A. Gopala Menon, ,v. A., B. com. (Bond.) continued to be 
the Chairman of the Board throughout the year. 

At the commencement of the year there were 26 members 
on. the Board. During the year the Village Uplift Offioer and 
also one more non-official member were nominated to the Board, 
thus raising the total number of members to 28, of whom 18 
Were non-officials. There were four meetings of the Board and 
four meetings of the sub-committees during the year. 

The Board considered several topics -relating to eoonomio 
development . and passed resolutions. Prominent among the 
subjects dismissed.by the Board were the following 

(i) A scheme for the development of rural araas and train¬ 
ing of rural workers j 
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(ii) Planting of coooanut on a plantation basis ; 

;• (iii) Controlling the prices of timber and firewood ; 

(iv) Opening of firewood depots by the Forest Department 

in important towns; 

(v) Allotment of reserve forest lands for cultivation and 

conversion of swampy areas into paddy fields ; 

(vi) Improvement of markets; 

(vii) Utilisation of water from various rivers for irrigation 

purposes; 

(viii) Constitution of a Board for agricultural research 1 

(ix) Organisation of Crop Insurance Co-operative. Societies; 

and ■ 

(x) Supply of oheap eleotric power to agriculturists. 

As in previous years the Board continued to encourage rural 
development activities in selected areas by the award of suitable 
grants to non-official agenoies engaged in the work. At the end 
of the year there were 49 rural reconstruction centres in the 
State sponsored by non-official agencies and supervised by the 
Eoonomic Development Board. A" total sum of Rs. 10,620 was 
distributed by the Board as grants.to 29 of these centres during, 
the year.. In order to stimulate rural reconstruction work in 
the State a conference of rural workers was held under the aus¬ 
pices of the Board in Edavom.1122, at Trivandrum. 

The expenditure inourred by the Board was Rs. 23,234 
during the year as against Rs. 13,846 in the previous year. 

CONTROL OF CAPITAL ISSUE

The control of Capital Issues was introduced in the State on 
11th March 1944 corresponding to 28th Kumbhom 1119 by the 
promulgation, on that date, of the Defence of Travanoore Rule 
94 B. It is now continued under Section 20 of the Travanoore 
Emergency Powers Aot, I of. 1122. 
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Fifty-nine, applications for previous consent, to the. issue of 
oapital were pending on the last day of 1121. Three hundred and 
fifty-five applications for previous consent and 36 applioation t fo'r 
ooisdsenation of unauthorised issue of oapital were received in 
1122. Three hundred and forty-nine applications for previous 
qCMenfc and 3.2 applications for condonation were disposed of 
during ,the year. The .capital involved in these applications 
amounted to Rs. 18,92,15,6.71 and Rs. 67,26,771 respectively. 
All the 32 applications for condonation were' granted. Of the 
349 applications for previous consent, 310 were sanctioned and 
the remaining 39 were rejected. ’ The amount involved in 
the former- was 'Rs; 9j06,83j071 and that - in the latter-was 
Rs,,48.5,32,500, 

Two applications for previous consent, involving a capital of 
Rs. 8 lakhs-n^re .withdrawn by the -applicants.. Sixty-three appli¬ 
cations for previous consent and four for condonation were pend- 
ing-at the close of the year. 

One hundred and fifty-two applications for extension of time 
for the issue of oapital were received in 1122. Ten such applica¬ 
tions were. pending at,the dose of 1121. One hundred .and fifty- 
eight applications were disposed of during the year. Of these, 
three were rejected and all the others were granted. 

Sixteen applications were reoeived for reconsideration or 
modification of |oonditjons at.taohed to the previous orders. Of 
these nine were granted and the remaining seven were rejected-. .

For the purpose of administration of the Co-operative 
Department, the State is divided into co-operative divisions 
in oharge of Assistant Registrars of Co-operative Societies and 
each division is divided into ciroles in oharge 
■ General. of Co-operative Inspectors. Till the end of 
Mithunam 1121 there were only three divi. 
sions, the Southern, Central and Northern. The department was 
reorganised from the 1st Karkatakam 1121. Aooording to the 
reorganisation one more co-operative division - was oreated tem¬ 
porarily at Quilon, the other divisional headquarters being Trivan 
drum, Mavelikara andKottayam. The" statutory functions 
vested it the divisional Assistant Registrars in respect o£ arbitra 
tion, execution and liquidation were taken away from them and 
a temporary first grade Assistant Registrar was appointed to be 
in oharge of these items of work with headquarters at Trivandrum , 
and with jurisdiction over the whole State. The total number of ; 
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oo-operative'oirolea was fixed at 60, and the Inspectors who were 
working on a functional basis were abolished, so that all the -func¬ 
tions were combined in the oirole Inspectors. 

At the beginning of the year under report, there were 1,764 
societies on the rolls. .New societies registered during the year were 
118 against 68 in 1121. The registration of 
Number and 11 societies was cancelled. Thus the number 
'Nature of So- of societies at the end of the year was 1,871 of 
defies. which 89 had not started work. The working

The Travanoore Trademarks Aot (XVIII of 1117). was 
passed into law on the 7th January 1942, following the enactment 
of the Indian Trade Marks Act, 1940, in the 
General. Indian Dominion. The enforcement of the 
provisions of' the Travancore Act, exoept sec¬ 
tions 1 and 80, was however reserved for a future dat^. Proprie¬ 
tors of trade marks in Travancore and outside availed themselves 
of Section 80 of the Act and deposited as many as 1,049 trade 
marks at the Patent Office, Trivandrum. 

During the year under report, the Travanoore Government 
agreed to participate in the reciprocity scheme of the Government 
of PIndia and the Travancore Trade Marks (Amendment) Act 
(II of 1122) was promulgated on the 21stKanni 1122 correspond¬ 
ing to the 7th October 1946, making suitable amendments in the 
original Act to bring it into lino with the system of reciprocal 
arrangement entered into with the Government of India. -One of 
the ohiof provisions of the Amending Act is that Government may 
enter into reciprocal arrangements with the Indian Dominion or. 
any Indian State whereby trade marks and certification of trade 
marks registered under the Travanoore Aot shall have protection 
in the Indian Dominion or in that Indian State as if registered in 
those areas. In order to facilitate the working of the above 
arrangements the Trade Marks Registry in the State was constitut¬ 
ed into a separate department under the administrative control of 
the Additional Registrar of Trade Marks. Under the Reciprocal 
arrangements, the Registrar and the Deputy Registrar of Trade 
Marks in Bombay were to be ex-officio Registrar and Deputy 
Registrar for tire purposes of'the Travancore Aot as well.' The 
Aot was brought into, operation under the new scheme from the 
ist November 1946. During the year under report, 288 applica¬ 
tions were received for registration of trade marks., ' 

The receipt s and expenditure of the department during' the 
Receipts and year under report amounted to Rs. 2,986 and 
Expenditure. and Rs. 7,257 respectively. 
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UPLIFT OF BACKWARD COMMUNITIES. 

Protector of Backward Mr, R. Vasudeva Podmal, 

Communities, ’ . B, A. 

The main items of work undertaken by the department for 
the uplift of backward communities comprised the following, 
via,, assignment of lands on concessional 
(feneral, terms, establishment of colonies and centres for 

intensive ameliorative work, provision of com¬ 
mon buildings for social and religious congregations, grant of edu¬ 
cational concessions, mainteuan.ee of free hostels, orga niaation of 
thrift societies, popularisation of industries and othe? miscella¬ 
neous items of ameliorative work. Under the Protector, there are 
three Field Officers, one in each Division, to attend to the welfare 
of backward communities. 1 

With a view to improving the. condition of the backward 
communities, Government as a part of their post-war. schema 
launched a ten year plan for intensive uplift work among the 
baokward communities.: 

Land is assigned on concessional terms to'individual families 
of backward communities and to families living in compact 


blocks. The lands so assigned is free of assess- 
Assignment ment- for the first two years. Assessment at 
of lands on half the prevailing rates is charged for the 
Concessional nest three years and at full rate thereafter. 

Term/s • The total extent of land assigned to baokward 

communities till the end of 1122 was 9,591-5 


acres. The registry of lands on concessional terms was held in 
abeyance and only leases were given instead. An area of 487 
acres of land was leased to the backward communities up to the 
end of the year for cultivation of food crops under the scheme 
for increased food production. 

Colonies for backward communities were in existence in the 
■following plaoes :—Sachivottamapnram, Narikulam, Aramboly, 
Anchamada, Vengamix, Kadampinad, Kulak- 
Qolonies. kada, Praoaud, Teliam and Veliathunad. In 

addition to these oolonies, three more centres 
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tor intensive amelioration were maintained by the-department at 
Manickaraangalam, Elanthnr and Pacode The Saekivottama- 
puram colony is the largest of the colonies having an extent of 
113 acres of land and forty families of backward communities 
have settled down there- 


The scheme in connection with the introduction of mixed 
farming at Sacbivottamapuram. was given effect to in the year 
under report resulting in the improvement of the land by exten¬ 
sive cultivation. Tfifty-four acres of land were put under .culti¬ 
vation of food -crop.?; and poultry farming, bee keeping and live¬ 
stock breeding were popularised and encouraged in the centre,. 
The members of the colony who were able to work were pro¬ 
vided with labour on decent wages as. a result of the mixed 
farming at Sachivottamapnram- A milk canteen was opened in 
the oolony for the benefit of the children and invalids. The 
total expenditure incurred during 1122 on account of the mixed 
farming scheme was Rs. 29,-988-9-2. 

Many families have settled down in other centres also, viz-, 
Narikulam, Anchamada, Kadampanad, Veliyathunad, Manicka- 
mangalam, Elanthoor and Pacode. In a few centres houses were 
constructed and given to deserving families- 
. Lands were acquired in Therur pakuthi, Agastiswaram taluk, 
in Thalakulam pakuthi, Kalkulam taluk, and in Madapalli pakn-- 
thi, Ch&nganacherry taluk for the provision of house sites for.de- 
/ serving families of backward communities. The 

General acquisition of lands in seven other places was 

Ameliorative also sanctioned for providing house sitos to 
Worh. needy and homeless families of backward 

communities^’ During the year 54 new wells' 
were sunk and 38 old wells were repaired incurring a total 
expenditure of Rs. 42,617. Burial grounds were provided in 
eight places and steps were in progress for the acquisition of. 
burial sites in seven, other places. Common buildings for the 
use of the backward commuaities were provided in 15 places 
during the year and a sum of Rs, 600 was ‘ sanctioned for the 
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repair? and maintenance of 15 Bhcijanamatom'i belonging to the 
Kizhakke Pulaya Samajam- A sum of Rs. 1,500 was also sanc¬ 
tioned for the construction of additional buildings for the Sri 
Chitra Orphanage at Kalady. 

A special work of the department in the year was in the 
direction of a methodical and intensive survey of the hill tribss 
in the State and the organisation, of the youth service among 
adolescents of the backward communities- Financial assistance 
was given to 76 farailhs of the backward communities to rebuild 
and repair their houses destroyed by flood, fire and other acci¬ 
dental causes. Twenty families wore given grants to .meet the 
expenses of burial and cremation. Clothes were supplied to the 
poor and deserving pupils of backward communities in schools 
and Colleges, and persons who are infirm and disabled- 

Steps.were taken^in the year under report for the registra¬ 
tion, under the Travanoor9 Joint Stook Companies Act, of 15 
organisations of backward communities at the cost of Govern¬ 
ment. Sweeping and street lighting were introduced as an ex¬ 
perimental measure in ten centres of backward communities am} 
bore hole latrines were provided in thirteen centres. The total 
expenditure incurred on account of the promotion of health and 
sanitation among the backward communities amounted to 
Rs.. 2,612-22-0. Side.by side with the programme of general ameli¬ 
oration, attention was paid for the popularisation of cottage 
industries among the backward communities such as weaving, 
mat and basket making, etc., and for the encouragement of insti¬ 
tutions' and organisations promoting them. For encouraging 
thrift and self-help among the backward communities and to 
promote the spirit of co-operation and joint effect among them 
two special inspectors .of co-operative societies were appointed. 
The rectification of the existing co-operative societies among the 
backward communities and the organisation of new societies were 
their first concern. Co-operative societies were newly formed at 
seven places and two societies were actually registered in the 
year. The rectification of co-operative societies of backward 
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communities in seventeen places was effected and steps were 
taken for the 'registration of non-credit industrial societies at 
four places. The expenditure incurred on account of the popu¬ 
larisation of industries aUd cooperation was Rs. 18,194-22*2 
d bring 1122, 

The most important work of the department was in the 
direction of affording encouragement and help to the poor and 
deserving pupils of backward communities 
Educational undergoing education. An expenditure of 
Facilities 1 and Rs. 52,130-25-6 was incurred during 1122 on 

Concessions , account of the award of fees, stipends, ate., to 

the students of backward communities in the 
schools and colleges of the State. 21 institutions and organi¬ 
sations of backward communities were given grants in aid to the 
extent of Rs. 9,956-23-14. For the encouragement of literacy 
among the children of the backward communities twelve pial 
schools were opened in the year in addition to the twelve already 
functioning. With the object of promoting adult education 
among the backward communities, ten night schools and ten 
reading rooms and libraries were started. As usual Malayalam . 
and Tamil readers were supplied free to the pupils of third and 
fourth classes of the primary schools. In order to provide the 
pupils of backward communities with the advantage of residen¬ 
tial and community life three new Harijan hostels were opened, 
two for girls at Parur and Chengannur and one for boys at 
Quilon besides the three hostels already maintained at Trivan¬ 
drum, Nagerooil and Kottayam, exclusively. for the benefit of 
the pupils of such communities. The- total expenditure incurred 
on this account amounted to Rs. 33,820. During the year 34 
scholarships to the value of Rs. 3,900 were awarded to the 
students of the backward communities from the interest on the 
endowment of Rs. 77,461 made- by the Temple Entry Proela- 
mation Memorial Committee. - 

The expenditure incurred in-1122 for the Uplift of Backward

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VILLAGE UPLIFT DEPARTMENT.

This new department was formed in the beginning of 1122 
M. E. for attending /to the work of intensive village uplift in 
, seleoted oentres in the Stats. A sum of Ks. 13 
Gfeneral. , lakhs was provided for the purpose in the 
budget of the year. An advisory. Board oon- 
sisting of 30 members was constituted with the Financial Secre¬ 
tary to Government as-its chairman to advise Government on the 
schemes of village, uplift to be undertaken. Of the 30 members, 
14 were non-officials and 16 officials. The Village Uplift Offioer 
who was one of the official members of the Board, was appointed 
Secretary to the Board and its Convener. The Board, which held 
four meetings during the year, formed three sub-committees, one 
for eaoh Division, of the State, with the Division Peishkar as 
ohairm'an. The centres were selected by the .Board on the adviop 
of the Sub-Committees, with the approval of Government. The 
following 19 centres were selected during the year, six each in the 
Trivandrum and Kottayam Divisions, and seven in the Quiloi 
Division .

The proposals of the Board for village uplift related 
mainly to : — 

(i) public works; 

(ii) public health and sanitation; 

(iii) eoonomio improvement; and 

(iv) . adult education, apd propaganda. 

Organisers were appointed under the control of the Village 
Uplift Officer for attending to eaoh 'of the above items of work 
in the selected centres. There was thus in each division one 
Publio Works Organiser, one Publio Health Organiser, one Co¬ 
operative Organiser and one Propaganda Assistant for organising 
reading rooms, village libraries and night schools. A Chief Pro¬ 
paganda Offioer was also appointed under the Village Uplift Offioer 
to oo-ordinate the work of adult education in the three divisions. 
As the bulk of the proposals for. uplift related to public works the 
number of publio works organisers in eaoh of the divisions was 
increased to two towards the latter part of the year. In all the 
selected centres. Village Uplift Committees were constituted eaoh 
Committee consisting of eight elected members (all non-officials) 

' including one lady, with one among them as President. These 
committees were entrusted with the responsibility of executing 
the various works bn the technical advice and assistance of the 
Organisers of the department, and subjeot to the supervision and 
control of the Village Uplift Officer. 

The ohief items of publio works undertaken were the laying 
of .roads, repairs to irrigation tanks and canals, constructing 
village halls, starting of ferries, sinking of 
Public Works, wells, etc. Generally speaking there was good. 
P ‘ response from the people of the villages who 

;k many oases readily agreed to surrender lands freely and 
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carry out a portion of the work of -laying the roads, the depart¬ 
ment in most oases- doing only the work of gravelling. During 
the year under report, estimates for nearly 73 miles of roads and 
13 miles of foot paths were sanctioned, of which 20 miles of roads 
and 2 miles of foot paths were completed before the close of the 
year. Arrangements were made for digging 84 new wells and for 
repairing 11 wells. At the Veliyannur village, a weir to impound 
water to form a tank for irrigation purposes was completed by 
the department, and anothe.r tank in the same centre was under 
construction. Repairs to an irrigation tank at Kallara, and 
renovation of the Kunnathur chira at Elanthur were undertaken 
by the Irrigation Department. Construction of village halls 
in five centres, m, Menamkulain, Kallara, Elanthur, Onam- 
thuruthu and Keezhumad was in progress. The total amount of 
estimates sanctioned for all kinds of publio works in the selected 
| centres during 1122 was Rs. 7'75 lakhs. The acttlal disburse¬ 
ments till the end of the year amounted to Rs, T5 lakhs. Most 
of the works were in progress when the year closed. 

Measures to improve Publio health consisted mainly in affording 
: facilities for midwifery and medioal aid, opening milk canteens 
construction of Sanitary latrine, etc. In order 
Public Health to popularise sanitary latrines, among the 
activities. , villagers, model latrines were installed in most 

of the centres in the Trivandrum Division. 
At Vayalar special arrangements were made by the department 
for pistia clearance and the control of filariasis. Fourteen mid¬ 
wives were appointed'in the different centres. A midwifery 
. training course was started for 21 candidates who were selected 
on the express condition that they will work in the villages after 
training. Milk canteens were opened in most of the centres under 
the auspices of the Travancore Milk Canteens Committee for free, 
distribution of milk to undernourished children. 

The Co-operative Organisers of the department ooncentfatef 
attention on the starting of multi-purpose co-operative sooietiei 
which are admittedly the best organisation 
Economic Im * under modern conditions to take up itemtf’of 
provement. work conducive to the economic betterment of 

Villages. 11 societies were formed before the 
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olose of the year 1122. The sooieties engaged themselves in 
buying and selling uncontrolled goods and manure, marketing 
of agricultural and industrial produce of the locality, dairy 
farming, eto. 

Twenty-five night sohools, reading rooms and libraries were 
started in the village uplift oentres. For each night school an 
allowance of Rs. 10 per mensem was granted 
Adult Eduoa- to the . teacher, besides supplying funds re- 
tion and Projoa- quired for .contingent expenditure and for 
ganda., subscribing to newspapers and periodicals. 

In certain centres furniture also has been sup¬ 
plied. Arrangements were also made to prepare and supply 
literary charts and readers specially designed for use by the adult 
pupils in the night sohools, and to impart instruction to the 
teaohers from time to time. A battery-operated radio set was 
installed by the department in each centre, exoept at Arambely

A sum of Rs. 8*63 lakhs was'spent on contri- 
Outlay. bution works executed by the department. 

Of the expenditure of Eg. 236*15 lakhs, a sum 
of Rs- 101*82 lakhs was spent on civil works and miscellaneous 
public improvements etc., charged to ordinary revenue including 
the Road development Fund, against Rs. 89*23 lakhs spent under 
this head in the previous year. A sum of Rs. 84 75 lakhs was 
spent on capital works not charged to revenue and a sum of 
Rs. 49'58 lakhs was spent on account of the post-war reconstru¬ 
ction schemes.

The development of communications has always formed an 
important part in the State’s programme of public works. 

Funds are provided every year from the 
Comrmmiea - general revenues for the construction and 

tions. maintenance of roads and canals. A Eoad : 

Development. Fund has been instituted for the 
purpose of opening and improving trunk roads- The existing 
road system which is well co-ordinated within the State is con 
nected with ,.the road systems of the adjacent Indian Districts 
and.the Cochin State so as to ensure through’traffic. There are 
main arterial roads throughout the length and breadth of the 
State to which is linked a net work of subsidiary and feeder 
roads- The road system also connects the internal water ways 
and ports. Further, it has been constructed in such a manner as 
to open up and serve important ■ agricultural - and industrial t . 
centres. The phenomenal increase in motor traffic in recent 
years has led to the elaboration of a programme for widening the 
old highways to suit modern requirements and the allotment 
of increased maintenance grants. The major portion of the 
expenditure incurred by the Public Works Department from 
year to year has been under this item, viz., communications. 
The expenditure on communications during the year under 
report was Rs. 61‘78 lakhs against Rs. 35*7 lakhs in 1121. Of 
this, a sum of Rs. 3 031 lakhs was spent on the construction of 
new roads and bridges and on improvements to the existing ones 
and the balance of Rs. 31'47 lakhs was spent on the maintenance 
of th.6 existing means of eomfnunication in the-.State. The length 
of the roads newly opened and of those newly improved during 
the year was 19 and 149 miles respectively, against 15 and 110 . 
miles respestively in the previous year. The total length of 
communications maintained during the year was 5,597 miles 
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consisting of 1,400 miles of J metalled roads, 2,295 miles of un- 
metalled roads 1,003 miles of village roads including cart tracks* 
62 miles of planters’ roads, 437 miles of traces and 400 miles of 
navigation canals and backwaters- The average cost of mainte- 
nance per mile was Rs. 1,357 for metalled roads, Es. 330 for un¬ 
metalled roads, Es- 94 for village roads, Rs. 230 for planters’ 
roads, Rs- 72 for traces and Es, 328 for navigation canals and 
backwaters. 

Till recently Government alone were responsible for con¬ 
structing and maintaining roads in the State. Within the i’past 
few years, however, private enterprise has 
Ryots’ Roads, voluntarily come forward to co-operate with 
Government in opening new lines of commu¬ 
nication. There is a system of “ryots’ roads’’ under which the 
roads are opened by the people' themselves, the department 
merely advising alignment and constructing the necessary 
bridges and culverts. The roads if satisfactory are subsequently 
taken over and maintained by Government who assume the lands 
covered by the roads on .payment of nominal compensation and 
- record them as poramboke. 

The expenditure incurred on buildings was Rs. 13.35 lakhs 
against Es- 8'86 lakhs in the previous year. Of this, a sum of 
Es. 1T08 lakhs was spent on the construction 
Bmldmgs. of new buildings and special repairs and im¬ 
provements to existing ones and the balance 
was spent on annual repairs and maintenance. 

The expenditure incurred on protective irrigation works 
during the year was Rs. 7‘54 lakhs against Rs. 3'76 lakhs in the 
previous year- Of this, a sum of Rs. 6'24 
■ Irrigation lakhs was spent on the construction of new 
Protective. irrigation works and renovation of existing 

ones. The balance amount was spent on the 
maintenance of the existing sources of irrigation mnd on esta¬ 
blishment, and tools and plant. 
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^ The Kodayar Irrigation system is the most important 
irrigation work in the State. The gross outlay 
Productive on the work up to the end of the year was 
Irrigation—(The Rs. 88'21 lakhs and the net outlay was 
Kodayar Irriga- Rs. 81'39 lakhs.. The gross revenue from the 
tion System.) project during the year was Rs. 2'07. lakhs. 

A total length of 326'94 miles of irrigation 
channels was maintained within the system and the area of the 
assessed lands which had the benefit of water from the Kodayar 
reservoir during 1122 was 56,377 acres. \ 

■ The outlay on establishment during the year was Rs. 10'56 
lakhs against Rs- 7'97 lakhs in 1121 and the 
KstabUshment. cost of establishment was 6'8 per cent, of 
the gross outlay excluding that on capital 
works not charged to revenue, against 7'1 per cent, in the 
previous year- - 

With a view to effecting the reorganisation of the P. W, D. 
Workshops on a complete commercial basis, Rajyasevapravina 
Major D. L. Deshpande was appointed as 
P. W. D. Work — special officer with administrative and disci- 
shops and Stores plinary powers of the Chief Engineer so far as 
Division. the Workshops Division was concerned. An 

■ outlay to the.extent of Rs. 2'13 lakhs was in¬ 
curred during the year for providing additional accommodation 
to the General Stores and for improvements to the Workshops 
buildings by purchasing plant and machinery. Besides executing 
the orders for Government purposes, orders from private parties 
were also executed.

provided the City of Trivandrum with protected water supply. 

This is one of the most complete and up-to 
Ths Willingdoh date water supply systems in India. In point 
Water Works, of chemical and bacteriological purity, safety 
Trivandrum. and clarity, the water distributed from the 
water works at Trivandrum stands comparison 
with the water supplied in any other town in the world, and is 
decidedly snperior to the water distributed in many Indian 
■ towns, the standard of purity being similar to that adopted by 
the Metropolitan Water Board, London* Samples of the filtrate 
and the water from the street' fountains are collected daily and 
examined in the laboratory. 

The project is worked ,by Government through the Water 
Works and Drainage branch of the Engineering Department. 
Water tax is levied at the rate of three per cent- of the annual' 
rental value of all the'buildings situated within the limits of the 
City. The collection of water tax is carried on by the City 
Corporation- The receipts of Government from the- water works 
are composed of the water tax less collection charges incurred by 
the Corporation, centage on materials stocked by Government 
and issued for house connections, metered ratings, testing feos 
and other items of miscellaneous water receipts- 

A total quantity of 5S3'85 million gallons of water was 
distributed in the,City during the year against 489'85 million 
gallons in 1121. The cost of maintenance and operation per 
1,000 gallons of water rose from' 8 chs- 10 cash in 1121, to 
9 ohs-12 cash in 1122. The rate charged for 1,C00 gallons of 
water for domestic purpose was the same as in the previous year, 
vie., 21 chs, and double this rate if the supply was for non. 
domestic purposes. There were 640 street fountains and 2,790 
meters in service at the end of the year corresponding to 631 
and 2,606 respectively at the end of the previous year. 

The reservior was overflowing the. dam on all the days of 
the year. The maximum level of water reached was 151.0 feet 
and the minimum level noticed was 145.3 feet.

The high expenditure in 1121 was mainly due to 
the adjustment of,the oostof the additional rolling stook provided 
for the effioient working of the Seotion and also to the relaying of 
a portion of the track on the Qnilon-Trivandrnm Seotion with 
heavier (50 lbs.) fails. 

The working of the Travanoore Railway dnring the year 
under review resulted in a gain of Rs. 4"67 lakhs including interest 
at 4 per cent, on the Capital of the Quilon-Trivandrum and Chakai 
Thambanur Extensions {viz.

The department maintained satisfactory progress in all fields 
of activity although difficulties oontinued to exist in the matter of

A public call office was opened at Kilimanur during the year. 
The number of phope connections at the olosa of the year includ¬ 
ing extensions was 1,493, the corresponding figure for 1121 being 
1,306. There was a phenomenal increase in the number of calls, 
the number having risen to 302,87 7 from 241,809 in 1121. The 
construction of a building for aooommodating the Automatic 
Exchange equipments at Trivandrum was taken up during the 
year.

the import .trade during 1122 m. e,, went up to 
Rs. 11.06 orores as against Rs. 30'67 crores in the previous year. 
Similarly, the total value of exports also rose from Rs. 38'10 
orores in *1121 to Rs. 43*08 orores during the year • under review.

The ports of Travaneore are favourably situated in regard to 
all trade routes between Australia and the 
Situation of Par Bast on the one hand and Europe and 
Ports.

, Alleppey is the chief sea port of the State. The mud bank 
which served to afford smooth roads for steamers even during 
inonsoons and which has been a peculiarity 
A,lleppeyPort.. and attraction for the port, did not reform^ at. 

or near the port during the year. The mud 
bed which for-med during the previous year off the port continued 
to be there and gave shelter to cargo boats in disturbed weather 
and rough sea. 

The weather was favourable' for shipping operations through¬ 
out the year. Storm warning telegrams were received from 
Poona on 85 days in all, constituting six 
■ Weather. different occasions; and timely notices and 

warnings were issued to ships, agents and other

CHAPTER XI. 

MEDICAL RELIEF, PUBLIC HEALTH AND STATISTICS. 

Medical Department

In organising tlie various activities of the Medical Department, 
Government’s policy is to see that proper 
System of Medi- medical aid is made easily available to all 
cal Aid . '-classes of people in the State. 

The year under report was the seeond year of the reorgani¬ 
sation of the State medical institutions on a three-jear plan 
according to which the General Hospital, Trivandrum and the 
Distriot Hospitals at Quilon, Alleppey, Kottayam and Always 
were to be “Major Hospitals ” equipped with all modern facilities 
for medical aid, while all the other institutions were to be' “Minor 
Hospitals ” and “ Dispensaries ” serving as feeder institutions to 
the Major Hospitals. All the State medical institutions were 
under the direct control of the Surgeon General. 

The Medical Advisory Commitee was reconstituted during 
the year under report. The Committee recoin- 
Medical A ) dvi - mended to Government for the opening of a 
sory Committee, dispensary at Paripally. 

In order to relieve the congestion in Government hospitals, 
it was decided' that private medical praotitioners might be 
encouraged to start Nursing Plomes on payment 
Subvention to of subventions in deserving oases. Hnder this 
Private Medical schem^ two private institutions were.awarded 
Agencies and In- grants during the year. 
stotutions. 
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The number of Government medical institutions in the State 
at the end of the year under report was 140 as against 139 at the 
end of the previous year. This difference in 
Institutions. the number of institutions was caused by the 
opening of two more full-time Government 
Dispensaries one at Upputhura in the Peermade taluk and the 
other at Mannar in the Thiruvalla taluk-—and the discontinuance 
of the temporary Malaria Dispensary at Arienkavu. Twenty 
allopathic medical institutions continued to receive grants-in-aid 
throughout the year. The classification of the medical institutions

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The total number' of labour oases conducted in all the 
Government medical institutions in the State daring the year 
under report was 20,579. Of these 6,602 oases 
Midwifery Aid. were attended to by the medical officers and 
midwives jointly, 13,728 eases by the midwives 
alone, and the remaining by dootors with or without the assistance 
of midwives. There were 131 midwives working in the Depart¬ 
ment in 1122. 


Classes were held for the training of male and female nurses, 
oompounders and midwives. Mrs. Rukmoni S. Aiyangar, Assist¬ 
ant Matron Superintendent of the Nursing 
Training of Class, Trivandrum, who was deputed to under- 
' go training in Nursing Administration in the 

University of Toranto, Canada, returned duly 
qualified, and she was appointed as Superintendent of the Nursing 
Class. A Sister was deputed to attend the annual* oonferenoe of 
■the Trained Nurses' Association of India held at Ootacamond in 
November 1946. 


According to the scheme sanctioned by Government for the 
oontrol and prevention of Tuberoulosis • in the State, four Sub- 
Assistant. Surgeons were given training in the treatment of 
tuberoulosis in the Tuberculosis Hospital, Nagerooil. Two medioal 
officers were deputed for the study tours in the United States of 
Amerioa and the United Kingdom extending over a period of six 
months to acquaint themselves .with the new developments in 
• medicine and surgery and to contaot the eminent members of the 
profession there. 

Two seats were sanctioned to the Ex-Army Licentiates from 
the State for the first session of the M. B. course in the Lake 
Medical College, Calcutta, the expenditure on account of the 
training of these candidates being shared equally by the Travan- 
oore Government and the Government of India. Accordingly two 
candidates were selected for the oourse which commenced on the 
1st June 1947. Four candidates were seleoted during the year 
for admission to the Madras Medical College for the M. B: B. S., 
course that commenced from July 1947 and two candidates for 
admission to the M. B. course in the Carmiohael Medioal College, 
Caloutta. 
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The General Hospital, Trivandrum, is the premier medioal 
institution in the State. There are two surgical units and three 
» medioal units in the hospital. During the 

General Eos- year, the General Hospital treated 13,709 in- 
pital. Trivan- .patients and 79,948 out-patients. The X-Ray 
Earn. Seotion of the King George V Silver Jubilee 

Memorial ' X-Ray and Radium Institute 
attached to the hospital attended to a larger number of X-Ray 
examinations in 1122 than in 1121. The Dental Seotion treated 
10,429 oases, the daily average being 32 against 1 34 in 1121. In 
the Bronehosoopic Clinic and Ear, Nose and Throat Seotion, the 
daily average attendance was 4T1 against 43’9 in the previous 
year. 4,723 out-patients and 278 in-patients were treated in the 
Skin and Venereal Seotion, and 789 oases were attended to in the 
Maternity Ward attached to the hospital. 

The Women and Children’s Hospital,' Trivandrum attended 
to 14,765 in-patients . during the year against 13,949 in the 
previous- year. The total number of ont- 
Women and patients treated was 59,840 against 66,232 in 
Ohildren’s //os- 1121. Obstetric and gynaecological cases

. Thirty-five patients died in.the institution and 526 patients 
remained under treatment when the year dosed. 

The Tuberoulosis Hospital, Nagerooil is becoming more and 
more popular and useful every year as evidenced by the increas¬ 
ing number of patients attending the institution. 
Tuberculosis Additional staff was appointed in the hospital 
Hospital, during the year to cope with the increase of 

Nagerooil. work. Six hundred and sixty in-patients were 

treated in the institution during the year, as 
against 564 in the previous year. The out-patients treated num¬ 
bered 13,080. The total number of operations performed in the 
hospital during the year was 12,496. There were 184 beds in the 
hospital in 1122 against 84 beds in. 1121. The increase of 100 
beds was due to the opening of four general wards o'f 25 beds 
each. 

The nine msdioal institutions whioh have been declared 
centres for anti-rabic treatment, continued to function during the 
year. Altogether 3,408 patients were treated 
AntiSabio in these centres during the year as against 
Treatment. 3,134 patiefits in 1121. 

There are facilities for the treatment of malaria oases in all 
the medical institutions m the State. In the hilly traots where

AYURVEDA DEPARTMENT.

State aid to the Ayurvedic system of treatment dates back to 
1065 m. e. (1889-90) when an Ayurveda Patasala (sohool) was 
established and a polioy of giving grants to 
General. qualified Vaidyans (practitioners) was adopted. 

In 1093 m. e. (1917-18) the present Ayurveda 
Department was constituted and an Ayurveda Hospital and Dis¬ 
pensary was established at Trivandrum. The ourrioula of studies 
in the Ayurveda schools were revised on a scientific basis to suit 
modern requirements and theAynrveda Patasala;’was subsequently 
• raised to the status of a college. 

In addition to the two Government Ayurveda Hospitals, one 
at Trivandrum and the other at Neyyattin- 
Ayurveda kara the five private hospitals at Nagercoil, 
'Hospitals. Kattathura, Kilimanoor, Quilon and Palai 

continued to receive grant from Government. 

The average daily attendance of patients during the year was 
640 against 711 in 1121. The average duration of treatment 
undergone by each patient was 24 days as 
t Government against ,24'3 days in 1121 and the average

The number of patients subjected to PtmcMharma forms of > 
treatment was 627 against 565 in the previous year while the

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There were 60 beds in the in-patient ward. The total number 
of in-patients treated in the hospital inolnding Marina , Netra and 
Visha wards during the year was 789 against 769 in 1121. 

As in the previous years, the Government Ayurveda Pharmaoy 
manufaotured and supplied the medicines required for the Gov¬ 
ernment Ayurveda hospitals at Trivandrum 
Government and Neyyattinkara, the temporary dispensaries 
Ayurveda at Thiruvalla and Nedumudy and for the tern- 

Pharmacy. porary Vaidyasalas. Medicines were also sold 

to the public, through the sales depot attaohed 
to the pharmacy. The students of the Junior Vaidya KalanidU 
class and the seoond year professional course in the Ayurveda 
College were given practical training in the Pharmaoy in the pre¬ 
paration of medioines and in the identification of drugs. 

The Malaria Dispensary at Atohencoil continued to funotion 
during the year till the end of Edavam 1122 when it was shifted 
to Nedumudy. A new dispensary was opened 
Ayurveda at Thiruvalla during the latter half of the year, 

Dispensaries. for the treatment of general oases with speoial 

facilities for the treatment of snake bites. It 
was also intended for imparting practical training to the student* • 
of the Visha Vaidya School attached to the dispensary. 

During the year under report, 14 new Vaidyasalas were 
awarded gra'nt§-in-aid by Government. This raised the total 
number of grant-in-aid Vaidyasalas at the end ' 
Vaidyasalas. of the year to 189. Of these, 152 were for 
general treatment and the remaining 37 were 
for special treatment. Thirty one of these speoial Vaidyasalas 
were for Visha Ghihitsa (poison treatment), four for Bda^ 
Ohikitsa (treatment of children’s diseases) one for Netra Ghihitsa 
(eye treatment) and one for Marma Ghihitsa (treatment of frao. 
tures,dislocation of bones, eto.). Of the abovesaid 18-9 Vaidyasalas,. 
fwo were under the “Unani system, 11 under the Siddha system 
and the rest pare under the Ayurvedio system. 

During the year under report, nine temporary Vaidyasalas' 
Temporary ., were opened in connection with festivals as in 

Vaidyasalas. the previous year.

The Ayurveda College condnoted courses for the Vaidya 
Sttstri and. the Vaidyakalanidhi examinations, the former repre¬ 
senting the High School course extending to 
Ayurveda three years and the latter representing the 

College. college course extending to two years. The 

strength of the college at the beginning of the 
year was 195 including 35 students in the Ayurvedic Entrance 
Class. Of the total strength, 12 were girl students. 

The speoial course in JVetra Ohikitsa which was begun in 1121 
continued till the end of the academio year. There were no 
eligible applicants for admission to the Net-ra 
' Special Ohikitsa speoial oourse-beginning from Eda- 

■' Courses. vom 1122 and the course was therefore held in 

' abeyanoe, The special oourse in Visha Chikiisa 
"which waa held-in abeyance in 1121 was reopened at Thiruvalla, 
attaohed to-the departmental Ayurvedic Dispensary and Visha 
Vaidya School established there during the year undgr report. 
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All the departmental examinations were oonduoted at Tri¬ 
vandrum. The number of candidates who

. The work of re-editing Ayurvedio text books was continued 
during the year. The printing of the book Dravya Vijnamm 
was held up pending the publication of the 
Miscellaneous, book on Pharmacognosy undertaken by the 
Travancore University and the book on Nidam 
(Diagnosis) was in progress at the end of the year. 

The expenditure incurred by the department during the year 
was Rs. 1,30,377 against Rs. 1,14,370 in the 
Expenditure, previous year. 

PUBLIC HEALTH DEPARTMENT.

The State is divided into three Publio Health Districts, the 
Northern, the Central and the Southern and their respective juris¬ 
dictions are allocated to correspond olosely with 
General . the Revenue Divisions. The immediate oontrol 

and supervision of each Public Health Distriot 
is vested in a Distriot Health Officer. Every taluk in the State . 
is provided with a local health organisation, viz-, the Sanitary 
Circle- Office; and these institutions oater to the public health 
needs of the people in the respective taluks. The prevention and 
control of epidemics and the collection of aoourate vital statistics 
have been considerably facilitated by these taluk health organise 
tions functioning throughout the State. 
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The principal activities of the Department in 1122 were the 
registration of vital statistics, prevention and control of epide¬ 
mics, attending to the work in connection with medical entomo- 
logy, maternity and child welfare, imparting education to the 
public in public health and sanitation and oonduoting milk canteens 
and nutrition surveys. 

An outstanding feature of Public Health administration in 
the State during the year under report was the implementation 
of a series of postwar public health sohemes 
Salient conducive® to the further expansion of public 

Feature!,, health services on the lines of the reoommenda- 
. . tions of the All-India Health Survey and Deve- 
- lopment Committee. The postwar public health plans introduced 
in 1122 were chiefly, the following:— 

(1) A Medical Officer of Health was deputed to England 
and the United States to specialise in industrial hygiene, with a 
view to organising a separate section relating to that subjeot. 

, (2) A special P. W» D. staff was entertained in the depart¬ 
ment for sinking wells departmentally on an extensive scale in the 
rural areas in order to supply good bringing water. G-rants ag¬ 
gregating to Es. 43,800 for digging 81 wells were granted to Village 
Unions and Panohayats. 

(3) Twenty midwifery oentres were established during the 
year in the rural'-areas. Fourteen of these centres were allotted 
to the Village Uplift Department and two to Village Unions. 

(4) The Field Staff (Sanitary Assistants) in ten out of the 
thirty taluks in the State was progressively increased so that one 
Sanitary Assistant became available in eaoh of the pakuthies in 
these taluks. Training classes were held to make available an. 
adequate number of Sanitary Assistants to enable the soheme 
being extended on a Statewide soale. A vital statistical section 
was also constituted to Undertake detailed tabulation of data. 

(6) Two new Health Units were startad in the Vaikom and 
Shertala taluks.' 
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(6) Two sets of magic lantern slides on Nutrition were 
purchased to conduct an intensive propaganda on nutrition; and 
■ (7) Four boring machines in two types were purchased and 
tried in different parts of .the State to find out the suitability of 
eaob type for use in taking up a State-wide programme of cons, 
truotion of borehole latrines. 

The number of births registered in the State rose from 
169,673 in 1121 to 172,655 in 1122 consisting of 88,921 males 
and 83,734 females, the ratio of male briths to 
Vital Statistics. 100 female birthf being 106*19 against 105*44 
in 1121. The birth rate calculated on the 
census population was 28*44,per mille, that for 1121 being 26'30, 
There were 1,442 still-births against 1,216 in the previous year, 
and the rate of still-births per mille of live births was 8*35 against 
7*62 in the previous year. 

The number of deaths registered fell from ,65,619 in 1121 to 
60,929 during the year under report. Of these, 31*485 were 
males and 29,444 were females, the ratio of male deaths to 100 
female deaths being 106*93 as against 107*15 in 1121. The death 
rate for 1122 was 10*44 per mille of the census population and 
9*13 per mille of the estimated population for the year. The 
decrease in the number of deaths registered in 1122 as compared 
with the number of deaths in 1121 is attributed to the absenoe of 
.■ epidemios and to the improvement in general public health condi¬ 
tions during 1122. 

The number of infant deaths recorded was 9,486 and infant 
mortality rate per thousand live births was 64*94. The corres¬ 
ponding figures for 1121 were 9,835 and 61*59 respectively. 

The inorease in population (exoess of births over deaths) based 
on the vital statistics for the year under report was 111,726 
against 94,054 in 1121. 

The public health conditions in the State during 1122 were 
normal, except for a few localised outbreaks of 
"Diseases. smallpox and plague, which were speedily 

brought under oontrol by adopting prompt 
preventive measures- ,,

year. 


There were a few local outbreaks of smallpox oausmg 198 
attacks and 101 deaths against 1,102 attaobs 
Smallpox and and 471 deaths in 1121. The Chirayinkil taluk 
Vaccination. and' Alleppey town were the plaoes mainly 
affeoted. 

As in the previous year, vaccination was enforced throughout 
the State as a compulsory measure. The total number of vacci¬ 
nations performed during the year was 1,038,948 of which 
370,352 were primary and 668,596 were ’revaocinations. The 
Vsuocess rates in respect of primary and re-vaccination oases were 
9214 and 51‘04 per cent, respectively. 
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Plague preventive measures were continued as usual in' 
Mupnar, Alleppey and Quilon during the year, 
Plague. There we're two fatal attacks of Plague (both 

in Alleppey town) as against five fatal oases in 
112,1. By the adoption of proper preventive measures the epidemio 
was soon brought under control. 

There were 1,846 attacks and 873 deaths from typhoid in ' 

1122 as against 1,671 attacks and 351 deaths 
Typhoid ^ in 1121. The department, oonduoted 11,584 

typhoid inooulations in the rural areas during 
the year under report. 

The incidence of malaria during the year was low compared 
to the. previous year. There was nq epidemio 
Malaria Von■ Outbreak anywhere in the State. Even the 
trol Measures. . seasonal inorease was lower than that in the 
year 1121. 

The Malaria Control Units established at Kattakada, Peroor- 
kada, Mannankandam, Kumili and Marayoor were oontjinued 
during the year. The anti-malaria measures in connection with 
the Kodayar extensioh scheme at Perm ohani and at Sengulam 
were also oontinued. In addition, anti-epidemic measures were- 
carried out during the malaria season in 25 seleoted centres whioh 
were considered vulnerable. A malaria control unit was newly 
established in Peermade taluk during the year under report. A 
State-wide survey preliminary to formulating a scheme for control 
of malaria by the use of D. D. T. was started in 1122. Mosquito 
oontrol work was oontinued in the Municipal towns of Kottayam, 
Alleppey, Quilon and Neyyattinkara. 

Pistia clearance which is the most important work in conneo. 

tion with filariasis control was carried out over 
Filariasis In- a total area of 454 aores during the year as 
vestigation and against 4i9‘25 aores in 1121. The ^filariasia 
Control. t control measures started in Ambalapuzha in 

1121 were continued in 1122. During the 
oourse of the year under report the area of operations was f 
extended to Purakkad in the south and Neerkunnam in the north , 
of Ambalapuzha conservancy. 
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The Health Unit, Neyyattinkara, is an all-comprehensive 
rural health organisation covering an area 
Health Unit, of 40 square miles and it serves also as a 
Neyyattinkwra • demonstration and training 'centre for health 
workers. All the important public health 
activities are being attended to on an intensive scale in this.Health 
Unit. The health conditions in the Unit area were satisfactory 
during the whole of the year. The general death rate in the 
unit was 9‘9 per mills against IS'0 in the previous year. The 
midwives attaohed to the Unit attended to about 39 per oent. of 
the total births as against 36 per cent, in 1121. They registered 
3,343 pregnant women during the year. Infant mortality 
numbered 160 against 173 in the preceding year. 

As mentioned earlier, two Health Units were newly establish¬ 
ed in Vaikom and Shertala taluks as part of the Post-War 
Reconstruction Soheme of the Publio Health Department. 
Towards the latter half of 1122, the HeSlth Unit activities such 
as, rural sanitation, detection of births and deaths and propaganda, 
were started under the direct supervision of the District Health 
Offioer. ■ 

Rural maternity and ohild welfare centres are working in 
many parts of the State. These institutions 
Maternity and are proving more and more popular as is 
Ohild Welf are evidenced by the increasing demand for addi- 

Work• - ■ tional centres. Including the 10 additions 1 

centres opened during the year under report, a 
total of 38 suoh institutions were functioning at the close of the 
par. The midwives attaohed to these centres conducted visits, 
' registered pregnant eases, and rendered the neoessary help. 

Most of the municipal towns including - the Corporation of 
Trivandrum and 17 Village Unions and Panehayats in the State 
employed midwives to oarry on maternity and child welfare work 
?n their respective areas. 
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The Milk Canteens which were organised under the auspioej 
of the Friend’s Ambulance Unit, Calcutta, for 
Milk Canteens . the free distribution of condensed milk and 
multi-vitamin tablets to the expectant and 
ndrsing mothers and to under-nourished children continued 
to funotion throughout the year under report. There were 
altogether 156 canteens working at the close of the year and 
the average daily attendance for- the whole State was about 
60,000. About 1,200 oases of New Zealand biscuits were also 
distributed freely through these oentres. 

The State -Nutrition Committee continued to funotion 
during the year and tendered advice on 
- Nutrition questions connected with nutrition intejti- 
. Committee. gations, surveys and propaganda, etc., in the 

State. 

During the year under report 421 offences were deteoted 
under the Public Health Act, of which 360 
■ Cases wider abated after the issue of notioe. Eight 
the Public cases were proseouted' of which four ended 
Health Act. in conviction. 

The objeot of the health education section "is to enlist the 
co-operation of the publio in the department’s 
Public Health working and to arouse in the people a sense of 
•Education. their responsibility in the matter-Jof preserva¬ 

tion and promotion of publio hialth. Several 
leotures and 'talks-on subjects relating to publio health were gives 
during the year, and pamphlets and posters were widely distri¬ 
buted. The lecture campaign was carried out mostly in rural 
areas for the dissemination of popular knowledge on nutrition, 
hygienic living and prevention of diseases. The Travancore 
Broadcasting Servioe was utilised to broadcast talks, on the 
above subjeots. 

As usual, a vacation oourse in hygiene Was held in Vaikom 
in aid of the teachers" A hygiene olass for.the officers of the: 
Central Prison, Trivandrum who had to take a short oourse of 
instruction in'hygiene for the Jail Officer’s Test was also oonduotei; 
as jn the previous year. ... 
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Rural sanitation work consists of the sinking of new wells, 
repairs, oleaning and disinfection of existing 
Rural Sani- wells, street lighting and sweeping, attending 
tation, to • the sanitation Of markets and centres of 

fails and festivals, installation of sanitary 
privies and epidemic control measures. 

Dnring the year- under report, there were 79 oonservanoy 
stations as . against 74 in 1121. 666 markets wore inspected 
during the year. Speoial sanitary arrangements were made in 
connection with 53 fairs and festivals. 53 wells were improved 
during the year, 672 tanks and 9,984 wells and other water 
sonroes were disinfected, 522 latrines were installed during the 
year against 345 in 1121.' 

The receipts of the department amounted to 
Receipts and to Rs. 20,546 against an expenditure of 
Expenditwe. Rs. 8,61,121.

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PUBLIC-INSTRUCTION. 

Piom very early times the village school master, styled the 
Asan, imparted education of a rudi mentary character in Mala- 
yalam or Tamil. He was remunerated by the 
Historical people themselves. The principal subjects 
Swrvey. taught were reading, writing, arithmetic and 

the elements of astronomy for the simple calcu¬ 
lations required for domestic rituals and for determining the chief 
periods of agricultural operations. The old village schools taught 
boys and girls together. The State’s direct activity in the field of - 
education began over a century ago- The duty of the State to 
impart public instruction was recognised so long ago as 992 m. i. 
(1817 a. d.) when Her Highness Rani Gouri Parvati Bayi issued 
a rescript in which Her Highness resolved “that the State should 
defray the entire cost of the education of its people in. order that 
there might ba no backwardness in the spread of enlightenment 
among them, that by diffusion of education they might become 
better subjects and public servants and that the reputation of the 
State might be advanced thereby.” Christian Missionaries opened 
two English schools, one at Kottayam and the other at Nagercoil 
in the years 1816-19 and. they were given substantial aid from the 
Government in the shape of grants of.land. The first Government 
English school was started in 1834 at Trivandrum and this insti¬ 
tution slowly and steadily developed into the Maharaja’s high 
school and college- An English school for girls was opened at 
Trivandrum in 1863 by the Zenana Mission and next year was 
opened the Maharaja’s English High School for girls which has 
since developed into a college for women. The first Normal 
School was founded in 1885 and it developed in 1911 into the 
Training College. A Sanskrit school was opened in 1689 which 
subsequently developed into the Sanskrit College. The first 
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Director of Public instruction was appointed in 1084 m. e- 
(1909 A. D.) and this was followed in the nest year by the promul¬ 
gation of the Education and Inspection Codes, which marked the 
inauguration of the existing educational system and policy. The 
University of Travancore was established by Act I of lllSf M . e. 
promulgated by His Highness the Maharaja Sri Ohitra Tirunal on 
the 1st November 1937. The. University has made adequate 
provision for pure academic studies of the highest standard and 
the pursuit of knowledge in all the various branches, the distinc¬ 
tive characteristic of this University being the emphasis laid on 
technological studies, scientific research and the promotion of 
indigenous art and culture. 

The educational system of Travancore consists of three 
important branches vie ., Primary Education, Secondary Education 
(Middle and High Schools) and the Collegiate 
Educational Education. There are also special schools 
System,. for the teaching of Sanskrit, technical schools 

for giving vocational instruction and institu¬ 
tions for the training of teachers- Pf-imary schools teach up to 
olass V, the course of instruction being mainly reading, writing, 
arithmetic and simple lessons in History, Geography, Civics 
Nature-study and Hygiene. ‘Art and Craft’ is a compulsory 
subject for primary classes. Provision is made for the teaching 
of Music, Needlework and Domestic Economy to girl pupils- 
After the primary course a pupil pursues his studies in the 
Middle School (Forms 1 to III) and thence in the High School 
(Forms IY to VI) at the" end of which he has to sit for the 
E- S. L. C. Examination. A pupil coming out successful in the 
E. S. L. C. Examination can either go in for higher studies or 
can enter public service- The existing Malayalam and Tamil 
Middle and High School classes are being progressively abolished 
from the beginning of the school year 1947-48. There are 
separate- Middle and High Schools for boys and girls, but girls 
are admitted to schools for boys in localities where there are no 
separate schools for girls. Girls were paying half the rate of 
fees prescribed for boys in schools and colleges till 1107. From 
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that year full rates began to be levied from the girl students in 
colleges and three fourth rates from girls in schools feoa 
Edavam 1122 fees at full rates are realised from girl pupils in 
schools too. A notable feature in the domain of education is the 
part played by private agencies. Institutions from Primary 
Schools to Colleges are run by them. -They share . with the 
Government the task of public instruction and are paid substan¬ 
tial grant by Government. The expenditure incurred by Govern¬ 
ment in 1122 on account of grants-in-aid to private educational 
institutions amounted to Es-14'31 lakhs- 

In the matter of education the Government have always 
pursued a liberal and progressive policy, and the remarkable 
advance" made by Travancore in the past few 
Educational decades; which has brought the State to the 

Policy . forefront of educated India, has been due to 

their sedulous and festering care. As regards 
primary education, its importance has been recognised and every¬ 
thing practicable is being done to make it compulsory and uni¬ 
versal. In pursuance of this policy, the Travancore Primary 
Education Act was promulgated by His Highness the Maharaja 
■ in 1121 enabling Government to assume within a period of ten 
years the full control of all primary education in the State. Con¬ 
sistently with the educational policy of the State, the education 
of backward communities has been systematically encouraged by 
the grant of apeoia! concessions and facilities to pupils belonging 
to such communities. Special schools are also provided for the 
benefit of certain communities like Kshatriyas and Malayala 
Brahmins who still show reluctance to send their children to 
school if there are no separate schools for them, 

UNIVERSITY OF TRAVANCORE. 

The recommendations of the Education Reorganisation Gomy 
mittee regarding the reorganisation of University Education 
with due regard to past-war developments' 
General. had already been aocepted by the Senate in. 

1121 and steps were taken to implement gra¬ 
dually those recommendations. The Committee had recommended . 
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the institution of the Three-year Degree courses, the abolition 
of the present Intermediate Examination and the institution of 
an entrance examination for admission to the University. A 
beginning in this direction of inaugurating the new courses was 
made by the passing of an ordinance instituting the University 
Previous Examination. Having instituted the University Pre¬ 
vious Examination, .the appropriate authorities of the University 
are taking steps to start the new Three-year Degree courses. 

In addition to the: steps taken to reorganise the scheme of 
University education, the following were the noteworthy events 
of the year •—' 

(1) The institution of a Diploma course in Agriculture. 

(2) 'The institution of a Diploma course in Bacteriology 
and Hygiene- 

(3) The opening of two Pre-University Schools, one at 
-Trivandrum under the oontrol of the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion and the other at Changanacherry under the management of 
the Nair Service Society. 

(4) The appointment of Mr. T. R. M. Lawrie, Senior Geo¬ 
logist of the Geological Survey of Scotland, as Director of Mineral 
Survey and Research in the University, Mr. Lawrie’s work being 
to start and establish a systematic geological survey and mapping 
of the State and to investigate the mineral resources of the State. 

Under Sections 14 (b) and 17 of the University Act, the 
Senate and the Syndicate were reconstituted during the year- 
All the Faculties except the Faoulty of Technology and all the 
Boards of Studies, the term of offioe of which expired during the 
year were also reconstituted. Three new Boards o’f Studies, viz., 
in Syriac, Hindi and islamic were constituted during the year. 

A special course in French was started for the benefit of the 
Science teachers and Research students in the University College,. 

The Civil Maistry’s Class in the Engineering 
New Courses College which was suspended in the previous 
of Studies. year was resumed at the request of the Public 
Works Department. In view of the difficulty 
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■ to get trained personnel for employment in the chemical indus¬ 
tries of the State, a course for the training of chemists in Engi¬ 
neering, utilising the facilities available in the Engineering Col¬ 
lege, was started during the year with 20 students- 

The courses of study leading to the B. Sc. Degree in Engi¬ 
neering were revised making provision for specialisation in one 
of the following branches, vis., civil, mechanical or electrical. The 
course for the .Diploma course in Engineering was also revised 
and reduced from four to three years- 

The exhibition of educational films and films of topical in¬ 
terest under, the Visual Education Scheme was continued in 1122 
also- The Indian Air Training Cadet classes opened in the Engi¬ 
neering College in 1119 also continued during the year- Two 
batches of students were given training ia the classes and certifi¬ 
cates of proficiency were awarded to the cadets who passed the 
examination and a ceremonial Passing-out Parade was conducted 
at the close of the course. 

Under the administrative control of the University there are 
six Government colleges in Trivandrum besides the Institute of 
Textile Technology. There ara five private 
Institutions. colleges in the mofussil admitted to the privi¬ 
leges of the University- The Central Research 
Institute, the Public Health Laboratory,- the Public Library at 
Trivandrum, the Oriental Manuscripts Library, the Observatory 
and the School of Arts are also under the administrative control 
of the University. 

A total number of 6,199 students including 1,316 women 
students were, studying in the various educational institutions 
under the University, the corresponding fi- 
Strength. gures for the previous year being 5,511 and 
1,176. A statement showing the distribution 
pf these students in. the several institutions is given below:

The 
special committees constituted by the 
The Central Council met, often to consider land dispose of 
Besearoh Tnsti- various matters* 


An Inspection Commission consisting of eminent scientists 
from all over India was appointed by the University to examine 
and report on the working of the Central Research Institute. A 
septennial report on the working of the department of Research 
from 1939-46’Was prepared and sent to the members of the 
Inspection Commission. Iu view of the political developments 
following the partition of India, the members of the Commission 
could not conduct their joint inspection. 

The Fisheries Development Scheme, the Essential Oil 
Scheme, the Model Salt Factory, the Shark Liver Oil Factory 
and the Soil Survey Scheme which were under the control of 
the University were transferred to the control of Government 
during the year and included among the Post-war Development 
Schemes. 

Researches on various mattera were conducted by the 
Research Department. The field experiments in progress in the 
tapioca farm during 1121 were oompletod. Fresh experiments 
to find out the effect of topping during different periods of 
growth, to ascertain the effect of allowing fruits to set in, on 
the quantity and quality of tubers, to determine the spacing 
requirements of the plant and the. portion of stem best suited 
for planting etc,, were started during the year. Observations 
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on the growth of selected research materials like inter-speoifio 
hybrids, back-cross hybrids, interploids, inter-varieties were 
continued. 

All the recorded varieties of tapioca cultivated in North 
and Central Travancore were grown and their morphological 
characters studied. Field experiments on vernalised - seedlings'of 
ohalmba paddy adopting Dr. Sircar’s method (short day treat¬ 
ments) started in 3121 were continued during the year- The 
preparation of a Pharmacognosy of Ayurvedic drugs,sanctioned 
by the University in 1121 was in progress during the year. The 
possibilities of increasing the digestibility of shark liver oil by 
enzynic hydrolysis were tried. Experiments on the use of 
Bellier figure for the rough estimation of the extent of adultera¬ 
tion of shark liver o>l with ground-nut ’ oil were completed.' 
Progress was made in the experiments on the ethical prepara¬ 
tion of shark liver oil and also the preparation of shark liver oil 
with malt extracts. 

Chemical examination of and investigation on certain forest 
products were in progress during the year. Experiments on the 
synthesis and use of some of the forest products were conducted 
during the year. Investigations on the soil fertility of the 
Kayamknlam lake bed were completed. The preparation of 
pyrethrum extracts for anti-malarial work for the Public Health 
Department was continued during the year. Studies on enteric 
fever started towards the close of 1121 were continued. 

During the year under review, a hook-worm survey of the 
State was conducted in the Public Health Laboratory in colla¬ 
boration with the Public Health Department. Collaterally with 
the hook-worm survey the study of haemoglobin and blood cell 
variations in hook-worm infection was also taken up. 

The analytical work connected with the cost of living 
index survey and nutrition survey commenced 
' Statistical in 1121 was completed. 

Surveys' ' , 
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Medical. examination of 2,933 students, including 686 
women students was conducted during tie year. The system 
of compulsory physical instruction for the 
Physical Intermediate classes was continued. The Inter 
Education and Collegiate Athletio Meet was held on the 18th 
University Of - February 1947. The University participated 
fleers' Training in the South Zone Inter-University tourna- 
and Labour ments in football and tennis held at ' Trivan- 

Gorps • drum and in the hockey tournament held at 

Madras. A special feature of the year under 
report was the physical education exhibition held in connection 
with the All-India Educational Conference at Trivandrum in 
December 1946. 

The annual camp of the Travancore University Officers’ 
Training Corps was held in the Sri Chitra Exhibition grounds at 
Nanthavanam. The N. C. Os., and Cadets had their usual 
“Annual Musketry Practice” in the Long Range of the Travan. 
core State Forces at Mukkunnimalai. 

Examinations in ‘A’ and ‘B ! certificates in Military Science 
were held during the year. They were conducted by a Board of 
Examiners consisting of three officers of the State Forces and 
.the Adjutant of the Corps. 

During the year under report, the Office of the Department 
of Publications was shifted from the old Arts College to the new 
buildings in the eastern compound of the 
Department University college. The Advisory Board met 
of Publications- once in August 1947, and considered the 
possibility of increasing the scope of the work 
of the department and enhancing, the sale of publications. The 
preparation of a glossary of terms in Zoology was in the final 
stage of revision. Five books were in the Press and eight publi¬ 
cations were under preparation duringlthe year. , 
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• The Students’ Advisory Bureau was constituted at the 
instance of the Government of Tndia in 1121 with the object of 
giving students desirous of proceeding for 
Students' higher studies in other Universities in India 

Advisory and abroad up-to-date information regarding 

Bureau and courses of studies, minimum qualifications 
Employment required, probable expenses and other relevant 

Bureau. matters. The Bureau functioned satisfactorily 

during the year under report. The chief 
work of the Bureau consisted in replying to enquiries. Two 
meetings of the Bureau were held during the year. The Employ¬ 
ment Bureau instituted in the preceding year started functioning. 

The year opened with a balance of Bs. 14,89,668-0-0 in the 
University Fund. The receipt for the year 1122 including the 
Government grant of Rs. 15,06,000 under 
Finance. Service Heads and Rs. 7,20,000 under 

Capital amounted to Rs. 28,09,709 against. 
Rs. 19,23,962 during the previous year. The total expenditure 
for the year was Rs. 25,72,321 against Rs. 18,07,104 during 
1121 . 


EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 

Director of Publdo Instruction. Mr. A\. Narayanan Tampi, 
B. A. ( Oxon ), Bar-at-Law. 

There were 4,076 recognised schools of all grades with 
1,091,766 pupils under the control of the Education Department 
during 1122 as against 3,709 schools and 
Progress of 946,490 pupils in the previous year. Of these, 
Education-Gene- the number of departmental schools rose irom 
ral Statistics. 1,192 to 1,723 while the number of private 
schools decreased from 2,517 to 2,353. The 
increase in the number of departmental institutions and the 
decrease in the number of private institutions were mainly due 
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to the assumption fay the department under the compulsory 
primary education scheme of many private schools in the taluks 
of Kalkulam, Vilavancode, Trivandrum Rural, Kunnathoor and 
Parur. Of the total number of pupils under instruction during 
the year, 628,399 were boys and 468,367 were girls- The per¬ 
centage of male scholars to the male population was 20'5 against 
17*8 in 1121, the corresponding percentages for female scholars 
being 15'5 and 13'2. 

Government accepted the recommendations of the Education 
Reorganisation Committee that the E. S. L. C-> Examination 
should be free from the domination of the 
Pre-Unwersity University requirements, and should function 
OouTse. as the normal finishing stage of secondary 

education ; the University conducting its own 
appropriate entrance examinations for admission to the University 
course. The scheme contemplates an year’s course in a Univer¬ 
sity Previous school which has to concentrate on building up in 
its students habits of independent study, a training which has to 
bear fruit when students join the University for a three years’ 
degree course or for a course in the Faculty of Engineering, or a 
course in the higher polytechnique institute. 

For implementing the recommendation of the Reorganisation 
Committee steps were taken for the establishment of pre-Univer- 
sity schools in different parts of the State. Two such schools 
were started during the year, one at Trivandrum by the Govern¬ 
ment, and the other at Changancherry by the Nair Service 
Society. 

The number of students admitted in the two schools together 
during the year'was 641 (387 iu the school at Trivandrum and 
264 in the school at Changanacherry). 

According to the reorganisation scheme the distinction bet¬ 
ween English, Malayalam and Tamil schools does not exist. The 
preparatory class has been abolished. The 

Middle and classification of schools was changed, there 
High School being only middle and high schools. The

The revised high school, solieme designed to adjust high' 
school education to the various aptitudes of pupils was given 
effect to about the beginning of the school year 1946-47 with the 
provision of several optional subjects in the IV Form to com. 
mence with. Instruction in all the subjects except English is given 
.in the mother tongue in the IV and V Forms. For preparing the 
necessary subject books in Malayalam and Tamil 18 committees 
composed of experts in the various subjects and an Editorial 
Board were constituted by the department. The system of 
selection of pupils for public examinations was stopped during 
the year under report also as a temporary measure as was done 
in 1121. The new type middle schools were started by the 
abolition of class VI and the opening of Form I in its place. The 
pay of the graduate teachers in the department was revised, 
raising the minimum from Rs- 30 to Rs* 50 per mensem and the 
maximum from Rs. 175 to Rs. 225 per mensem. Rules were 
framed for improving the conditions of service of teachers in 
privately managed schools- 

In pursuance of the provisions of the Travanoore Primary 
Education Act which- was passed by His Highness the Maharaja 
m 1121, the soheme of compulsory primary 
Compulsory education had already been put into operation 
Primary Edit- in the same year in the two southernmost 
cation, taluks of Thovalaand Agastiswaram and in the

(Rural) Kunnathur anrl Parur were brought under the scheme. 
A preliminary census of the 6-10 years age group was taken in 
five taluks for getting an idea of the number of, and the places 
where, new primary schools had to be opened, and the sites for 
new schools were fixed b.y the department for the construction of 
school buildings. Thu policy of taking over such of the non- 
departmental primary schools iu the area whose managements 
offered to surrender them on a lease, basis was continued during 
the year also. The schools so released to Government in the 
compulsory areas numbered 189 and the teachers numbering 879 
in the employ of the private managements which surrendered the 
schools were absorbed into Government service. The second 
reader in Malayalam and Tamil was made ready iu time for class 
II for use an 1122-23 by the expert committee appointed for the 
purpose. A refresher course for the benefit of the primary 
school teachers was conducted in 1122 also during the summer 
vacation to give training on teaching technique suited to the 
mew syllabus for primary schools and 4,000 teachers were trained 
in 80 centres. The shift system which-w,as introduced in-1121 
in compulsory areas by which one set of classes worked in the 
forenoon from 9 to 12*30 and the other in the afternoon from 
1‘30 to 6 was extended to the non-eompulsory areas also during 
the year under report- The basic pay of the teachers in the 
primary schools throughout the State was raised to Ks- 25 per 
mensem. Class V ■ was opened in most of the departmental 
primary schools and permission was granted to private primary 
schools to open class V on provision of the necessary accommoda¬ 
tion- The scheme, of' medieal inspection of primary school 
children was introduced in the City of Trivandrum and in the 
talukB of Thovala and Agastiswaram and-a special . staff of 
medical men was appointed. The primary schools attached to . 
k igli schools, middle schools and training schools were placed 
under the control of the Assistant Inspecting officers. The con¬ 
solidated pay bill system was adopted for the disbursement of the 
pay of tho staff of the departmental primary schools. The scheme 
of taking under departmental managoment*pi'ivate primary schools 
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voluntarily surrendered to Government was exteuaed to the non- 
eompulsory area, the teachers employed in the surrendered schools 
being absorbed in Government service. Denominational schools’ 
as contemplated in the Primary Education Act, VIII of 1121 
were permitted to be started. A vacation course in hygiene for 
the benefit of the Malayalam and Tamil school teachers was 
conducted during the year.

There was a large increase in the number and strength of 
the departmental primary schools. This is due to the opening of 
new departmental primary schools in the areas in which com¬ 
pulsory primary education was introduced and also due to the' 
taking over under departmental management of a large number 
of privately managed schools. 

A sum of Es- 10,47,872 was spent from the allotment Set 
apart for primary. education under the post-war reconstruction 
schems, during the year under report. 

The total number of teachers employed in departmental and 
private schools together was 25,844 of whom 
Teachers and 18,214 were trained. The appointment of 

their Training, trained teachers in all grades was insisted on*. 
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Special Schools. 

There were 37 training schools at the end of the year with a 
total strength of 1*220 as against 38 schools 
Training and 1,112 pupils in the previous year. Of the 
Schools. 1,220 trainees 160 were women. 

The Sanskrit schools in the State underwent a change during 
the year under report. The reorganisation of'Sanskrit schools 
on the lines of the recommendations of 
Satishrit the Education Reorganisation Committee 

Schools. was taken up and Government accorded sanc¬ 

tion to the existing Sanskrit schools being 
transformed to the new type Sanskrit schools progressively. 
Accordingly the Pratharm class was abolished from the beginning 
of the school ? ’year 1122-23 and Form I opened in all Sankrit 
Schools. The Principal, Sankrit College, Trivandrum was em¬ 
powered to inspect the Sanskrit schools. The Sanskrit Patasala 
attached to the Sanskrit College continued to be under the control 
of the Education Department and its strength was 144 as against 
191 in 1121- There were 40 recognised Sanskrit schools under- 
private management during the year- 

Thirteen aided technical schools for girls were functioning in 
the State during 1122 having altogether a strength of 1,025 
pupils. These institutions teach mainly weav- 
Technieal ing, embroidery and lace work- They do not 
Schools for receive any instruction, in general subjects 
Qirls. in most cases, but they acquire proficiency in 

their work so as to earn a living wage. 

The strength of the Reformatory school at the beginning of 
the year was 39. Eight boys were admitted in the course of the 
year, one was removed to the hospital, and 16 
Reformatory were released, thus leaving 30 boys in' the 
School. school at the end of the year. Moral, religious 

and general instruction was given to the boys 
as in the previous years. 
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The Sri Swati Thirunal Academy of Music is a departmental

Mohammedans, in certain areas. The Inspector for Muslim 
eduoation inspects Arabic and Koran teaching 
in schools and acts as consultant in matters pertaining,to Moham¬ 
medan education. Consequent on the bifurcation of .Tamil and 
Malayalam middle schools which had Arabic classes attached 
steps were taken for the satisfactory working of Arabic teaching 
in the middle as well as primary schools. Three thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-nine Mohammedan pupils were under instruc¬ 
tion in English schools during the year as against 3,708 in 1121. 
The number of Mohammedan pupils in the Malayalam and Tamil 
schools also rose from 34,068 in 1121 to 42,382. Mohammedan 
girls in English schools numbered 538 and in Malayalam aud 
Tamil schools 13>359 during 1122 as against 706 and 10,392 
during the preceding year- In 291 institutions special instruction 
in Arabic was imparted in 1122, the correspondiug figure for 
1121 being 231. 

The eduoation of the pupils belonging to the backward com- 
.munities continued to engage the special attention of the depart¬ 
ment. -The schools in backward areas were 
Eduoation of afforded special facilities and the rules regard* 
Baokwa-rd Com- ing site, building, appliances, qualification 
.munides. of teachers, percentage of attendance, etc., 

were relaxed to a considerable extent in their 
case. In places where there were no educational facilities, steps 
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were taken to start separate schools- . The Village Uplift Offioer 
and the Protector of Backward Communities made recommenda¬ 
tions for the opening of a few pial schools in some places and 11 
schools were sanctioned in-1122. ' During the year, under report, 
7,049 pupils (including 13,908 girls) belonging to the backward 
pommunities were under instruction in the high and middle 
schools and 99,693 pupils (including 36,120 girls) were under 
instruction in primary schools and classes i to V in middle 
schools- Jilfty Harijan schools were aided during the year by 
Government.. Of these, 33 were under the management of the 
Harijan Sevak Sangh, 10 under the management of the Kerala 
Hindu Mission and 7 under individual managements- 

The concessions to the pupils of backward communities in 
respect of payment of examination fees was continued during the 
year- Deserving pupils of these communities in primary schools 
were supplied with clothes free and pupils in classes Ilf and IV 
were supplied with readers free of cost. 

Miscellaneous. 

There wore 59 hostels and boarding houses under the control 
of the Education Department during 1122. Of 
Hostels and these, 30 were attached to schools for boys and 
Boarding Hou- 29 to schools for girls- Maintenance grant 
see. was sanctioned to 8 of the institutions 

Thirteen orphanages with a total strength of 742 were 
working in the State during the year and the 
Orphanages, amount paid to these institutions as grant-in- 
■ aid during the year was Rs. 1,816. 

The. system of awarding grant-in-aid to reading rooms and 
libraries with a view to encouraging adult education was intro¬ 
duced in the State in the year 1092 M. E- 
Libraries and Seventy-two such institutions consisting of 17 
Beading Booms, urban and 55 rural libraries were in receipt of 
grant during the year under report- Rural 
libraries were also attached to some of .the departmental primary 
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sobooL? and there were 124 such libraries during 1122 as against 
117 in 1121. Every rural library was supplied with a'daily 
newspaper, a weakly and a, monthly magazine. The libraries 
have been functioning satisfactorily during the year under re¬ 
port. 


The scout movement iu schools was encouraged as in the pre¬ 
vious years. With a view to bringing more departmental schools 
into the scout movement and to encouraging 
Scouting. departmental schools in scouting activities, 
grants were sanctioned to departmental 
. school teachers for attending training camps. The total number 
of scouts, cubs, etc., in high and middle schools during 1122 was 
3,107 and the number of girl guids, blue- birds etc., was Ip. A 
reorganisation of the headquarters council and the administrative 
machinery of the Travanoore Boy Socuts Association was sanc¬ 
tioned by Government according to which the headquarters staff 
was taken over to the Education Department. 

Special stress was laid on games and other athletic activi¬ 
ties in schools. Inter-school sports and tournaments form an im 
portant item of athletic activity. Many schools 
Athletic Acti- and colleges have joined the Travanoore Athle- 
tic Association. The unique feature of the 
activities during the year was the conduct for 
the first time, of Maharani Setu Parvati Bayi Tuter-school Sports 
for Girls, seniors and juniors, on an All-Travaneore basis. An 
amount of Rs. 5,000 was paid to the association as Government 
grant. 

Scholarships to the value of fig. 38,893 were paid during the 
year against Rs. 33,539 in 1121. A sum of 
Scholarships Rs. 50,893 was spent during 1122 f or payment- 
<md Stipends. of stipends to teachers deputed for training. 
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Tuition fees according to the recommendations of the Educa¬ 
tion ireorganisation Committee' were levied in 
Fees and Fee Forms which worked according to the revised 
Concessions■ scheme, the old rates being levied in the other 

classes which worked under the old scheme 
(vie.) Forms 11, HI and VI. 

Fee concessions were given to pupils having regard to the 
percentage of literacy and the economic condition of the commu¬ 
nities to which they belong. Fee concession rules were revised 
during the year in order to ensure uniformity of application and 
making separate provisions for male and female pupils. Poverty 
was made a condition precedent to the award of fee concession. 
Military concessions and the concessions to the pupils of back¬ 
ward communities were continued. The loss incurred by the 
department on account of the award of fee concessions in 1122 
was Rs- 1,74,388 against Rs. 95,125 in 1121. The amount in¬ 
cludes compensation grants given to private managements caleu- 
ated at 60 per cent of the loss sustained by them on account of 
awarding fee concession to pupils in their schools. 

Considerable relief-was afforded to a good number of school¬ 
going children by the schema for noon-feeding of poor children 
conducted in several schools through the' 
Noon-feeding efforts of the central organisation of the 

of School Child- Vanehi Poor Fund and its local committees- 
ren . Milk was supplied to pupils in selected schools 

in accordance with the scheme laid down by 
the Milk Canteen Committee. 

The following statement shows the results of the public exa¬ 
minations conducted by the department during 
Emmniiidtions■ the year •— * 
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The Educational Bureau and Museum was reorganised and 
its name changed to ‘The Central Eduoational Library’. The 
staff of the institution was also strengthened. 

Miscellaneous. Three teaohers of the department were deputed 
to the United Kingdom for training as Inspec¬ 
tors Seven candidates were deputed to Calcutta to undergo 
training in Fine Arts under Professor 0. C. Gangoly. One lady 
teaoher was deputed to undergo training in Practical Nutrition 
work held at I. R. E. A., Nutrition Research Laboratory, Coonoor 
for a period of two months. The Principal, Sanskrit College, 
Trivandrum was appointed Inspector of Sanskrit schools with a 
view to making the inspection of these institutions more efficient. 
Teaohers in private sohools were also allowed to continue in servioe 
till the completion of their 58th year of age. A vacation course 
in hygiene for the benefit of the Malayalam and Tamil school 
teachers was conducted during the year. A departmental kinder¬ 
garten school was opened at Trivandrum on 8th Chingom 1122, 
Twelve undergraduate and two graduate teachers were deputed for 
training at the Arundale Montessori Training Centre, Adyar, 
Madras. 

The reoeipts of' the Education Department during 1122 
amounted to Rs. 15,37,391 against Rs. 13,65,553 in 1121 result¬ 
ing in an increase of Rs. 1,71,838. The expen- 
Reeeipts and diture also increased from Rs. 63‘16 lakhs in 
Expenditure. 1121 to, Rs. 75'83 lakhs in 1122. 





CHAPTER XI1L 


LOCAL SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

The earliest legislation relating to local self-government in 
Travancore was Act II of 1069. Prior to that, a set of rules 
passed in 1053 m. e. governed sanitation and 
History. other matters connected with the improvement 

of towns. The rules applied to the town of 
Trivandrum and regulated only certain matters relating to con¬ 
servancy. They had not the force of law and were not compre¬ 
hensive enough to meet the growing needs of the capital or of the 
important mofuesil towns. The Act passed in 1069, to provide 
for the conservanoy and improvement of towns, created town 
improvement committees and town funds ; but the powers of the 
committees were limited and their duties confined to the supervi¬ 
sion of sanitary arrangements. The committees had no power 
of taxation. Five committees, vis., those at Trivandrum, Nager- 
coil, Quilon, Alleppey and Kottayam, were appointed under this 
Act. The number of Members on those committees varied from 
5 to 9 with a permanent'official majority. This Aot was super¬ 
seded by Act III of 1076 which for the first time authorised local 
taxation with the previous sanction of Government and thereby 
enabled the committees to augment their resources and widen 
the scope of their usefulness. 'The experience gained in the work¬ 
ing of this Act, the demands from the' various oommittees for 
greater powers and the progress of local bodies elsewhere led to 
the promulgation of Aot V of 1095 on the lines of the.law in force 
in British India at the time. Under this Act, - municipal oounoils 
were constituted and the maximum official as well as the mini¬ 
mum elected non-official element were fixed. The soope of muni¬ 
cipal activities was enlarged and the obligatory and discretionary 
duties of municipal connoils were defined. 

The provisions of Aot V of 1095 which governed the working 
of the municipality of Trivandrum as also of the mofussil muni- 
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oipalities for a couple of decades, were not in many respects 
suitable enough to meet the increasing needs of those municipa¬ 
lities. It had also been felt that the-Municipal town of Irivan- 
.. drum, the capital of the State which had grown into a city, 
should bo treated on a separate footing and be governed by a law 
for itself. The Trivandrum City Municipal Act, IV of 1116 m. e . 
drawn up on the lines of the Madras City Municipal Act of 1919 
■a. D., was therefore passed; and the Trivandrum Municipality 
was constituted into a Corporation on the 14th Thnlam 1116 with 
larger autonomous powers in the matter of managing .its own 
affairs. For the better management of the municipal affairs of the 
State, excepting the City of Trivandrum, the Travancore District 
Municipalities Act, XXIII of 1116 was passed and it was brought 
into force on the 1st Dhanu 1117. . 

The number of municipalities excluding the Trivandrum 
City Corporation was 17. Six of the municipal towns are in the 
Trivandrum Division,'six in the Quilon Division 
Number , Gon- and the remaining five in the Kottayam Divi- * 
stituiim, A re a sion. The municipal councils are composed of 
and Population, members partly elected, by the rate-payers and 
partly nominated by Government, the elec¬ 
ted members forming not less than three-fourths of the total 
number, of members. Some of the nominated members are officials 
and others non-offioials. All the municipal oouncils have the 
right of electing their Chairmen who may be ohosen either from 
amongst the members or from outside. Commissioners appointed 
by Government were functioning in the Corporation of Trivandrum 
and in 14 other municipalities. The total area comprised within 
the limits of the municipalities was roughly 102 square miles with 
a total population of 574,500 according to the census of 1941. 

The main function of municipal administration continued to 
be the care of sanitation and public health. Among the obligatory 
functions devolving on municipalities, lighting 
Work of the of publio streets, vaccination and registration. 
Municipalities. of births and deaths were attended to by all 
■ . ; municipal eounoils. Conducting leper clinics 

and child welfare centres, rendering free midwifery aid, running 
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libraries and reading rooms, subsidising vaidyasalaa, eto., were 
some of the other important items of work attended to by the 
councils. 

The aggregate opening balanoe to the credit of all the muni¬ 
cipal oounoils (including Trivandrum City Corporation) at the be¬ 
ginning of the year was Rs. 7‘91 lakhs and the 
Finance. total receipts during the year amounted to 

Es. 30-00 lakhs. A sum of Rs. 17-70 lakhs 
was spent by the Councils during the year. 

VILLAGE PANCHAYATS AND VILLAGE ONIONS.

v The Txavancore Village Panchayat Act was passed in Kar- 
katakam 1100 (August 1925) for fostering and developing local 
self government in the rural areas of the State. 
General. - Under this Act six Panckay&ts were consti¬ 
tuted "in 1107 and one more in 1112. In 
order to encourage rural development and to afford better ‘ oppor¬ 
tunities to the people for making village organisations more 
useful and beneficial, the .Txavancore Village Unions Act was 
passed in Thulam.1115 (November 1939) and 39 Village Unions, 
were constituted in the years 1115 and 1116. The Division 
Pefshkars were the Registrars of the Village Panchayats and the 
Village Unions in their respective Divisions. At the close of the 
year 1120, certain changes were made by Government in the 
control and constitution of these bodies so as to improve their 
working and usefulness. . Government found that the Division 
Peiskkars who were the Registrars of Village Panchaya'ts and 
Unions in their respective Divisions could not in the midst of their 
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many-sided and onerous duties devote adequate attention to the 
improvement of the Panehayats and Unions. The Tahsildars 
who were the Presidents of the Village Unions and of most of the 
Panehayats were also similarly handicapped. The administration 
of these local bodies was therefore taken away from the Revenue 
Deportment and entrusted with the Public Health Department 
which at present has a State-wide organisation and is specially 
fitted to guide and co-ordinate the work of local bodies whose 
functions are mostly in respect of sanitation, public health and 
other items of rural welfare. The Director of Public Health was 
appointed as the ex-officio Registrar of Village Unions and ; 
Panehayats throughout the State. Steps were taken to relieve 
the Tahsildars of the Presidentship of the local 'bodies and to 
enable the bodies to have non-official Presidents either elected by 
themselves or nominated by Government. Fifty p»r cent, of the 
membership of the Unions was thrown open to election. 

There were at the commencement of the year under report, 
50 Village Unions' and 7 Village Panehayats in the State 
During the year sanction was accorded for constituting 57 more . 
Village Unions. There were-thus 107 Village Unions and seven ’ 
Village Panehayats at the end of the .year covering on the whole 
an area of 1,605 eq. miles with a population of nearly eighteen 
lakhs. At the end of the year excepting the Aroor Village 
Union, which continued under the Tahsildar-President, all the 
other Onions and Panehayats were having.non-official Presidents. 

The Village Unions and Panehayats carried on various 
scheduled activities laid down in the Village Unions and 
Panehayats Acts. Many of these institutions 
Aotivitits. endeavoured to promote rural welfare «& 8~ 
development in general’, and .extended their 
co-operation to the several departments and voluntary agencies. 
The main activities carried out during the year under report are- 
described under the following heads:— 

1. Public Works. Foremost attention was paid to works 
under this head, such at improvement of roads and lanes, opening 
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of village roads, construction of small bridges, culverts, public 
wells, urinals and latrines, and waiting sheds, providing cattle 
pounds, etc. In several oases substantial work was executed 
through private parties by giving them grants as an incentive 
towards voluntary service. Free supply of mauual labour and 
frea gift of lands characterised the road works undertaken in 
some of the Unions. The aggregate value of free manual labour 
supplied and private contributions given in aid of the public 
works carried out in the Unions aud Panchayats during 1122 is 
roughly estimatsd at Rs. 75,000. Special grants . amounting to 
Es- 43,800 were paid from the allotment provided under the post¬ 
war re-construction schemes of the Public Health Department to 
48 Village Unions and 7 Panchayats for sinking 87 wells. 

2. Public Health and Sanitation. Sixteen Village Unions 
and four Village Panchayats maintained midwives out of their 
own funds. In six Village Unions, midwives ware provided by 
the Public Health Department. Conservancy stations of the 
.Public Health Department with the necessary staff of sweepers 
were functioning in 22 Village Unions and 5 Village Panchayats- 
Eleven Unions and two Panchayats made their own arrangements, 
for street-sweeping. Nine Unions and two Panchayats conducted 
free distribution of milk to under-nourished children under the 
auspices of the Travancore Milk Canteeus Committee. Grants 
were giveu by fo.:r Village Unions and three Village Pauohayats 
for rendering medical aud veterinary aid within their jurisdic¬ 
tion. Six Unions organised measures for flood relief in their 
area.' 

3. Promotion of agriculture and protection of live-stock. 
Several Unions and Panchayats actively promoted the cultiva¬ 
tion of vegetables by distributing vegetable seeds obtained from 
the Agricultural Department. Eight Unions and one "Panchayat 
undertook the distribution of manure issued by the Agricultural 
Department to bonafide cultivators at concessional rates. Stud 
bulls were maintained. by private parties in seven Unions and 
three Panchayats, in most oases with the help of grants from the 
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institutions concerned- Nine Unions and five Panchayats main¬ 
tained cattle pounds. One of the Unions viz-i the Elanthur 
Village Union, conducted an agricultural, industrial, public health 
and live-stock exhibition. 

4. Adult Education. Four Village Unions maintained libra¬ 
ries and reading rooms. Grants were awarded by the Ayroor 
Panchayat to two reading rooms, besides supporting a night 
school. The Kanjirapally Village Union offered a grant to a 
reading room and destitute-home functioning within the Union 


5. Street-lighting. Street-lighting was attended to by 30 
Village Unions and six Village. Panchayats. 

An All-Travancora Village Panchayats and Village Unions 
Conference was held in Trivandrum during the year under report. 

All the Unions and Panchayats in the State 
Miscellaneous, participated in the Conference and the dele¬ 
gates discussed several matters of common 
interest. ■ * 

The total-receipts and expenditure of all the Village Unions , 
and Panchayats amounted to Rs. 49,686 and Rs. 84,461 res¬ 
pectively in 1122. The total contribution 
Eeceipts and made by Government towards these institu- 
Eoopenditure • tions during the year amounted to Rs. 42,451... 



CHAPTER XIV, 


HINDU RELIGIOUS AND CHARITABLE INSTITUTIONS. 

Devaswom Commissioner. Mr. V. Sivasankara Pillai, 


In pursuance of the Devaswom-Proclamation 1 dated the 12th 
April, 1922 the control of the Sirkar Devaswoms, which had been 
vested in the Land Revenue Department, was 
General. taken away from that department and vested 

in the Devaswom Department newly formed 
from the 'commencement of 1098 k. e. To meet the annua I 
expenditure on Devaswoms, 'it was also resolved to credit to 
Devaswoms, annually, a sum representing not less than 40 par 
cent, of the State’s recurring land revenue and to constitute a 
Devaswom Fund comprising this allotment and the other mis¬ 
cellaneous items of revenue like offerings, etc., received by them. 
The newly formed Devaswom Department was entrusted with the 
administration not only of the Sirkar Devaswoms but also of 
JapadaksMna and Ottus or charitable institutions,’ with the 
exception of the. Sri Padmanabhaswami temple and the Agrasala 
at the Capital, and of Personal Deposit Dovaswoms and of their 
. properties situated in and outside the State. Towards the dose 
of 1100, the Dewan was relieved of his duties and responsibilities 
in connection with the administration of the Devaswoms within, 
the purview,of the Devaswom Proclamation; and their admin i*i> 
tration was entrusted to the Devaswom Commissioner, who was 
made directly responsible to the Sovereign, except in certain 
important matters in respect of which the previous approval o£ 
the Dewan had to be obtained. From Vrisohikam 1107, however, 
the notification giving effeot to this arrangement was oanoelled 
and the Devaswom Department was again plaoed under the 
•Dewan like the other departments of Government. 
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Scheduled Devaswoms are grouped into three classes, viz., 
Major, Minor and Petty according to their annual expenditure. 

In the case of Major Devaswoms the annual 
Devaswoms expenditure is Rs. 1,000 or more while in the. 
Major , Minor case of Minor Devaswoms the expenditure 

and Petty. ranges from Es. 100 to Es. 1,000. The annual 

expenditure incurred in respeot of Petty Devas¬ 
woms falls below Es. 100. The number of Major Devaswoms at 
the olose of the year was 173 as against 169 in the previous year, 
consequent on the addition of Kizhoor and Mariapally Deva¬ 
swoms in the Vaikom taluk and Vellanada Devaswom in the 
Trivandrum Division. On aocount of the revision of their 
pathivus during the year, these Devaswoms were raised to the 
status of Major Devaswoms. A new' Major Devaswom at Sachi- 
vottamapuram at Kurichi was instituted during the year under 
report. The number of Minor and Petty Devaswoms at the close 
of the year was 373 and 882 respectively. 

Apart from the Scheduled Devaswoms, there are the Per--., 
sonal Deposit Devaswoms which are unincorporated religious 
institutions which have come under the control 
Personal and management of Government at different 

Deposit Devas- times under varying ciroumstances. Ths 
woms. accounts in respect of these are not merged in . 

the general Devaswom aooounts, but are 
maintained separately. These Devaswoms have personal deposit 
accounts with the Government treasuries. Including six institu¬ 
tions which were either assumed or brought under sole 
management during the year, the total number of personal 
Deposit Devaswoms at the end of the .year was 111. The most 
important of these are—(1) the Pattazhi Devaswom, (2) the 
• Erumeli and Paschima Devaswoms, and (3) Perumanam Deva¬ 
swom in the -Cochin State, the Utchapooja service in which 
is conducted by the Travancore Government by virtue of the 
right acquired from the Parur Raja by the annexation of that 
principality to the Travancore State. „ 

During the year under report, a Special Officer with the 
necessary staff was appointed for attending to oertain items of 
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work relating to Personal Deposit Devaswoms in general, suoh as 
the renewal of leases and other allied matters. 

The Department oontinned to maintain three instructional 
institutions, vis-, the Thevara Patasala at Suohindram and one 
Vedapatasala each at Trivandrum and Thiru- 
Instructional valla. A new scheme. was sanctioned during 
Institutions. the year for the reorganisation of the Vedapata¬ 
sala at Trivandrum. 

Besides the Sri Chit ra Central Hindu Religious Library at 
Trivandrum, there were five mofussil religious libraries main¬ 
tained by the Department, viz., at Nagerooil, 
Hindu Kottayam Mavelikara, Chengannur and Ney- 

Beligious yattinkara; The library at Neyyattinkara 

Librarm. was opened in Karkatakam 1122. Parayana 

Pravaohanams , lectures harihathas, celebra¬ 
tion of jayanthies , navaratri festivals, etc., numbering 228 func¬ 
tions in all, were conducted during the year in the library at 
Trivandrum. The number of books available in the library rose 
from 3,24.9 to 3,644 at the close of the year. The “Cbaitra Prabha” 
a religious quarterly magazine was published by the institution. 

Several religions functions such as hankathas and lectures 
were conducted in all the mofussil libraries. All these libraries 
worked satisfactorily during the year. 

The Devaswom Fund consists of the Government’s contribu¬ 
tion and the income derived from the Nadavaravus^ interest on- 
investments, revenue from Devaswom lands 
Devaswom eto. By the Devaswom Proclamation dated 
Fund. the 25th Mifchunam 1121, the Government’s 

annual contribution to the Devaswom Pund 
was fixed at Rs. 26 lakhs with effect from the year under report. 

The Mairamat Branch of the Public Works Department 
attended to major works connected with temples, all works under 
petty construction and r*pairs being carried 
Devaswom. out as .usual by the Devaswom Department. 

Works. The total expenditure inourrsd through the 

Haramat Department for the renovation -of 
Devaswom buildings and appurtenances was Rs. 1,74,695 during 
the year under report.

Enquiries under Seotion 6 of the Aot were in various stages 
of progress in respect of 14 institutions, and fresh enquiries were 
ordered in respeot of six institutions. Enquiries in regard to 11 
institutions were completed during the year. 

The verification of Thiruvabharanams and other valuables 
in the Devaswoms was continued during the year. The number 
of elephants belonging to the Department at 
Miscellaneous, the beginning of the year was 15. Of these, 
Chandrasekharan stationed at Aranmula died 
of old age during the year under report. Of the remaining 14 
elephants which belonged to the department at the end of the 
year, four were tuskers and 10 cows. At the dose of the year 
the department also possessed 14 bulls, 12 oows, five calves and 
two peacocks. 



CHAPTER XV. 


CONTROL MEASURES. 

Food. 

Mr. K. R. Narayana Aiyar continued to be in oharge of 
the Food Department during the year as Commissioner of Civil 
Supplies. He also functioned as ex-officio 
General. State Food Rationing Officer. The Commis¬ 

sioner was assisted by a Deputy Commissioner, 
two Assistant Commissioners and two Assistants to,the Commis, 
sioner of Civil Snpplies. The rationing work continned to be 
attended to. by the City Rationing Officer, the fonr Mnnioipal 
Rationing Officers and the Tahsildars who functioned as Talnk 
Rationing Offioers. 

Rationing of. foodgrains on a State-wide basis which was 
introduced during 1119 was continned throughout the year 
under report. . The overall size of the ration 
Rationing of unit at the beginning of the year was 4 nazhies 
Foodgrains. of foodgrains, consisting of 3 nazhies of rioe 
and one nazhi of wheat. The size and composi¬ 
tion of the ration unit was altered from time to time according to 
the availability of stock . 

The procurement and movement of Food-grains continued 
to be under Government account during the year. Out of an 
allotment of 277,000 tons of rice made to 
Procurement the State aooording to the Kharif plan of the 
of Foodgrains. Government of India, only a quantity of 
203,219 tons of rioe was actually received 
during the year under report,. Under the system of local „ 
procurement of paddy, a quantity of 95.4 lakhs of paras of paddy 
was purchased during the year against 53 lakhs of paras in 
1121 . 
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During the beginning of the year under report, food-grains 
•were transported from Cochin to the -various depots of the State 
by the backwater route in commandeered 
Storage and valloms under the escort of police constables. 
Transport of But on aocount of the sporadic arrivals of 

Foodgmins. stocks at Coohin, the polioy of Government in 

regard to the transport of food-grains was 
reconsidered and arrangements were made for transporting food- 
grains from Coohin through the agency of contractors, thus 
releasing a good number of commandeered valloms. On account 
of the extremely low stock position at Trivandpum towards the 
latter half of the year, the supplies were rushed to Trivandrum by 
the backwater route up to Kottayam or Quilon and tbenoe in 
lorries to Trivandrum. Shuttle steamers were also utilised 
during the shipping seasons of the year for transporting food- 
grains to the Alleppey and Trivandrum ports. No great difficulty 
was experienced in the matter of storage accommodation for 
imported food-grains in 1122. 

Textile eontrol. 

Control measures introduced by the Government to safeguard 
the textile position of the State were in force throughout the year 
under report. According to the All India Scheme for the distribu¬ 
tion of cloth, supplies were made to the State at the . rate of 
10 yards per individual per annum. Half of this quantity was 
supplied in yarn in the'interests of the handloofn industry so 
that the mill cloth available worked out at the rate of five yards 
per head per annum. 

The quota of doth allotted to the State was purchased from 
the surplus areas by the agenoy of importers seleoted by Govern¬ 
ment. On an average 1,450 bales of doth were reoeived per 
month from the surplus areas during the year under report. 
Besides this, the State was getting about 320 bales a month from 
Mettur Mills, Sri Chitra Mills, A. D. Cotton Mill* and Buckingham 
and Carna tio Mills. Mill cloth was also supplied to the State 
from the Bombay, Ahmedabad and Sholapur Mils. The Sholapur 
produots consisted of coating, drill, grey sarees and kora-of 
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18 to 36 inches width which were not in dem and by the genera] 
public. The matter was however brought to the notice of the 
Provincial Textile Commissioner, Madras' and the Textile Com¬ 
missioner, Bombay., Consequently the allotment from the 
Sholapur Mills was reduced to 250 bales per mensem. Seduction 
in the percentage of allotment from the Sholapur Mills and 
arrangements made with the Sri Chitra Mills, Always for the 
bleaching and supply of 100 bales of long cloth per mensem from 
the allotment to the State have to some extent eased the problem 
of aoute shortage of mull and kora which are in great demand in 
the State. 

The. imported. goods were distributed to 38 somi-wholesale 
merchants who in their tnrn distributed them to retail merchants 
throughout the State for sale to the public. The distribution of 
quota to the retailers was done almost every month and they sold 
doth to the people on a quarterly basis on production of ration 
cards for food-grains. Special permits for the purohase of cloth 
were also issued in connection with ceremonial occasions and 
functions like marriages, burial, etc. 

Although under the All-India Yarn Distribution Scheme a 
monthly quota of 1,654 bales ■ of yarn including an additional 
supply of 150 bales for the 'use of the fisherfolk was allotted to 
Travancore, owing to strikes and look-outs in the mills and riots 
and defective machinery, the average monthly receipt was only 
1,300 bales. The matter was brought to the notice of the Textile 
Commissioner,'Bombay who made an adhoo supply of about 700 
bales. The yarn allotted to the State was pnrchased by two im¬ 
porters nominated by Government and by quota holders of mills. 
As in the previous year, the yarn was distributed to the weaverg 
almost every week on the basis of the number of registered looms 
through co-operative societies and talnk committees. 

The Central Textile Advisory Committee functioned through¬ 
out the year rendering valuable help and assistance to the Textile 
Commissioner on matters relating to distribution of doth and 
yarn. The taluk committees consisting mostly of non-offioial 
members also functioned throughout the year supervising the dis- 
tribut-ion of cloth and yarn. 
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Five cloth and four yarn lioenses were oanoellad during the 
year, while the number of licenses suspended oame to 22 and 3 res¬ 
pectively. Several cases of black-marketing and other irregulari¬ 
ties were deteoted and these were enquired into and the delinquents 
suitably, punished. 

Control of Civil Supplies. 

The control over the distribution and prices of all consumer 
goods in short supply continued to be exercised by the Controller 
of Civil Supplies and the Inspectors of Civil 
Hoarding and Supplies till the 16th Makaram 1122 on which 
Prof iteering date the Hoarding and Profiteering Prevention 

Prevention Aat. Act was repealed in the State as a result of the 
lapse on the last day of September 1946 of the 
Hoarding and Profiteering Prevention Ordinance and the Consumer 
Goods Order of the Government of India. Under the provisions 
o.£ the Brass and Copper Control Order and the Aluminium Uten¬ 
sils Control Order issued in accordance with the Defence of Tra- 
vancore Rules, articles like brass and oopper utensils, ingots, 
sorap and sheets and aluminium were also controlled by the de_ 
partment of Civil Supplies. The Brass and Copper (Control) 
Order was repealed on the 23rd Mithunarn 1122 and the Alumi¬ 
nium Utensils (Control) Order on the 6th Chingom 1123 when 
the corresponding control orders were repealed by the Government 
of India. 

The Paper Control Orders promulgated by the Government 
and the oontrol measures in respeot of petrol, sugar and other 
essential commodities in short supply continued to be in force 
during 1122. Control measures in respect of drugs and coir were 
removed during the year. 

As a part of the Government of India polioy of oontrol over, 
the price and export of oocoanut oil in the various Provinoes of 
India, the prioes and export of copra and' cocoanut oil were also 
controlled in Travancore with effect/from the-7th Dhanu 1122. 
The oontrol measures adopted in the State in regard to cocoanut 
-and cocoanut products have been adverted to in Chapter IV under 
‘Customs Revenue’. 



CHAPTER^ VI;

Anehal (State Postal Department) 

Superintendent.- Mr. George Mathew, B. A., B. L. 

The Sirkar Anehal is one of the earliest institutions in the 
State. Its reorganisation so long ago as 1784 A. D. is the 
earliest available record relating to the depart- 
Early History, ment. Its original function was confined to 
the transmission of State papers and sundry 
articles like vegetables, flowers, etc., from mofussil stations, for 
use in the Palace and the Sri Padmanabhaswami temple. In 
18l8, the department was thrown open to Government servants 
and f petitioners, private letters of Government, servants and 
petitions from members of the public being carried free. .Private 
letters were accepted from 1860; and postage on letters, packets, 
etc., was regulated during the succeeding year- Registered 
envelopes were introduced in 1865, Anehal stamps and cards in 
1888, the money order system in 1901, the value payable system 
in 1906, the sayings bank work in 1912 and the insurance system 
in 1921. 

There were 396 Anehal offices, comprising 202 departmental 
and 194 non-departmental offices at the end of the year- against 
390 at the close of 1121. Of the non-depart- 
Anehal Offices mental Anehal offices, 30 were in the experi- 
and Letter Boms, mental stage. Letter boxes at the end of 1122 
numbered 650 against 638 at the end of the 

previous year. 

The number of private articles posted rose from 57,330,956 . 
in 1121 to 57,389,793 in 1122 and that of the official and 
privileged articles together from 8,676,232 to 
Aftieles Posted 8,679,327. There was a slight increase in the 
• and Delivered. number of articles delivered in the State. 

Prom 79,257,823 in 1121, it rose to 79,305,941 
during the year under roport. 
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As in the previous year, 20 Anchal offioes were doing in¬ 
surance work. One hundred and fifty-seven articles were in- 
’ sured during the year as against 129 in the 

Value payables previous year. The number of value payable 
and Insured articles, both inland and foreign, issued in 
Artioles . Travancore during the year was 81,173 against 

30947 in the preceding year. Of these, 739 
were for delivery in the Cochin State- Inclusive of 943 undeli¬ 
vered value payable articles of the previous year and 1,399 such 
articles received for delivery from the Cochin State, the total 
number of value payables for delivery was 33,776 against 32,614 
in the previous year. Of these, 31,749 were delivered to the 
addressees and 399 returned to the senders leaving a balance of 
1,629 value payable articles in the hands of the department„at 
the end of ths year- 

The hundi branch.of the department deals with inland and 
foreign hundies, revenue hundies, Government revenue remittance 
hundies and pension payment hundies- All 
Hundi Business, the 896 Anchal offices in the State were 
transacting hundi business. The total number 
of hundies, both inland and foreign issued in 1122 was 797,661 
against 763,267 in the previous year. The total number of 
hundies for delivery in 1122 was 799,896 made up of 10,214 
hundies pending payment at the end of the previous year, 29,876 
Cochin hundies,received for payment, 759,075 hundies issued in 
Travancore for delivery in this State and 731 hundies issued for 
payment in Cochin State but redirected for delivery in Travan¬ 
core. ' Of these 788,951 were delivered in Travancore and 2,097 
were redirected to Cochin State for payment.leaving a balance of 
8,848 hundies pending payment at the end of the year. The 
amount of hundies paid was Rs 1,13,75.350-16-8, the correspond-, 
ing figure for 1121 being Rs'. 1,15,03,628- L7-0- The number of 
revenue hundies issued during the year was 12,996 for 
Rs. 1,94,537-8-7 and that of the Government revenue remittance 
hundies was 213 for Rs- 69*452-26-5. Seventeen pension payment 
hundies for Rs. 240-21-0 were also issued. State Life Insurance 
money orders for Rs. 3,40,076-19-5 were issued by the department 
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in 1122 free of commission, against Rs. 277311-13-4 in 1121 and 
such money orders for Rs. 3,29,054-14-12 were paid to the 
Accountant General’s office against Rs- 2,70,543-9-3 during the 
preceding year. 


The number of Anehal offices doing savings bank 'business 
remained the same as in the previous year, viz., 166. The number 
of savings bank transactions done during the 
Savings Bank, year was 327,763 against 319,656 in the pre¬ 
vious year. Of thesa, 159,019 were deposits 
amounting to Rs. 3,08,27,433-1-12 and 168,744 withdrawals 
amounting to Rs. 3,15,54,870-19-11. The year ended with 
Rs. 4,78,21,612-11-6 outstanding in the A.nchal Savings Bank 
against Rs- 4,83,39,279-4-3 at the end of 1121- 

One public call office was newly opened in the Kilimanoor 
Anehal office during the year under report. There were 
altogether 31 Anehal offices doing telephone 
Telephone Work work in the State at the close of the year. 
in Anehal Offices. 


The total length of mail lines increased from 1,805'75 miles 
at the end of 1121 to 1,825'75 miles at the end of 1122. The 
transport of mails was made by railways for 
Anehal Mail 99 miles, by boats for 18 miles, by motor 
Lines. buses for 965'75 miles and by runners for 743 

miles. 

Thirty-seven Anehal offices of the State were selling National 
Savings Certificates at the end of 1121- This scheme was in¬ 
troduced in 19 more Anehal offices during the 
Small Savings year under report- Thus the total number o|, 
Scheme. Anehal offices selling National Savings Certi¬ 

ficates rose to 56 at the end of 1122 and 
o ertificates to the value of Rs. 7,86,400-11-0 were sold during the 
year under report against Rs* *6,46,802-14-0 in the previous 
year. 
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TRANSPORT DEPARTMENT. 

Director. Mr. N. Ramamurthi. 

The number of ordinary departmental buses plying in the 
various routes at the end of the year under report was 108 and 
that of Express buses 22. Passenger traffic 
Extensions in all the routes continued to be heavy as in 
and Readjust- the previous year. There was a great demand 
mints of service, from the general publio for taking up fresh 
routes- More vehicles were purchased during 
the year from the Military Stores and the Disposals Department 
of the Government of India, to replace old vehicles as well as to 
augment the existing services. The necessity for extending the 
service over the Trivandrum—Shencotta route and for the in¬ 
troduction of a town service an Nagercoil were found to be 
extremely urgent and accordingly these services were commenced 
during the year. 'Side by side- with affording greater facilities 
for the travelling public in all routes, measures to discourage 
short distance travel were also taken, by raising the minimum 
fare in long routes from ohuckrams 5 to chuckrams 7 and in 
short routes from chuckrams 3 to chuckrams 5. Short ■ distance 
shuttle services were introduced in the sections to relieve the 
traffic congestion experienced on these routes. 

Express and coach services continued to maintain their 
popularity, and the services in all routes had to be substantially 
increased. Arrangements were made to extend the Alwaye— 
Munnar Express Service up to Madupatty. An Express Service 
was introduced in the Kottayam—Vaikom route from the 
beginning of the year under report. An Express Coach Service 
was also introduced between Trivandrum and Cape Comorin. 

Except for the increase in the minimum fare for' each route, 
the fares for the various services continued to be the same as in 
r the previous year. The number of passengers 

Fame, Mileage carried during the year in ail the routes 
and Traffic. together was 19,576,181 against 15,069,867 in 
1121 and the mileage operated Was 7,710,659 
against 6,585,019 in the preceding year. 
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The system of issuing'ooncession tickets to lonafide students 
was continued during the year. Due to heavy demands of vehi¬ 
cles for normal services and shortage of petrol, private hire 
operation was restricted to a minimum. •’ 

As in previous years, special. services were operated by the 
department to meet the traffic demands in connection with the 
various important religious and other festivals 
Special in the State- Apart from augmenting services 

Services. in departmental routes, services were con¬ 

ducted in routes operated -by private con. 
corns for the Mandalappoja and Maharavilakku festivals at 
Sabarimalai. 

There were 46 parcel agencies at work at the commence¬ 
ment of the year- Additional agencies were opened to meet the 
demand from various centres and the number 
Parcels and of agencies at work at the end of the year was 
Goods Trans- 51. A noteworthy feature of the development 
port. of parcels traffic during the year was the.in¬ 

troduction of lorry services in all the routes to 
' cope with the increasing volume of parcels that had to be handled 
by the department. The receipts from the parcels traffic in¬ 
creased from Rs. 2,62,562 in 1121 to Rs- 2,94,247 in the year 
under report. 

The transport of goods for the Kanan Devan Hills Produce 
Co-, Ltd-, and the Pallivasal- Hydro Eleotrio Scheme was carried 
on by the department as before. The department also attended 
to the transport of food-grains for Government from Kottayam 
and Quilon to Trivandrum and of the penstock pipes for the 
fourth line of the P. H. E. Scheme.. The total tonnage trans¬ 
ported during the year was 36,242 and the gross income from 
this item amounted to Rs. 7,44,008. The corresponding figures 
for 1121 were 36,008 tons and Rs- 7,38,354. 

Most of t,ho buses are equipped wi.th saloon bodies designed 
to provide maximum riding comfort. A high standard of tidiness 
is maintained and seats are regularly sprayed 
Amenities to with insecticides. Waiting rooms are provided 
Passengers. at important Stations- The utmost civility 
. and ..courtesy on the part of the staff towards 
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passengers is insisted on. The several measures adopted by the 
department for regulating the entry into buses, such as the forma¬ 
tion of queues, issue of priority coupons, etc., were continued. 

There were 33 accidents during the year under report. Of 
these, 17 were petty accidents, 8 serious and 8 fatal. The acci¬ 
dent rate was one in 233,000 miles as against 
Accidents. one in 263,000 miles in the previous year. 

There was a slight increase in the accident 
rate during the year and the question of road accidents in rela¬ 
tion to all forms of road transport vehicles, engaged the attention 
of Government and an official committee of experts was formed 
to examine the question and to recommend measures to minimise 
accidents. 

An Advisory Committee consisting of elected representatives 
of the public, by frequent meetings and discussions continued to 
serve as a healthy link between the public and 
Advisory the department. Three meetings of the com 
Committee. mittee were held during the year and apart 

from passing various resolutions tendering 
useful advice and suggestions in the working of the department, 
a sub-committee was constituted consisting of three members of 
the. committee to study the working of the department during 
the past and to suggest improvements and re-organisation. 

Th e receipts of the department during the year amounted to 
Es. 74'38 lakhs and the expenditure to Es. 49 "94 lakhs, the 
corresponding figures for 1121 being Rs. 60 '54 
Receipts and lakhs and Es. 40 '50 lakhs. There was a net 
Jti'xpendiiure. profit of Es. 24'4 lakhs during the year 
under report.

The history of Travancore ooins dates baok to a period far 
earlier than the establishment of the Travanoore Mint at Padma- 
nabhapurana in 965 m. e. (1789-90 a. d.)._ To

were issued. The • Mint was permanently transferred to Trivan¬ 
drum in 1824 a. d. Gold, silver, frinc and copper coins were onoe 
in circulation. Travancore gold ooins|are not now legal tender. 
The existing ourrenoy is desoribe3, in Chapter I. 
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The oontrol of the Coinage and Currency Department conti¬ 
nued to be vested in the Financial Secretary to Government, the 
immediate charge of the Government Mint 
Control. . being under- a Superintendent. The activities 
of the Government pMint were limited as in the 
past to the minting of oopper coins out of blanks obtained .from 
Bombay. The face value of copper coins minted during the 
year under report amounted to Be. 1,45)393. Silver coins.for the 
faoo value of Rs. 3,75,000 were also got minted from Bombay.

The Government Press was first organised in 1836 A. D. 
In addition to the Government Gazette published every Tuesday, 
the most important items of work attended to 
General. by the Government Press are the printing of 

the State Administration Report, the depart¬ 
mental reports, the statistical volume, the proceedings of the 
Legislature and all similar Government publications including 
the Readers and text books for schools. 

The value of the plant stood at Rs. 2-35 lakhs at the end of 
the year. Types cast in the Government Press and purchased 
from outside to the total value of Rs. 99,738 
Machinery were added to the stock. Type oases, iron 
and Plant. chases, one gas welding plant, electrically 

heated roller ousting apparatus, etc., valued 
at Rs. 4,597 were also purchased during the year- Deducting 
depreciation and making allowance for battered types, etc-, 
issued for recasting, the value of the plant at the end of the .year 
stood at Rs. 3 05 lakbs. 

The number of standard pages set in the composing section 
tvas 64,108 against 61,218 in the previous year. The number 
of .impressions struck in the machine section 
Out-turn. was 48,209,556 against 45,118,230 in 1121. 

In the type foundry 21,561 lbs. of typos and 
in the Thompson type casting section 4,149 lbs! of types were 
cast. 689 lbs- of line blocks, plates, etc., were also out during 
the year. The binding section executed worsts to the. value of 
Rs. 80,686 against Rs. 72,575 in the previous year. The value 
of metal and rubber stamps manufactured and supplied was 
Rs. 834 against Rs. 647 in the- previous year- The total 
out-turn' of work in the Press was valued at Rs. 3.76 lakhs 
against Rs. 3.55 lakhs in 1121.

The Press Room and Enquiry Office organised in 1090 M. E. 
(1915 A. D.) and subsequently reorganised as the Department of 
Information has been functioning as a part of the Administrative 
Secretariat till 1120 M. E. when it was separated, consequent on 
the reorganisation of the Administrative Secretariat. The year 
under report is the seoond year of the functioning of the depart¬ 
ment after its separation from the Secretariat. The main 
functions of the ' department are to furnish reports to the Press 
about Government activities, to keep the Government informed 
of the trend of public opinion as reflected in the Press within and 
outside the State, to give publicity to matters relating to the 
State, besides supplying all relevant information to toarists and 
others ooming from outside the State. Information relating to 
the administrative measures, the working of the various depart" 
ments and other matters are given to the aooredited Press 
Representatives daily in the Press Room. 

The Senior Assistant Information Offioer and Sub Editor was 
deputed for one month for training in the offioe of the Times of 
India, Bombay. - 

In 1940 A, D., the Department of Information commenced 
thejpublioation of an illustrated monthly journal oalled “Iravan- 
core Information.” Its principal objeot is to 
Travancore keep the publio informed of the various aotivi. 
Information -■ . ties and polioies of Government mainly in the 
and Listener. field of agricultural and industrial development 
and to give'publicity to Travanoore’s beauty 
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spots and her treasures of arts and crafts. Advance monthly 
programmes of the Travanoore Radio are also regularly publi' 
shed in the journal. 

During the year, the Information Department oommenoed 
the publication of a fortnightly ‘Information Bulletin’ giving a 
brief account of the measures adopted by the Food and Control 
Departments of Government in the matter of procurement and 
distribution of essential commodities including paddy, rice, cloth, 
yarn, etc. 

Presses and Publications. 

In the year 1122 M. E., 100 newspapers and periodicals were 
published in the State. Of these, 13 were dailies, 15 weeklies, two 
fortnightlies, 60 monthlies, two published once in two months, 
three quarterlies, one published twioe a year and four annuals. 
Eleven of them were published in English, 74 in Maiayalam, nine 
in Tamil and six in other languages. During the year under 
report, 207 printing presses were operating. Thirty fresh license, 
were issued under the Newspapers Aot. for the publication of 
newspapers and periodicals of which four were dailies, 10 
weeklies, one fortnightly, 12 monthlies, one quarterly, one annual 
and one published thrice a year. Of these, five were published 
in English, nine in Maiayalam, one in Tamil, nine in English and 
Maiayalam, two in English, Maiayalam and Tamil, one in 
English, Maiayalam and Hindi, one in English, Maiayalam, Tamil 
and Hindi one in English, Maiayalam and Sanskrit, and one in 
English, Maiayalam and Syriao.

The Archaeological Department was established in the year 
1071 M. E. The work of the department is 
General. embodied in the Travancoro Archaeological 

Series published from time to time. 

The most important work undertaken by the department 
during the year under report was a survey of the prehistorio anti¬ 
quities in the State which led to the discovery 
Exploration, of nearly 50 megalithic monuments. Dolmens 
were discovered at Parattathalaohi Kottaknlam, 
Kovilpetti vayal and Pa'llaperktunbu in the Anjanad Valley of the 
THg-h Ranges. The Director General of Archaeology in India paid 
a visit to these prehistorio relics'and aooording to his suggestion 
the Site sketches ‘of the relics were prepared. Measurements of 
■nine of the Dolmens were also taken. 

■Thirteen lithio inscriptions and one copper plate, newly dis¬ 
covered were oopied and deciphered during the 
Epigraphy, year under report. A .unique collection of 

Numismatics and South Indian coins representing various dyna- 
Oonservation. . sties was acquired.from Madras. , 

Steps were taken during the year for the preservation of 
40 Dolmens whioh'were overgrown with thick vegetation. In 
addition to this, four stone mandapas in South Travancore which 
showed signs of decay were also repaired and preserved. 

Under the auspioes of the Arohaeologloal Survey of India, 
the caretaker of the Museum at Padmanabhapuram was deputed 
to Delhi to undergo training in conservation

As a plaoe of general education 
and cultural recreation, the museum is becoming more and more 
popular' as is evidenced by. the increasing number of visitors to 
the institution. The total number of visitors during the year was 
802,471 as against 299,516 -in the previous year. 

The collections of the Government Museum at Trivandrum 
are housed in three separate buildings, viz., the main museum 
housing the specimens of arts and orafts, the museum annexe 
where the objects of art from Java and Bali and the paintings of 
Nicholas and Svestolav Roerich are on display, and the Shunku- 
mukharn Palaoe wheTe the Natural History specimens and ethno¬ 
logical models exhibited. 

The most important additions to the museum in the year 
under report were certain unique specimens of anoient Gandhara 
art presented by the Director General of 

Acquisitions. Arohaeology in India. Dour bronze images of 
Sri Rama, Sita, standing Ganesa and Nayanar 
.(Chenneswara) were received from the Madras Government 
museum in exchange for four Mthakali figures in wood presen¬ 
ted by the Government of Travanoore. A collection of unique 
South Indian coins and also a bronze image of Devi of the late 
Vijayanagar period w ere also acquired for the museum during 
the' year under report. 
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GOVERNMENT GARDENS AND THE ZOO. 

Director• -Mr- R- Kesman Nair,B. Sc • {Hons.) 


The Government Gardens and the Zoo, afford a source of 
matruotion and pleasure to several thousands of visitors every 
year. The Natural History Library and 
General. Beading ?Room attached to the Government 

Gardens and the- Zoo contains a ohoice selec¬ 
tion of books on Natural Soionoe and other allied subjects and 
oaters to the needs of the public and of the researoh students of 
the University in particular. The Advisory Board of Honorary 
Visitors whioh was formed in '1121 as an experimental measure 
was reconstituted during the year under report. 

The Zoological collections is well maintained. By the pro¬ 
per conservation of the existing stock and the acquisition of 
diverse new species, the varieties of animals in 
Zoo. ■ the institution have steadily, increased. At the 

oommenoement of the year, there were 607 
animals consisting of 233 mammals, 343 birds and 31 reptiles 
and the number added during the year by births, purohase and 
presentation was 146, consisting of 78 mammals, 64 birds and 4 
reptiles. Death, sale and exchange accounted for a reduction of 
91. At the end of the year there were thus 662 animals consis¬ 
ting of 249 mammals, 384 birds and 29 reptiles. 

The average number of visitors to the Zoo per day was 62.9. 
Their Excellencies the Governor of Madras and Lady Nye and 
many other distinguished personages from 
Visitors. ■ outside the State visited the institution during 
the year. 

There are two seotions in the Government Gardens, —a top- 
garden where there are many drives and paths, lawns and flower¬ 
ing plants, and a-lower garden the main attrac- 
Gardens. tionof which is the lake for boating. The 
top garden is a favourite evening resort. The 
Agri-Horticultural Sooiety whioh was organised towards the latter 
half of 1121 in order to stimulate interest in gardening and to 
impart instruction to the public in the various horticultural 
practices continued its work during the year in the Government 
Gardens. 
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The Sri Chitralayam

Chitralayam- 

. The Sri Chitralayam whioh is the Chief Art Gallery in the 
State was started in Kanni 1111 M. E., and it has attracted atten¬ 
tion by the display of representative Indian and other Asiatic 
paintings. There is also a library attached to the institntion con¬ 
taining a good collection of books on art. 

Daring the year 10 pioturCs were added to the collections in 
the institution.. Three of these were received as presents from 
Bhaktivilas and three were copies of murals 
Additions• from Vaik'om and Aranmnla temples, lour 
pictures were .miscellaneous acquisitions. 

Many distinguished visitors honoured the institution by their 
visit and expressed their high appreciation of the exhibits. The 
total number of visitors to the Sri Chitralayam 
Visitors■ during the year was 90,677 as against 57,463 

in the previous year. There was an appreci¬ 
able increase oi visitors especially from the student population. 
This oan be attributed to the growing interest they take in indi¬ 
genous painting. The institution was kept open to visitors between 
8 A. m and ti-8J p. m. (l. S-1.) on all days during the year except, 
on holidays. 


The Sri Chitra Home forkhe Destitute and the Infirm. 

The Sri Chitra Homo for the Destitute and the Infirm was 
established afcjjgfivandrnm in 1110 M. E., with the donation of 
Rs. 50,000 given by His Highness the Maharaja. Eurther dona¬ 
tions including a sum of Rs. 1,000 from Her Highness Maharaui 
Setu Parvati Bayi Were reoeived subsequently. The management 
of the Home was vested in a Committee of five members’ 
appointed by Government. The funds of the Home have been 
vested in the Treasurer of Charitable Endowments. The institu¬ 
tion is administered under a soheine framed under the Charitable 
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Endowments Act and in all other respects the institution is 
worked-under the Prevention of Begging Act and the rules framed 
thereunder. 

The strength of the Home at the beginning of the year was 
206‘ consisting of 154 adults and 52 orphans. During the-year, 
61 adults were committed to the Home under the Prevention of 
Begging Act. 48 adults and 54 juveniles were disoharged in the 
course of the year when their period- of detention expired. One 
inmate died" while- under treatment in the General Hospital. At 
the end of the year there were 164 inmates consisting of 17 adults 
and 39 juveniles detained under the Prevention of Begging Act, 
54 orphans and 54 destitute aduits. The institution was working 
satisfactorily during- the year and the general health of the 
inmates was good. 

A departmental primary school with the first two olasses was 
started in the Home in. Edavom 1121. The children studying in 
the higher classes were sent to other schools. The work house- 
started in- 1121 for imparting instruction in weaving, cottage 
industries, gardening and tailoring with a view to affording work 
for able bodied persons, committed to the Home continued to work 
satisfactorily. Instruction was also given in drawing, musio and 
variety dances to the inmates of the Home who showed interest 
in Arts. In the weaving section, there were 15 looms which- 
.were worked by 20 orphans and 15 other inmates. 40 inmates 
were engaged in making baskets, mate, etc., during the year. 
Every person found physically fit did gardening work. At the 
■ beginning of the year under report a new tailoring machine was 
purchased for the Home and' an instructor appointed for giving 
training to the inmates. 15 inmates attended the goring class. 

The total receipts and expenditure, of * the Home were- 
Rs. 18,233 and Rs. 31,534. respectively against. Rs. 33,705 and 
Rs. 28,027 in 1121. \

During the year, the'Soheme completed its 14th year. The 
progress and the popularity of the Soheme continued during the :

year is that the maximum limit of assurance 
on any single life (male) has been raised from Rs. 10,000 to 
Rs. 50,000, arrangements for re-insnranoe of higher amounts 
having been completed.. 

Four thousand one hundred and twelve proposals involving 
a sum of Rs. 52,49,300 were reoeived during the year under 
report, as against four thousand and four pro- 
Praposals. posals for Rs. 46,20,400 in 1121. Inclusive of 
179 proposals for Rs. 2,13,000 pending dis¬ 
posal at the end of 1121, there were in all 4,291 proposals for 
Rs. 54,62,300 to be dealt with during 1122, but of these 11 pro¬ 
posals for Rs. 12,200 were rejeoted, 96 proposals for Rs. 1,34,800 
were cancelled and 3,939 proposals for Rs. 49,49,100 were accept¬ 
ed leaving a balanoe of 245 proposals for Rs. 3,66,200 pending 
acceptance at the end of 1122. _

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THE STATE LIFE INSURANCE. 

(Government Servants’ Braneh.) 

Government servants in the permanent pensionable service 
of the State and those of the funds whose servioes are pensionable 
from the general revenues are eligible for 
General. insurance-in this branch. Palace subordinates 

who are eligible for pension either from Gov¬ 
ernment or from Palace funds and who hold permanent appoint¬ 
ment are also eligible for insurance in this branch. Officers 
in temporary service are also eligible under certain conditions. 
The administrative control of the fund is vested in the Accountant 
General. 

At the end of the. year 1121, the number of proposals for 
which polioies were pending issue was 33. During the year 
under review, three fresh proposals were re- 
Proposals. ceived and four polioies were issued. The 
number of proposals pending at the dose of the 

year was 32. 

There were 616 polioies in force at the close of the year 1121 
with the total sum assured amounting to Rs. 5,27,911‘88. Fonr 
policies for a total sum assured of Rs. 15,431“45 
Policies. were issued during the year and fourteen 

policies for a total ,sum Rs. 10,844“ 77 were 
removed on aooount of maturity by age and death. Total number 
.of polioies at the dose of the year including seven policies under 
lapses and revivals was 636 with the total sum assured amounting 
to Rs. 5,32,498“56. 

Fourteen claims on li policies were pending settlement at the 
end of the year 1121 and nine claims on 12 policies arose during 
the year under, review. Out of these twenty- 
Glaim. three olaims on 29 polioies, ten claims on 14 

polioies were settled. The amount paid on the 
olaims on five policies due to the death of the insured was 
1,339-22-14, and the amount paid on the 'five olaims by maturity 
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by age 55 years on nine policies was Rs. 9,504-26-11. There were 
thirteen claims on 16 policies pending settlement at the end of the 
year. - ' 

Fifteen loans were issued during the year for a total amount 
of Rs. 1,763. The total of loan repayments. 
Loans. with interest amounted Rs, 3, 540-20-14. 

The sixth actuarialValuation of the Fund for..the quinquen¬ 
nium ending with 31st Karkadakam 1121 was conducted by 
Mr. R. Venkitasubramonyi Aiyar, Government 
Valuation. ' Aotuary and it disclosed a surplus of 
Rs. 1,37,073, A uniform reversionary bonus 
of Rs. 15 per annum for sum assured Rs. 1,000 was allowed to 
the policy holders against Rs. 12J per annum allowed during the 
fifth 'valuation. The total remuneration paid for the valuation 
was Rs. 1,348-18-8. 

The oash balance to the credit of the Fund at the dose of th e 
year 1121 Was Rs. 4,75,841-2-11. The receipts during the year 
including the interest of Rs. 15,439-24-8 
Receipts and allowed to the Fund in 1122, amounted to 
Disbursements. Rs. 38,731-17-6 and the expenditure amounted 
to Rs. 19,427-22-10. The balance to the oredit 
of the Fund at the end of the year was Rs. 4,95,144-25-7. 


State Savings Bank 

Savings bank business is conducted in all the State treasuries 
and also in the important Anchal Offices. The 
General. number of offioes doing savings bank busi 

ness, which was 198- in 1121, remained the 

same during 1122. 

Besides the ordinary deposit accounts open to the publio, 
deposits acconnts are allowed in favour of Government con¬ 
tractors for depositing the security offered for the satisfactory 
" performance of the work undertaken by them and also in favour 
of Government servants who have to furnish Security in respeot 
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of their appointments. Public accounts are permitted to be 
opened by Municipalities, Co-opeTative Societies and other public 
bodies and institutions constituted for purposes other than for the 
personal advantage of the contributors. Fixed deposit accounts 
are also allowed to be opened in the treasuries by Municipalities 
and Devaswom having personal deposit aooounts in treasuries and 
also on behalf of some of the funds. 

The number of savings bank accounts which stood at 
278,278 at the end of 1121, rose to 296,635 at the end of 1122. 

The total balance of deposits also rose from 
Volume of Rs. 769-71 lakhs at the end of 1121 to 
Business. Rs. 762’55 lakhs at the end of 1122. There 

has been a steady rise in the number of depo¬ 
sitors and in the deposit balance during recent years. 


STATE PROVIDENT FOND. 

The State Provident Pund was instituted in the year 1107 
M. E. with the object of providing facilities for Government 
servants to invest a portion of their pay every month and to enable 
them to withdraw the accumulated savings in a lump when they 
retire from servioe. The benefit of the Fund accrues to the family 
of an officer in the event of his death in harness. All employees 
in permanent pensionable service under Government and looal 
bodies are eligible to subscribe to the Fund. 

The number of subscribers admitted to the Fund in 1122 
was 1,069 against 1,420 in 1121. The total number of subscribers 
admitted np to the end of 1122 was 24,485. The amount of sub¬ 
scription realised during the year was Rs. 6‘03 lakhs against 
Rs. 4’84 lakhs in 1121. The interest acorued' on the deposits 
during 1122 was Rs. 1,36,576 against Rs. 1,17,918 in 1121. 

The number of aocounts finally closed during the year was 
380, the amount paid out of the Fund on that aocount being 
Rs. 1,00,128. (An amount) of Ps. 72,854 was paid during the 
year for 826 loans, as against Rs. 50,130 for 667 loans in 1121, 
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A sum of Rs. 52,360 including Rs. 2,126 towards interest was 
realised on advances during the year. The closing balanoe in the 
Fund at the end of the year was Rs. 42'98 lakhs. 

The Travancore Defence Saving's Provident Fund. 

The Fund was started in 1116 and was intended for the 
benefit of officers in State servioe who wished to take part in the 
Defenoe Savings Soheme. The contributions made to the Fund, 
are invested in 3 per oent. Defenoe Bonds of the Government of 
India. The fund is administered by the Travancore Government 
in the Finance Department and the aocounts are maintained by 
the Accountant General. 

The amount to the credit of a subscribers is to be withdrawn 
on his quitting service or on the expiry of twelve months from, 
the date of termination of the war. The subscription was con¬ 
tinued to be paid up to the end of 1122, and there were no new 
entrants in 1122. The total number of subscribers admitted up 
to .the end of 1121 was 36. 

The amount realised in 1122. was Rs. 4,558-22-0 as against 
Rs. 4,651-3-4 in ,1121. The interest aoorued in 1122 was Rs, 567 
as against-Rs. 450 in 1121. One account was dosed in 1122, the 
amount paid out of the fund on that aooount being Rs. 4,126-23-0 • 



CHAPTER XVII. 

.POST-WAR RECONSTRUCTION. 

. Rajyasevapravina G. Parameswaran Pillai oontmued to ba 
on'special duty as Post-war Reconstruction Officer during 1122. 

The reconstruction programme of tine State comprises, among 
other things the development of new hydro-oleotric projects, the 
manufacture of fertilisers and chemicals, the production of ply¬ 
wood, plastics and rayon from softwood and hardwood resources, 
the development of fisheries and the improvement of public health 
and sanitation. The speedy inauguration of a large cement plant 
in the State which will facilitate oement conoreting of the main 
roads and the co-ordination of Government controlled road trans¬ 
port with canal and sea traffio also come within the reconstruction 
programme outlined by the Government. 

A brief account of the post-war rooonstruotion activities of 
the various departments of the State is given below. 

Public Health. 

A medical officer of the Publio Health Department was 
deputed to the United States of America and?England to specialise 
n industrial Hygiene as a preliminary step for organising a 
separate section for industrial hygiene in the department. With 
a view to making available adequate supplies of drinking water 
to the rural population, a special P. W. p. staff was entertained 
in the department for sinking wells d epartmentally and grants up 
to Rs. 500 were issued to Village Unions and Village Panohayats 
for eaoh well sunk in their areas. Two health units were started 
in Sherthalai and Vaikom taluks and twenty midwifery centres 
were established in the rural areas. With a view to ultimately 
transferring registration of vital statistics from the field staff of 
the Land Revenue Department to that of the Publio Health 
Department and the establishment of a Vital statistical seotion to 
tabulate the. figures in detail, the field staff, (sanitary assistants) 
of the department was expanded during the year. In order to 
oonduot an intensive propaganda on nutrition, two sets of magio 
lantern slides were purchased. Eour boring machines in two 
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different types were also purchased for trial use to ascertain the 
suitability of each type for instituting a State-wide programme 
of construction of bore hole latrines. 

Medical. 

In aooordanoe with the post-war reconstruction scheme, it 
has been deoided to run the general Hospital, Trgandrum and 
the District Hospitals at Quilon, Kottayain, Alleppey and Always 
as high olass and well-equipped hospitals, the others being treated 
as feeder 'institutions. This decision is to be implemented on a 
three year programme. Accordingly a pay ward building on an 
up-to-date model in the General Hospital is under construction at 
an estimated cost, of Es. 8,51,700. The site for the pathological 
blook has already been aoquired and arrangements are being 
made for the oonstrnotion of the buildings. 

Arrangements have already been made for the acquisition of 
lands for the construction of an X-Ray building in'the Distriot 
Hospital, - Quilon and for the construction of Resident medical 
officer’s quarters in the Distriot Hospitals at Kottayam, Alleppey 
and Alwaye. When the post-war reconstruction scheme is com. 
pleted, the General Hospital will have -600 beds and “the Distriot 
Hospitals 200 beds eaoh, 

A pucoa inpatient ward in the Ophthalmio Hospical, Trivan¬ 
drum is nearing completion. In addition to this, the hospital will 
be provided with a pay ward and a kitohan. 

In the Tuberculosis Hospital, Nagerooil, four additional 
general wards and fonr pay wards, reoreation hall and library 
roorfi have been constructed. The construction of a cell room 
for the accommodation of convicts was noaring completion and 
the quarters for the staff were under construction. 

Oonstruotion of additional wards in the Leper Colony, Noor- 
nad, has already been taken up. 

' ' The Construction of the hospital for children in memory of 
the late Prince Avittam Thirunal, First Prince of Travancore, was 
in progress and the dispensary building attached to the same was 
nearing completion. 

Besides these, arrangements have already been made for the 

oonstruotion of a nursing sohool with quarters for the matron and- 
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the pupil nurses and for the oonstruotion of latrines in the Gov¬ 
ernment hospital at Parur,. and two pay wards, a blook of 34 oells, 
a siok ward, a library and reading room in the Hospital for 
Mental Diseases at Oolampara, Trivandrum. 

Research. 

Duiing'the year under report work on the following post-war 
reconstruction schemes entrusted to the Department of Research 
was in progress:— 

(i) Model Salt Factory : The remodelling of the pan 
area of eight acres taken on lease was completed during the year- 
A quantify of 4,052 bags of salt was produced. The purity 
attained was 99*48 per oent. and oomnares in purity with the 
refined salt (99*53 per oent.) produced by the Tata Chemicals who 
use speoial machinery and processes for refining. The salt could 
not be sold as the question who should sell the salt was not decided 
before the close of the year. Small quantities of by-products like 
gypsum, epsom salt, potassium salt, etc.,-were collected. 

(ii) Fish Culture : The fish culture pond at Ayiram. 
thengu was enlarged by the acquisition of an adjoining tank and 
lease of another. The total area of 37J acres was bunded into 
several small tanks and stocked with different varieties of fish. 
Several biological problems relating to the life history, growth, 
and feeding habits-of the fishes were under investigation. 

(in) Deep Sea Fishing: Refitting of and repairs to the 
motor fishing vessel purchased for the investigations on deep sea 
fishing were not completed during the year. In the meanwhile 
the senior Research Offioer at Cape Comorin made a preliminary 
study of the nature of the fishing grounds in and nfear the Cape. 
An order for a small Shell Ice Plant was placed and the construc¬ 
tion of the fish curing yard was in progress. 

(iv) Chemical Investigations : Investigations on the 
possibilities of using indigenous materials for insulation purposes 
have led to the selection of cocoanut pith boards which are 
found to compare favourably with imported cork-boards- Export" 
jnents on the correct proportion of salt for -fish curing under 
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different conditions were in progress. Other ■ investigations 
related to the study of seasonal variations in the chemical com¬ 
position of sea water and tank water.'- 

(v) Sharfe Liver Oil Scheme : -Plans and estimates for 
the construction of the factory building were sanctioned during 
the year. 

As a-result of improved methods, it was found possible to 
manufacture oil containing 4,000 i. u. of Vitamin ‘A’ per -gram, 
from fresh liver brought to the factory. This is sold as ‘A’ -grade 
oil- The oil collected from fishermen and refined in the factory 
was sold as f B’ grade. Th§ total .quantity manufactured during 
the year was 1,088 gallons of grade ‘A’ oil and 31 gallons of 
.grade ‘B’ oil. Methods for the manufacture of malted shark 
liver oil, deodorised shark liver oil, .predigested shark liver oil 
and shark liver oil ointment have- been worked out. 

(vi) Soil Survey Scheme : The soil survey of V-ilavan' 
code taluk started during the previous year was completed. The 
report which is under preparation shows serious deficiencies in 
the soil. The survey of the soils in the led of the Kayamkulam 
lake undertaken to determine their suitability for paddy culti¬ 
vation was also completed. A detailed report on the investi¬ 
gation containing suggestions for reclaiming 1,500 acres of the 
la ke submitted to Government was under consideration by a 
committee appointed for the purpose. A; 

Schemes for statistical surveys sanctioned during the -year 
under report are proposed to be carried out during 1123. 

Cvii) Distillation of essential oils : A scheme for the 
large scale distillation of essential oils from plant -materials 
available in Travancore by setting up a pilot plant and another 
scheme for the breeding of superior varieties of lemon grass were 
sanctioned by Government during the year under report.

The progress made in the year under report by the indus* 
trial ooncerns with whioh the Government are assooiated is 
briefly described below - 

1. The Fertilisers and Chemicals ( Travancore) Ltd., 
Always: Tho erection of the plant and machinery w,as com¬ 
pleted. Trial runs were started towards the and of the year. 
Commercial production 'is expected from Kanni 1123 (October 
1947)- The products manufactured are ammonium sulphate, 
sulphurio acid, ammonia and some by products like calcium 
oarbonate, carbon-dioxide, etc. 

2. The Travancore Rayons Ltd. Many of the plant and 
equipment for this factory have reached the site. The construc¬ 
tion of the buildings made satisfactory progress during the year- 

3. The Forest Industries ( Travancore ) Ltd., Kaladi : 

. The concern began its activities during the year in the extrac¬ 
tion of firewood and timber of various species. Firewood at the 
rate of about '200 tons a day was regularly supplied to the 
Fertilisers and Chemicals (Travancore) Ltd. 

4. The Aluminium Industries, Kundara : The faotory 
buildings and residential quarters have all been completed. The 
machinery foundations inside the factory, have been laid. Some 
of the plant and equipment have’feached the site. The plant is 
designed to manufacture 2,000 tons of A. C- S. R. conductors 
per jear. 

6. The Electrical and Allied 'Industries ( Travancore) 
Ltd., Kundara '■ Most of the plant and machinery required for 
this concern have reached the* site and their installation was in 
progress. A temporary workshop put up was manufacturing 
-dies and other equipments required for the-factory. 

6. The Travancore Enamel Industries, Kundara ■ This 
project intended for the manufacture of enamel ware.3 was in its 
construction stage. 

. .1. The Travancore Cements,^Ltd. The construction of 

the factory was in progress- The erection of the machinery that 
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arrived at site was begun. The capacity of the plant is 60,000 
tons of cement per annum. 

8. The Travanoore Eleetro-Ghemical ' Industries, Ltd- 
Almost all the buildings required for this project have been com¬ 
pleted. Machinery and plant ordered are expected shortly, 

9- The West Coast- Fisheries {Travanoore) Ltd.-. This 
concern is started for the development of fishing industry in the 
State with a subscribed capital of Rs- 26 lakhs. Government 
hold shares worth Rs. 6 lakhs in this concern. Some fleet re¬ 
quired for deep sea fishing have already been purchased. Orders 
for the equipment for a large cold storage plant have been placed. 

10. The Travanoore Titanium Produeis-i Ltd.-. The 
preliminary works in connection with the construction of the 
factory at Veli near Trivandrum w$re in progress, Orders for 
the plant and equipment'were placed. One Engineer and four 
chemists required for this factory were selocted and were under¬ 
going training in the United Kingdom in the British Titan Pro¬ 
ducts Works. 

11. Textiles. The construction of buildings for the Vijaya- 
mokini Mills at Poojapura, Trivandrum has been completed 
during the year. 

The construction of the buildings of the Balaramavarma 
Textiles at Shencotta was in progress. Orders for the necessary 
machinery and equipment were placed. 

The other industrial concerns in whioh the Government are 
.financially -interested are 

1. The Indian Aluminium Company, Always. 

2. The Popular Paper Mills Ltd. 

3. The Travanoore Sugars and Chemicals Ltd.>and 

4. The Travanoore Ogale Glass Manufacturing Go., Ltd, 

All these were working satisfactorily during the year under 
report and the last three have been able to pay a satisfactory' 
dividend to the shareholders. The Indian Aluminium Co., have 
transferred their profits to reserves for the expansion of their 
activities. They propose to step up the production of aluminium 
at.Always- to about 5,000 tons per annum. 
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2l*>: 

The Travanoore Sugars, and Chemicals have completed the 
necessary buildings for a sugar factory near Thiruvalla for the 
manufacture of cane sugar. 

The Travancore Plywood Industries was taken under Gov¬ 
ernment management from the beginning of Makaram 1122 
(February 1947), all its shares having been purchased by the 
Government. The factory was able to restore production and 
has' been able to find a good market for the plywood manufac¬ 
tured. During the year under report a net profit of Rs. 36,000 
was paid to Government on their investment. 

Owing to the unsatisfactory way in which the Vanchi Clay 
Mines are being run under the present management, Govern¬ 
ment have ordered the Ceramic Expert at Kundara to take over 
the : working of this concern. The Government have already 
sanctioned the establishment of a sheet mill plant, a rubber tyre 
lactory and a canning factory in the State, Due to various 
difficulties the sponsors of the companies. 1 have not yet proceeded 
with the registration of 1 the-companies and the issue of shares.
